THE CITY SEAL 


As it appeared prior to (827 


The City Seal was adopted by ‘‘An Ordinance to 
Establish the City Seal,” passed January 2, 1823, which 
provides ‘‘That the design hereto annexed, as sketched 
by John R. Penniman, giving a view of the City, be the 
device of the City Seal; that the motto be as follows, 
to wit: ‘Sicut patribus sit Deus nobis’; and that the 
inscription be as follows: — ‘Bostonia condita, A.D. 
1630. Civitatis regimine donata, A.D. 1822.’” The 
motto is taken from 1 Kings, viii, 57: ‘‘God be with 
us as He was with our fathers.” 


The seal as it first appeared is shown above. 


The seal as it was afterwards changed, and has ever 
since continued to be used, was first shown on page 221 
of the volume of laws and ordinances, commonly known 
as the ‘First Revision,’’ published in 1827, and is 
established as the City Seal at the present time by 
Revised Ordinances of 1914, Chapter 1, Section 5, 
which provides that ‘‘The seal of the City shall be 
circular in form; shall bear a view of the City; the 
motto ‘Sicur Patrisus Sir Drus Nosis,’ and the 
inscription, ‘Bostoni1a ConpiTa, A.D. 1630. CrviTaTis 
REGIMINE Donata A.D. 1822,’ as herewith shown.” 


The seal as changed in 1827 is shown on the opposite 
page. 
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ORIGIN AND GROWTH OF BOSTON. 


THE Royal Patent incorporating the Governor and 
Company of Massachusetts Bay in New England passed 
the seals March * 4, 1628-29. At a General Court, or 
Meeting of the Company, on August * 29 of that year it 
was voted “‘that the Government and patent should be 
settled in New England.” To that end Governor Win- 
throp led the Puritan Exodus in 1630. Soon after his 
arrival at Salem on June * 12, 1630, he proceeded with a 
large following to Charlestown, where a plantation had 
been established the summer before. The Assistants 
held three Courts at Charlestown in the interval, August 
* 23 to September * 28, inclusive. At their meeting 
on September * 7, they ‘‘ordered that Trimountaine 
shall be called Boston; Mattapan, Dorchester; and the 
towne upon Charles River, Waterton.’”’ Thus Shawmut 
of the Indians was named Boston, probably out of grati- 
tude to the Merchants of Boston in Lincolnshire, who 
had subscribed generously to the stock of the Company. 

In the latter part of August, Governor Winthrop 
with the patent chose Boston as his abiding place. 
The first ‘‘Court’”’ held in Boston was a ‘‘ General Court”’ 
on October * 19, ‘‘for establishing of the government.” 
On October * 3, 1632, Boston was formally declared 
to be ‘‘the fittest place for publique meetings of any 
place in the Bay.” 

Boston was the first town in Massachusetts to become 
a city. It was incorporated February 23, 1822, by 
St. 1821, ec. 110, adopted by the voters March 4, 1822. 
This act was revised by St. 1854, c. 448; amended by 
St. 1885, c. 266, again by St. 1909, c. 486, and again by 
St. 1948, c. 452 as amended by St. 1951, c. 376. 

The neck of land called Boston, still called Boston 
Proper, contained perhaps 700 acres of land, judging 
from the 783 acres shown by the official survey of 1794. 
(In the interval 1630-37, Boston acquired jurisdiction 
over most of the territory now included in Chelsea, 
Winthrop, Revere, East Boston, Brookline, Quincy, 
Braintree, Randolph and Holbrook, besides certain 
islands in the harbor.) From 1637 till May 13, 1640, 
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when ‘Mount Woollaston’”’ was set off as Braintree, 
Boston exercised jurisdiction over a territory of at least 
40,000 acres. Within its present limits there are 30,598 
acres, including flats and water. 

Since 1640, grants of land have been made to Boston 
by the General Court as follows: (1) October * 16, 1660, 
1,000 acres “‘for the use of a free schoole, layd out in 
the wildernesse or North of the Merimake River’ (in 
Haverhill), in 1664. (2) June * 27, 1735, in abatement 
of Province Tax, three townships, each six miles square, 
or 69,120 acres in all. These townships later became 
the Towns of Charlemont, Colrain, and Pittsfield. 
Boston sold its interest in them on June * 30, 1737, for 
£3,660. (3) June 26, 1794, a township of land in 
Maine (23,040 acres) ‘‘to build a public hospital.’’ This 
tract was sold by the City April 6, 1833, for $4,200. 

Muddy River was set off as the Town of Brookline 
on November * 13, 1705, and Rumney Marsh was set 
off as the Town of Chelsea January * 8, 1739. 

The principal annexations of territory included within 
the present limits of the City of Boston have been made 
as follows: 

(1) Noddle’s Island, by order of Court of Assistants, March 
* 9, 1636-37. (2) South Boston set off from Dorchester March 
6, 1804, by St. 1803, c. 111. (8) Washington Village set off 
from Dorchester May 21, 1855, by St. 1855, c. 468. (4) Rox- 
bury January 6, 1868, by St. 1867, c. 359, accepted September 
9, 1867. Roxbury received its name by order of the Court of 
Assistants October * 8, 1630. It was incorporated as a city 
March 12, 1846, by St. 1846, c. 95, accepted March 25, 1846. 
(5) Dorchester January 3, 1870, by St. 1869, c. 349, accepted 
June 22, 1869. It received its name September * 7, 1630, by 
order of the Court of Assistants. (6) Brighton January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1873, c. 303, accepted October 7, 1873. Set off from 
Cambridge as the Town of Brighton February 24, 1807, by St. 
1806, c. 65. (7) Charlestown January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, c. 
286, accepted October 7, 1873. Settled July * 4, 1629. It was 
mecorporated a City February 22, 1847, by St. 1847, c. 29, 
accepted March 10, 1847. (8) West Roxbury January 5, 1874, 
py St. 1873, c. 314, accepted October 7, 1873. It was set off 
from Roxbury and incorporated a Town May 24, 1851, by St. 
1851, c. 250. (9) Hyde Park January 1, 1912, by St. 1911, c. 
469, and 583, accepted November 7, 1911. Incorporated a 
Town April 22, 1868.

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INTRODUCTION. 


As a public document THE Municipaut REGISTER is 
as old as the City of Boston itself, the first volume 
having been published in 1821, a year before the govern- 
ment of Boston changed from Town to City. Up to 
1840 the title of the volume was: The Rules and Orders 
of the Common Council. From 1821 to 1829 the docu- 
ment contained merely a register of the City Council 
and a list of the officers. 

In 1829 the City Charter was published as a part of 
the volume, and in 1830 the Acts relating to Boston, 
also the ordinances, were added. In 1832 the size of 
the volume was increased by the addition of an index 
to the contents. The volume published in 1822 con- 
tained fifteen pages and for the year 1840 there were 
eighty-eight pages, including three pages of index. 

The title Tok MunicrpaL REGISTER was adopted in 
1841 when the publication became more ambitious, 
incorporating in its pages the Rules and Orders of the 
Common Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, 
statutes of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a 
list of the public schools, the City Government of 1841, 
the committees and departments (consisting at that 
time of the treasury, law, police, health, public land 

ad buildings, lamps and bridges, fire, and public 
charitable institutions), and a list of the ward officers. 

From 1842 to 1864 it also contained a list of the 
members of preceding City Governments, a necrological 
record of those members, the latest ordinances and the 
special statutes relating to the City. In 1851 a list of 
the annual orators was added, and in 1853 a map of 
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the City and the Rules of the Board of Aldermen. In 
1876, statistics of registration and voting were included, 
carried from 1879 to 1924 in tabulated form. 

From 1889 to 1896, inclusive, THe MuUNIcIPAL 
REGISTER also contained a compilation of the Charter 
with the revision of 1854 and the amendments of 1885 
and thereafter. The Amended Charter of 1909 (15 
pages) was added in 1910, and the various changes 
since that year have been indicated by footnotes. 

In 1924 the important amendments to the Charter 
enacted in that year (10 pages) were included. 

The 1925 volume contained, as the latest addition, 
descriptions of the ward boundaries as fixed for the 22 
new wards (formerly 26) in December, 1924. 

This volume contains the City Charter as amended 
by Stat. 1948, Chap. 452, and Stat. 1951, Chap. 376, 
commonly known as Plan A, including subsequent 
changes.

CHAPTER 452 OF THE ACTS OF 1948 
AS AMENDED BY 

CHAPTER 376 OF THE ACTS OF 1951, 

INCLUDING SUBSEQUENT CHANGES. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Section 1. The following words as used in this act shall, unless the 
context otherwise requires, have the following meanings: 


“City’’, the city of Boston. 


“Board of election commissioners’’, the board of election commissioners 
of the city of Boston. 


“Regular municipal election”, the biennial election held for electing 
officers of the city as provided in this act. 


“Preliminary election”’, the election held for the purpose of nominating 
candidates whose names shall appear on the official ballot at a municipal 
election. 


‘Proportional representation’’, any proportional representation method 
of election authorized by chapter fifty-four A of the General Laws. 


‘Present form of city government”’, the form of city government in 
effect in the city when it first adopts one of the three optional plans of 
government provided in this act. 


Sect. 2. The city, in the manner hereinafter prescribed, may adopt 
from time to time at any regular municipal election any one of the optional 
plans of government provided in this act and shall thereafter be governed 
by the provisions of the plan so adopted until said provisions are super- 
seded by the adoption of another plan under this act. The inhabitants of 
the city shall continue to be a municipal corporation under the name 
existing at the time of the adoption of any plan provided in this act, and 
shall have, exercise and enjoy all the rights, immunities, powers and 
privileges, and be subject to all the duties, liabilities and obligations 
provided for in this act, or otherwise pertaining to or incumbent upon 
said city as a municipal corporation. 


None of the legislative powers of the city shall be abridged or impaired 
by this act; but all such legislative powers shall be possessed and exercised 
by such body as shall be the legislative body of the city under this act. 

Whenever one of the plans provided for in this act shall be adopted, all 
ordinances, resolutions, orders or other regulations of the city or of any 
authorized body or official thereof, existing at the time when the city 
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adopts such plan, and not inconsistent with the provisions of the plan 
adopted, shall continue in full force and effect until repealed, modified, 
suspended or superseded, and all acts and parts of acts relating to the 
city, so far as inconsistent with the plan adopted shall be inoperative.

Sect. 6. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
it shall continue in force for a period of at least four years from the be- 
ginning of the terms of office of the officials elected thereunder; and no 
petition proposing another of said plans shall be filed until after three 
years from the beginning of said terms of office.

Secr. 8. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
the terms of office of all elective officers in office, and the position of city 
manager if there be one, shall terminate at ten o’clock in the forenoon 
on the first Monday of January following the first municipal election 
held in accordance with the provisions of the plan so adopted. 


Secr.9. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
the fiscal year of the city shall begin on January first and shall end on 
December thirty-first next following; and the municipal year thereof shal! 
begin on the first Monday in January and shall continue until the first 
Monday of the January next following. 


Pian A. GOVERNMENT BY Mayor, City CounciL, anp ScHoot Com- 
MITTEE, ELEcTED AT LARGE WITH PRELIMINARY ELECTIONS. 


(Plan A was adopted by the voters of the City of Boston at the Municipal 
Election held November 8, 1949, Yes, 146,162, No, 73,882.) 


- Sect. 10. The form of government provided in sections eleven to twenty, 

inclusive, and the method of nominating and electing officials thereunder 
provided in sections fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, shall constitute and 
be known as Plan A under this act. When Plan A is adopted, said sec- 
tions eleven to twenty, inclusive, and fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, 
shall become and be operative, subject to the provisions of section four. 


Sect. 11. There shall be in the city a mayor who shall be the chief 
executive officer of the city, a city council of nine members which shall 
be the legislative body of the city, and a school committee of five mem- 
bers which shall have the powers and duties conferred and imposed by 
law. 


Sect. 11A. Every person elected mayor and every person elected or 
chosen city councillor or school committeeman shall, before entering upon 
the duties of his office, take, and subscribe in a book to be kept by the 
city clerk for the purpose, the oath of allegiance and oath of office pre- 
scribed in the constitution of this commonwealth and an oath to support 
the constitution of the United States. Such oaths shall be administered, 
to a person elected mayor, by a justice of the supreme judicial court, a 
judge of a court of record commissioned to hold such court within the 
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city or a justice of the peace, and to a person elected or chosen city coun- 
cillor or school committeeman, by the mayor or any of the persons au- 
thorized to administer said oaths to a person elected mayor. 


Sect. 11B. Whenever the mayor is absent from the city or unable from 
any cause to perform his duties, and whenever there is a vacancy in the 
office of mayor from any cause, the president of the city council, while 
such absence, inability or vacancy continues, shall perform the duties of 
mayor. If there is no president of the city council or if he also is absent 
from the city or unable from any cause to perform such duties, they shal] 
be performed, until there is a mayor or president of the city council or 
the mayor or president of the city council returns or is able to attend 
to said duties, by such member of the city council as that body by a vote 
which, for the purposes of section seventeen D, shall be deemed to be a 
vote electing an official, may elect, and until such election by the city 
clerk. The person upon whom such duties shall devolve shall be called 
‘acting mayor”’ and he shall possess the powers of mayor only in matters 
not admitting of delay, but shall have no power to make permanent 
appointments. 


Secr. 12. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every second regular municipal election after a regular 
municipal election at which a mayor is elected, a mayor shall be elected 
at large to hold office for the four municipal years following the municipal 
year in which he is elected and thereafter until his successor is elected and 
qualified. 


Sect. 13. If a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor within sixteen 
weeks prior to a regular municipal election other than a regular municipal 
election at which a mayor is elected, or within sixteen months after a 
regular municipal election, or if there is a failure to elect a mayor or a 
person elected mayor resigns or dies before taking office, the city council 
shall forthwith adopt an order calling a special municipal election for the 
purpose of electing at large a mayor for the unexpired term, which election 
shall be held on such Tuesday, not less than one hundred and twenty days 
nor more than one hundred and forty days after the adoption of such 
order, as the city council shall in such order fix. If a vacancy occurs in 
the office of the mayor at any other time, a mayor shall be elected at large 
at the next regular municipal election to hold office for a term expiring at 
ten o’clock in the forenoon on the first Monday of the fourth January 
following his election. A person elected mayor under either of the fore- 
going provisions shall take and subscribe the oaths required by section 
eleven A as soon as conveniently may be after the issuance to him of his 
certificate of election. Such person shall hold office from the time of 
taking and subscribing such oaths until the expiration of his term and 
thereafter until his successor is elected and qualified. The provisions of 
this section shall not apply if a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor in 
the period beginning on the date of a regular municipal election at which 
a new mayor is elected and ending at the time he takes office,

Sect. 138A. The mayor shall be paid an annual salary of twenty 
thousand dollars or such other sum as may from time to time be fixed by 
ordinance. The mayor shal] not receive for his services any other com- 
pensation or emolument whatever; nor shall he hold any other office of 
emolument under the city government. 

Secr. 14. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every regular municipal election thereafter, there shall 
be elected at large nine city councillors, each to hold office for the two 
rounicipal years following the municipal year in which he is elected. 

Sect. 15.* If at any time a vacancy occurs in the city council from any 
cause, the city clerk shall forthwith notify the city council thereof; and 
within fifteen days after such notification, the remaining city councillors 
sha]] choose, as city councillor for the unexpired term, whichever of the 
defeated candidates for the office of city councillor at the regular municipal 
election at which city councillors were elected for the term in which the 
vacancy occurs, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest 
number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate 
eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for the office of city councillor. If at a regular 
municipal election there is a failure to elect a city councillor or if a person 
elected city councillor at such an election resigns or dies before taking 
office, the city clerk shall, as soon as conveniently may be after the 
remaining city councillors-elect take office, notify the city council of such 
failure to elect, resignation or death; and within fifteen days after such 
notification, the members thereof shall choose, as city councillor for the 
unexpired term, whichever of the defeated candidates for the office of city 
councillor at such election, who are eligible and willing to serve, received 
the highest number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated 
candidate eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly 
gualified to vote for a candidate for the office of city councillor. If in 
any of the aforesaid events a choice is not made as hereinbefore provided 
within fifteen days after the notification of the city council by the city 
clerk, the choice sha] be made by the mayor, or, if there is no mayor, by 
the city councillor senior in length of service, or, if there be more than 
one such, by the city councillor senior both in age and length of service. 
For the purposes of section seventeen D, votes of the city council under 
this section shall be deemed to be votes electing officials, 

Secr. 16. Every city councillor shall be paid an annual salary of five 
thousand dollars; and no other sum shall be paid from the city treasury 
for or on account of any persona] expenses directly or indirectly incurred 
by or in behalf of any city councillor. 

Secr. 17. The city council shall be the judge of the election and 
qualifications of its members; shall elect from its members by vote of a 
majority of al] the members a president who when present shal] preside at 
the meetings thereof; and shall from time to time establish rules for its

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proceedings. The member eldest in years shall preside until the president 
is chosen, and in case of the absence of the president, until a presiding 
officer is chosen. 

Sect. 17A. The mayor may, whenever in his judgment the good of 
the city requires it, summon a meeting or meetings of the city council 
although said council stands adjourned to a more distant day, and shall 
cause suitable written notice of such meeting or meetings to be given to 
the city councillors. 

Sect. 17B. The city council may, subject to the approval of the 
mayor, from time to time establish such offices, other than that of clerk, 
as it may deem necessary for the conduct of its affairs and at such salaries 
as it may determine, and abolish such offices or alter such salaries; and 
without such approval may fill the offices thus established and remove 
the incumbents at pleasure. The city clerk shall act as clerk of the 
city council. 

Secr. 17C. All elections by the city council under any provision of 
law, including the choosing of a city councillor under section fifteen, shall 
be made by a viva voce vote, each member who is present answering to his 
name when it is called by the clerk or other proper officer, and stating 
the name of the person for whom he votes, or declining to vote, as the 
case may be; and the clerk or other proper officer shall record every such 
vote. No such election shall be valid unless it is made as aforesaid. 


Sect. 17D. Every order, ordinance, resolution and vote of the city 
council (except special municipal election orders adopted under section 
thirteen, votes relating to the internal affairs of said council, resolutions 
not affecting legal rights, votes electing officials, and votes confirming 
appointments by the mayor) shall be presented to the mayor for his 
approval. If he approves it, he shall sign it; and thereupon it shall be in 
force. If he disapproves it, he shall, by filing it with the city clerk with 
his objections thereto in writing, return it to the city council which shall 
enter the objections at large on its records. Every order, ordinance, reso- 
lution and vote authorizing a loan or appropriating money or accepting 
a statute involving the expenditure of money, which is so returned to the 
city council, shall be void, and no further action shall be taken thereon; 
but the city council shall proceed forthwith to reconsider every other 
order, ordinance, resolution and vote so returned, and if, after such recon- 
sideration, two thirds of all the city councillors vote to pass it notwith- 
standing the disapproval of the mayor, it shall then be in force; but no 
such vote shall be taken before the seventh day after the city council has 
entered the objections at large on its records. Every order, ordinance, 
resolution or vote required by this section to be presented to the mayor 
which, within fifteen days after such presentation, is neither signed by 
him nor filed with his written objections as hereinbefore provided, shall 
be in force on and after the sixteenth day following such presentation. 


Every order, ordinance, resolution or vote required by this section 
to be presented to the mayor shall be approved as a whole or disapproved 
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as a whole; except that, if the same authorizes a loan or appropriates 
money, the mayor may approve some of the items in whole or in part 
and disapprove other of the items in whole or in part; and such items or 
parts of items as he approves shall, upon his signing the same, be in force 
and such items or parts of items as he disapproves by filing with the city 
clerk his written objections thereto shall be void, and such items or parts 
of items as he neither signs nor so disapproves within fifteen days after 
the order, ordinance, resolution or vote shall have been presented to him 
shall be in force on and after the sixteenth day following such presen- 
tation. 

Sect. 17E. The mayor from time to time may make to the city council 
in the form of an ordinance or loan order filed with the city clerk such 
recommendations other than for school purposes as he may deem to 
be for the welfare of the city. The city council shall consider each ordi- 
nance or loan order so presented and shall either adopt or reject the same 
within sixty days after the date when it is filed as aforesaid. If such 
ordinance or loan order is not rejected within said sixty days, it shall be 
in force as if adopted by the city council unless previously withdrawn by 
the mayor. Nothing herein shall prevent the mayor from again presenting 
an ordinance or loan order which has been rejected or withdrawn. The 
city council may originate an ordinance or loan order and may reduce or 
reject any item in any loan and, subject to the approval of the mayor, 
may amend an ordinance. All sales of Jand other than school lands, all 
appropriations for the purchase of land other than for school purposes, 
and all loans voted by the city council shall require a vote of two thirds of 
all the city councillors and shall be passed only after two separate readings 
and by two separate votes, the second of said readings and votes to be 
had not less than fourteen days after the first, except that in the case of 
loan orders for temporary loans in anticipation of taxes the second of 
said readings and votes may be had not less than twenty-four hours after 
the first. No amendment increasing the amount of land to be sold or the 
amount to be paid for the purchase of land, or the amount of loans, or 
altering the disposition of purchase money or of the proceeds of loans 
shall be made at the time of the second reading and vote. If a petition 
signed by three city councillors requesting that action be taken forthwith 
upon a loan order presented by the mayor is filed in the office of the city 
clerk not earlier than fourteen days after the presentation of such loan 
order, action shall be taken by the yeas and nays on the question of the 
adoption of such loan order at the next meeting of the council, or, if one 
vote has already been taken thereon, at the next meeting after the expira- 
tion of the required interval after such vote; provided, that such action 
thereon has not sooner been taken or such loan order has not been with- 
drawn by the mayor. 

Sect. 17F. The city council at any time may request from the mayor 
specific information on any municipal matter within its jurisdiction, and 
may request his presence to answer written questions relating thereto 
at a meeting to be held not earlier than one week from the date of the 
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receipt of said questions, in which case the mayor shal] personally, or 
through a head of a department or a member of a board, attend such 
meeting and publicly answer all such questions. The person so attending 
shal] not be obliged to answer questions relating to any other matter. 
The mayor at any time may attend and address the city council in person 
or through the head of a department, or a member of a board, upon such 
subject as he may desire. 

Sect. 17G. Except as otherwise provided in chapter four hundred and 
eighty-six of the acts of nineteen hundred and nine, neither the city council 
nor any member, committee, officer or employee thereof shal] directly or 
indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk take part in the 
employment of labor, the making of contracts, or the purchase of materials, 
supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, alteration, or repair of 
any public works, buildings, or other property; nor in the care, custody, 
or management of the same; nor in the conduct of the executive or ad- 
ministrative business of the city or county; nor in the appointment or 
removal of any city or county employee; nor in the expenditure of public 
money except such as may be necessary for the contingent and incidental 
expenses of the city council. Any person violating any provision of this 
section shall be punished by imprisonment for not more than one year, 
or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or both. 


Sect. 17H. No city councillor nor any person elected city councillor 
shall, during the term for which he is elected or chosen, be appointed to, 
or hold, any office or position which is under the city government or the 
salary of which is payable out of the city treasury except the office of city 
councillor and any office held ex officio by virtue of being a member, or 
president, of the city council; provided, however, that nothing herein 
contained shall prevent a city councillor or any person elected city council- 
lor from, during the term for which he is elected or chosen, being appointed 
by the governor, with or without the advice and consent of the council, 
to, and holding, any such office or position if before entering upon the 
duties of such office or position he resigns as city councillor or city councillor 
elect. 

Sect. 18. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every regular municipal election thereafter, there shal] 
be elected at large five school committeemen, each to hold office for the 
two municipal years following the municipal year in which he is elected. 

Secr. 19.* If at any time a vacancy occurs in the school committee 
from any cause, the mayor, the president of the city council and the 
remaining schoo] committeemen, meeting in joint convention, shall, 
within fifteen days after the vacancy arises, choose, as schoo] committee- 
man for the unexpired term, whichever of the defeated candidates for the 
office of school committeeman at the regular municipal election at which 
school committeemen were elected for the term in which the vacancy

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occurs, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest number 
of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate eligible 
and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified to vote 
for a candidate for the office of school committeeman. If at a regular mu- 
nicipal election there is a failure to elect a school committeeman or if a 
person elected school committeeman at such an election resigns or dies 
before taking office, within fifteen days after the remaining school com- 
mitteemen-elect take office, such school committeemen and the then 
mayor and the then president of the city council shall meet in joint con- 
vention and choose, as school committeeman for the unexpired term, 
whichever of the defeated candidates for the office of school committeeman 
at such election, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest 
number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate 
eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for the office of school committeeman. 

Sect. 20. The members of the school committee shall meet and 
organize on the first Monday of January following their election. The 
school committee shall be the judge of the election and qualifications of its 
members. The members of the school committee shall serve without 
compensation.

Sect. 53. Every municipal officer required by sections twelve, thirteen 
fourteen and eighteen to be elected at large shall be elected at a biennia 
municipal election, or, in the case of a mayor for an unexpired term, at a 
special municipal election, after, in either case, nomination at a pre- 
liminary municipal election, except as otherwise provided in section fifty- 
seven C. In sections fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, the term ‘‘regular 
election”’ shall be construed to refer to the biennial municipal election or 
the special municipal election, as the case may be, and the term “‘pre- 
liminary election”’ to the preliminary municipal election held for the pur- 
pose of nominating candidates for election at such regular election. Every 
preliminary election shall, unless dispensed with under said section fifty- 
seven C, be held on the sixth Tuesday preceding the regular election. 


Sect. 54. Any person who is a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for an elective municipal office therein may be a 
candidate for nomination to such office; provided, that a petition for the 
nomination of such person is obtained, signed and filed as provided in 
sections fifty-five, fifty-five A, and fifty-six, and signatures of petitioners 
thereon, to the number required by section fifty-six, certified as provided 
in section fifty-seven by the board of election commissioners, in sections 
fifty-five to sixty-five, inclusive, called the election commission. 


Sect. 55. A nomination petition shall be issued only to a person sub- 
scribing after the thirteenth Tuesday, and before the eighth Tuesday, 
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preceding the preliminary election, in a book kept for that purpose by 
the election commission, a statement of candidacy in substantially the 
following form:—

Sect. 55A. A nomination petition shall be issued by the election com- 
mission not later than twelve o’clock noon on the second day (Saturdays, 
Sundays and legal holidays excluded) after the subscription of a statement 
of candidacy, except that no such petition shall be issued before the 
eleventh Tuesday preceding the preliminary election. A nomination 
petition shall not relate to more than one candidate nor to more than one 
office. A nomination petition may state the elective public offices which 
the candidate holds or has held under the government of the common- 
wealth, the county of Suffolk or the city of Boston or in the congress as a 
representative or senator from the commonwealth; provided, that such 
statement shall not exceed eight words and shall, with respect to each 
such office, consist solely of the title, as hereinafter given, of such office, 
preceded, if the candidate is the then incumbent thereof, by the word 
“Present”’, otherwise, by the word ‘‘Former’’, and followed, if, but only 
if, the office is that of city councillor, by the words ‘‘at Large” or “for 
Ward (here insert ward number in numerals, which shall be counted as one 
word)’’, as the case may be. For the purposes of such statement, the 
titles of the elective public offices which may be stated shall be deemed 
to be as follows: — city councillor, school committeeman, mayor, district 
attorney, sheriff, register of deeds, register of probate, county clerk of 
superior (criminal) court, county clerk of superior (civil) court, county 
clerk of supreme judicial court, state representative, state senator, gov- 
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ernor’s councillor, attorney general, state auditor, state treasurer, state 
secretary, lieutenant governor, governor, congressman, and United States 
senator. 

If the candidate is a veteran as defined in section twenty-one of chapter 
thirty-one of the General Laws, his nomination petition may contain the 
word ‘‘Veteran’’, which, in the case of a candidate holding or having held 
elective public office as aforesaid, shall, for the purposes of this section and 
sections fifty-five, fifty-eight and sixty-two, be counted as a part of the 
statement concerning the elective public offices held by him, and, in the 
case of a candidate who does not hold and has never held elective public 
office as aforesaid, shall, for the purposes of said sections, be deemed to be 
a statement concerning the elective public offices held by him.

Every nomination petition sheet shall, before issuance, be prepared by 
the election commission by printing or inserting thereon the matter re- 
quired by the first two paragraphs of the foregoing form. Not more than 
three hundred nomination petition sheets shall be issued to any candidate 
for nomination to the office of mayor under Plan A; not more than one 
hundred and fifty such sheets shall be issued to any candidate for nomi- 
nation to the office of city councillor under Plan A or D; and not more 
than two hundred such sheets shall be issued to any candidate for nomi- 
nation to the office of school committeeman under Plan A or D. No 
nomination petition sheet shall be received or be valid unless prepared and 
issued by the election commission; nor shall any such sheet be received or 
be valid unless the written acceptance of the candidate thereby nomi-- 
nated is endorsed thereon, anything in section three A of chapter fifty 
of the General Laws to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Ssecr. 56. The nomination petition shall be signed, in the case of a 
candidate for mayor, by at least three thousand registered voters of the 
city qualified to vote for such candidate at the preliminary election, in the 
case of a candidate for city councillor, by at least fifteen hundred registered 
voters of the city qualified to vote for such candidate at such election, 
and, in the case of a candidate for school committeeman, by at least two 
thousand registered voters of the city qualified to vote for such candidate 
at such election. 
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Every voter signing a nomination petition shall sign in person, with his 
name as registered, and shall state his residence on January first preceding, 
or his residence when registered if subsequent thereto, and the place 
where he is then living, with the street and number, if any; but any voter 
who is prevented by physical disability from writing may authorize 
some person to write his name and residence in his presence. No voter 
may sign as petitioner more than one nomination petition for the office 
of mayor, nor more than nine nomination petitions for the office of city 
councillor, nor more than five nomination petitions for the office of school 
committeeman. If the name of any voter appears as petitioner on more 
nomination petitions for an office than prescribed in this section, his name 
shall, in determining the number of petitioners, be counted, in the case 
of the office of mayor, only on the nomination petition sheet bearing his 
name first filed with the election commission, in the case of the office of 
city councillor, only on the nine nomination petition sheets bearing his 
name first filed with said commission, and, in the case of the office of 
school committeeman, only on the five nomination petition sheets bearing 
his name first filed with said commission. If the name of any voter 
appears as petitioner on the same nomination petition more than once, 
it shall be deemed to appear but once. The signature of any petitioner 
which is not certified by the circulator of the sheet as provided in the 
form set forth in section fifty-five A shall not be counted in determining 
the number of petitioners. 

The separate sheets of a nomination petition may be filed all at one 
time or in lots of one or more from time to time, but shall all be filed with 
the election commission at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the 
eighth Tuesday preceding the preliminary election. Every nomination 
petition sheet shall be filed by a responsible person, who shall sign such 
sheet and, if he is other than the candidate, add to his signature his place 
of residence, giving street and number, if any; and the election commission 
shall require satisfactory identification of such person. 

The names of candidates appearing on nomination petitions shall, when 
filed, be a matter of public record; but no nomination petition shall be 
open to public inspection until the signatures on all nomination petitions 
for the same office have been certified. 

Sect. 57. Upon the filing of each nomination petition sheet the election 
commission shall check each name to be certified by it on such sheet and 
shall certify thereon the number of signatures so checked which are the 
names of registered voters of the city qualified to sign the same; provided, 
however, that said commission shall not certify, in connection with a 
single nomination petition, a greater number of names than required by 
section fifty-six with one tenth of such number added thereto. Names 
not certified in the first instance shall not thereafter be certified on the 
same nomination petition. All nomination petitions not containing 
names certified pursuant to this section, to the number required by said 
section fifty-six, shall be invalid. The election commission shall complete 
the certification required by this section at or before five o’clock in the 
afternoon on the thirty-fourth day preceding the preliminary election. 
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Sect. 57A. A nomination petition which has been filed and is in ap- 
parent conformity with law shall be valid unless written objection thereto 
is made by a registered voter of the city. Such objection shall be filed 
with the election commission at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on 
the twenty-eighth day preceding the preliminary election. Objections filed 
with the election commission shall forthwith be transmitted by it to the 
Boston ballot law commission. Certification pursuant to section fifty- 
seven shall not preclude a voter from filing objections to the validity of 
a nomination petition. 

Sect. 57B. Any candidate may withdraw his name from nomination 
by a request signed and duly acknowledged by him; provided, however, 
that all withdrawals shall be filed with the election commission at or 
before five o’clock in the afternoon on the twenty-eighth day preceding 
the preliminary election. If a candidate so withdraws his name from 
nomination or is found to be ineligible or dies, the vacancy may be filled 
by a committee of not Jess than five persons or a majority thereof, if such 
committee be named and so authorized in the nomination petition; pro- 
vided, however, that all certificates of substitution, except any certificate 
of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor under Plan A, shall be 
filed with the election commission at or before five o’clock in the afternoon 
on the twenty-seventh day preceding the preliminary election. 

The certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A shall be filed with the election commission (a) at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding the preliminary 
election if he dies on or before the second Friday preceding such election, 
(b) at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Friday following 
the preliminary election if he dies after the second Friday preceding such 
election and before the closing of the polls at such election, (c) at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding the regular 
election if he dies after the closing of the polls at the preliminary election 
and on or before the second Friday preceding the regular election, and 
(d) at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Friday following 
the regular election if he dies after the second Friday preceding such 
election and before the closing of the polls at such election; provided, 
however, that no certificate of substitution for such a deceased candidate 
shall be filed after the closing of the polls at the preliminary election unless 
such candidate, if living, would be deemed under either section fifty- 
seven C or sixty-one to have been nominated for the office of mayor 
under Plan A. ~ 

If a certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A is filed at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first 
Tuesday preceding the preliminary election, the ballots for use at such 
election shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of the sub- 
stitute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased; 
and the voting machine ballot labels for use at such election, if not pre- 
viously printed, shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of 
the substitute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, 
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and, if previously printed shal] have a slip containing the name, residence 
and ward of the substitute pasted over the name, residence and ward of 
the deceased. If such a certificate is filed after five o’clock in the after- 
noon on the first Tuesday preceding the preliminary election, all ballots 
and voting machine ballot labels for use at such election shall bear the 
name, residence and ward of the deceased but shall be deemed as a matter 
of law to bear the name, residence and ward of the substitute in the place 
of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, and a vote for the de- 
ceased at such election shall be counted as a vote for the substitute. If 
such a certificate is filed at or before five o’clock in the aternoon on the 
first Tuesday preceding the regular election, the ballots for use at such 
election other than absent voting ballots shall be printed with the name, 
residence and ward of the substitute in the place of the name, residence: 
and ward of the deceased; and the absent voting ballots for use at such 
election, if not previously printed, shall be printed with the name, resi- 
dence and ward of the substitute in the place of the name, residence and. 
ward of the deceased and, if previously printed, shall be deemed as a 
matter of law to bear the name, residence and ward of the substitute in 
the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased so that a vote 
thereon for the deceased shall be counted as a vote for the substitute; and

election shall be counted. 

Every certificate of substitution shall state:—(1) the name of the sub- 
stitute, (2) his residence, with street and number, if any, and ward, (8) the 
office for which he is to be a candidate, (4) the name of the original candi- 
date, (5) the fact of his death, withdrawal or ineligibility, and (6) the 
proceedings had for making the substitution. The chairman and secre- 
tary of the committee shall sign and make oath to the truth of the cer- 
tificate; and it shall be accompanied by the written acceptance of the 
candidate substituted. A certificate of substitution shall be open to 
objection in the same manner, so far as practicable, as a nomination 
petition. 

Sect. 57C. On the first day, other than a legal holiday or Saturday 
or Sunday, following the expiration of the time for filing withdrawals and 
the final disposition of any objections filed, the election commission shail. 
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post in a conspicuous place in the city hall the names, residences and 
wards of the candidates for nomination for mayor under Plan A and for 
city councillor and school committeeman under Plans A and D who have 
duly qualified as such candidates, as they are to appear on the official 
ballots to be used at the preliminary election, except as to the order of the 
names. If there are so posted the names of not more than two candi- 
dates for the office of mayor under Plan A, the candidates whose names 
are so posed shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office, and 
the preliminary election for the purpose of nominating candidates therefor 
shall be dispensed with; if there are so posted the names of not more than 
eighteen candidates for the office of city councillor under Plan A or D, 
the candidates whose names are so posted shall be deemed to have been 
nominated for said office, and the preliminary election for the purpose of 
nominating candidates therefor shall be dispensed with; and if there are 
so posted the names of not more than ten candidates for the office of school 
committeeman under Plan A or D, the candidates whose names are so 
posted shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office, and the 
preliminary election for the purpose of nominating candidates therefor 
shall be dispensed with. 

Secr. 58. On the day of the posting provided for by section fifty- 
seven C, or as soon thereafter as conveniently may be, the election com- 
mission shall draw by lot the position of the candidates on the ballot. 
Each candidate shall have an opportunity to be present at such drawing in 
person or by one representative. As soon as conveniently may be after 
such drawing, the election commission shall cause the ballots to be printed. 
Said ballots shall, in addition to the directions and numbers provided for 
by section fifty-nine, contain, in the order drawn by the election 
commission, the names posted as aforesaid (except those of candidates 
deemed under section fifty-seven C to have been nominated), and no 
others, with a designation of residence and ward and the title and term 
of the office for which the person named is a candidate, and the statement, 
if any, contained in his nomination petiton concerning the elective 
public offices held by him. Said ballots shall be official and no others 
shall be used at the preliminary election. Said ballots shall be headed as 
follows:

The heading of said ballots shall be varied in accordance with the offices 
for which nominations are to be made. 

Sect. 59. At every preliminary election, and every regular election, 
under Plan A, each voter shall be entitled to vote for not more than one 
@.ndidate for the office of mayor, not more than nine candidates for the

office of city councillor, and not more than five candidates for the office 
of school committeman. On the ballots and voting machine ballot labels 
for use at each of said elections, there shall, as a direction to the voter, 
be printed in capital Jetters, near the title of each office to be voted for, 
the words ‘‘VoTE FoR (here insert in words the number of candidates specified 
in this section with respect to such office).’? The election commission, when 
drawing under section fifty-eight the position on the ballot of the candi- 
dates for nomination at every preliminary election, shal] draw the posi- 
tions of all candidates for mayor, if any are to be drawn, before drawing 
the position of any candidate for city councillor or school] committeeman 
and shall draw the positions of all candidates for city councillor, if any are 
to be drawn, before drawing the position of any candidate for school 
committeeman. The election commission shall number consecutively, 
regardless of office, al] candidates drawn, — the candidate first drawn 
being assigned the number 1 and the candidate last drawn being assigned 
the last number assigned. No position shall be drawn for, nor shall any 
number be assigned to, any candidate deemed under section fifty-seven C 
to have been nominated; nor shal] any number be assigned to any blank 
space provided under section sixty-four or to any sticker. candidate, so 
called; and no vote by sticker, which term shall] not be construed to in- 
clude the slip provided for by section fifty-seven B, shall be counted if 
any candidate number appears thereon. The numbers assigned under 
this paragraph shal] be separate and distinct from the alphabetical or 
numerical code of any voting machine. On the ballots and voting 
machine ballot labels for use at every preliminary election, there shall, as 
an aid to the voter, be printed in numerals, before the name of each candi- 
date and with type the same size as the name, the number assigned to the 
candidate by the election commission under this paragraph. 
_Secr. 60. The election officers shall, immediately upon the closing 
of the polls at preliminary elections, count the ballots and ascertain the 
number of votes cast in the several voting places for each candidate, and 
forthwith make return thereof upon the total vote sheets or, if voting 
machines are used, the general or precinct record sheets, as the case may 
be, to the election commission which shall forthwith canvass said returns 
and, subject to the provisions of the first sentence of section one hundred 
and thirty-seven of chapter fifty-four of the General Laws, determine and 
declare the result thereof, publish said result in one or more newspapers 
in the city, and post the same in a conspicuous place in the city hall. 
Srecr. 61. The two persons receiving at a preliminary election under 
Plan A the highest number of votes for nomination for the office of mayor

Sect. 3.* All appropriations, other than for school purposes, to be 
met from taxes, revenue or any source other than loans, shall originate 
with the mayor, who, not later than the first Monday in February of each 
year, shall submit to the city council the annual budget of the current 
expenses of the city and county for the current fiscal year, and may 
submit thereafter such supplementary appropriation orders as he may 
deem necessary: The city council may reduce or reject any item, but, 
except upon the recommendation of the mayor, shall not increase any 
item in, nor the total of, a budget, nor add any item thereto, nor shall it 
originate a budget. Not later than the first Monday in April the city 
council shall take definite action on the annual budget by adopting, 
reducing or rejecting it, and in the event of their failure so to do the items 
and the appropriation orders in the budget as recommended by the mayor 
shall be in effect as if formally adopted by the city council and approved 
by the mayor. It shall be the duty of the city and county officials, when 
requested by the mayor, to submit forthwith in such detail as he may 
require estimates for the next fiscal year of the expenditures of the depart- 
ment or office under their charge, which estimates shall be transmitted to 
the city council. 

Sect. 3A.{ In the period after the expiration of any fiscal year, and 
before the regular appropriations have been made by the city council and 
the school committee, city and county officers who are authorized to 
make expenditures, and the school committee, may incur liabilities in 
carrying on the work of the several departments and offices entrusted to 
them, and payments therefor shall be made from the treasury from any 
available funds therein and charged against the next annual appropri- 
ation, or special appropriation, if any is made; provided, that the liabilities 
incurred during such interval for regular employees do not exceed in 
any one month the average monthly expenditure of the last three months 
of the preceding fiscal year, and that the total liabilities incurred during 
said interval do not exceed in any one month the sums spent for similar

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purposes during any one month of the preceding fiscal year; and provided, 
further, that said officers who are authorized to make expenditures may 
expend in any one month for any new officer or board lawfully created 
an amount not exceeding one twelfth of the estimated cost for the current 
fiscal year; and provided, further, that until a regular or special appro- 
priation has been made for snow removal, expenditures may be made for 
that purpose to an amount not exceeding the average of the annual ex- 
penditures for snow removal in the five preceding fiscal years. Notwith- 
standing the foregoing limitations upon the authority of city officers to 
incur liabilities during said interval, such officers may incur liabilities to 
such extent as may be necessary for the purpose of compensating first 
assistant assessors for their regular duties. 


Sect. 3B.* After an appropriation of money has been duly made by 
the city of Boston for any specific purpose, or for the needs and expendi- 
tures of any city department or county office, no transfer of any part of 
the money thus appropriated shall be made except in accordance with 
and after the written recommendation of the mayor to the city council, 
approved by a yea and nay vote of two thirds of all the members of the 
city council; provided, that the city auditor, with the approval in each 
instance of the mayor, may make transfers, other than for personal service, 
from any item to any other item within the appropriations for a depart- 
ment, division of a department or county office. After December tenth in 
each year the city auditor may, with the approval of the mayor in each 
instance, apply any income and taxes not disposed of and make transfers 
from any appropriation to any other appropriation for the purpose only 
of closing the accounts of the fiscal year.

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Secr. 5.* The city council with the approval of the mayor may from 
time to time make by-laws or ordinances for any or-all of the following 
purposes :—(a) to create a new department or agency; (6) to abolish, in 
whole or in part, any department or agency ; (c) to reorganize, in whole 
or in part, any department or department head or any agency or agency 
head; (d) to confer or impose on any department or agency any power 
or duty of the city not appertaining at the time of the making of the 
by-law or ordinance to any department or agency; (e) to transfer any or 
all of the powers, duties and appropriations of any division of any depart- 
ment or agency to another division of the same department or agency; 
(f) to transfer any or all of the powers, duties and appropriations of any 
department or division thereof or of any agency or division thereof either 
to another department or division thereof or to another agency or division 
thereof; and (g) to increase, reduce, establish or abolish the salary of any 
department or agency head. Every department or agency head created

Secr. 8. Neither the city council, nor any member or committee, 
officer, or employee thereof shall, except as otherwise provided in this 
act, directly or indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk 
take part in the employment of labor, the making of contracts, the 
purchase of materials, supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, 
alteration, or repair of any public works, buildings, or other property; 
nor in the care, custody, and management of the same; nor in the conduct 
of the executive or administrative business of the city or county; nor in 
the appointment or removal of any municipal or county employee; nor in 
the expenditure of public money except such as may be necessary for the 
contingent and incidental expenses of the city council. . . . 


It shall be unlawful for the mayor or for a member of the city council 
or for any officer or employee of the city or of the county of Suffolk or for 
a member of the finance commission directly or indirectly to make a con- 
tract with the city or with the county of Suffolk, or to receive any com- 
mission, discount, bonus, gift, contribution or reward from or any share 
in the profits of any person or corporation making or performing such 
contract, unless such mayor, member of the city council, officer, or em- 
ployee or member of the finance commission immediately upon learning 
of the existence of such contract or that such contract is proposed, shall 
notify in writing the mayor, city council, and finance commission of such 
contract and of the nature of his interest in such contract and shall abstain 
from doing any official act on behalf of the city in reference thereto.

THE ExecuTivE DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 9. All heads of departments and members of municipal boards, 
including the board of street commissioners, as their present terms of 
office expire (but excluding the school committee and those officials by 
law appointed by the governor), shall be appointed by the mayor without 
confirmation by the city council. They shall be recognized experts in 
such work as may devolve upon the incumbents of said offices, or persons 
specially fitted by education, training or experience to perform the same, 
and (except the election commissioners, who shall remain subject to the 
provisions of existing laws) shall be appointed without regard to party 
affiliation or to residence at the time of appointment except as hereinafter 
provided.

Sect. 12. A vacancy in any office to which the provisions of section 
nine of this act apply, shall be filled by the mayor under the provisions of 
said section and pending a permanent appointment he shall designate 
some other head of a department or member of a board to discharge the 
duties of the office temporarily. 

Sect. 13.* Members of boards shall be appointed for the terms estab- 
lished by law or by ordinance. Heads of departments shall be appointed 
for terms of four years beginning with the first day of May of the year in 
which they are appointed and shall continue thereafter to hold office 
during the pleasure of the mayor. 

Sect. 14. The mayor may remove any head of a department or member 
of a board (other than the election commissioners, who shall remain subject 
to the provisions of existing laws) by filing a written statement with the 
city clerk setting forth in detail the specific reasons for such removal, a 
copy of which shall be delivered or mailed to the person thus removed, who 
may make a reply in writing, which, if he desires, may be filed with the 
city clerk; but such reply shall not affect the action taken unless the mayor 
so determines. The provisions of this section shall not apply to the school 
committee or to any official by law appointed by the governor. 

Sect. 15. The positions of assistants and secretary authorized by 
section twenty of chapter four hundred and forty-nine of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-five except those in the election depart- 
ment are hereby abolished, and except as aforesaid the said section is 
hereby repealed. 

The civil service laws shall not apply to the appointment of the mayor’s 
secretaries, nor of the stenographers, clerks, telephone operators and 
messengers connected with his office, and the mayor may remove such 
appointees without a hearing and without making a statement of the 
cause for their removal.

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Sect. 16. No official of said city, except in case of extreme emergency 
involving the health or safety of the people or their property, shall expend 
intentionally in any fiscal year any sum in excess of the appropriations 
duly made in accordance with Jaw, nor involve the city in any contract for 
the future payment of money in excess of such appropriation, except as 
provided in section six of this act. Any official who shall violate the 
provisions of this section shall be punished by imprisonment for not 
more than one year, or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, 
or both.

THE FINANCE CoMMISSION. 


Secr. 17. Within sixty days after the passage of this act the governor 
with the advice and consent of the council shall appoint a finance com- 
mission to consist of five persons, inhabitants of and qualified voters in 
the city of Boston, who shal] have been such for at least three years prior 
to the date of their appointment, one for the term of five years, one for 
four years, one for three years, one for two years, and one for one year, 
and thereafter as the terms of office expire in each year one member for a 
term of five years. Vacancies in the commission shall be filled for the 
unexpired term by the governor with the advice and consent of the council. 
The members of said commission may be removed by the governor with 
the advice and consent of the council for such cause as he shal] deem 
sufficient. The chairman shall be designated by the governor. His 
annual salary shall be five thousand dollars, which shall be paid in monthly 
instalments by the city of Boston.

Sect. 18. It shal] be the duty of the finance commission from time to 
time to investigate any and all matters relating to appropriations, loans, 
expenditures, accounts, and methods of administration affecting the city 
of Boston or the county of Suffolk, or any department thereof, that may 
appear to the commission to require investigation, and to report thereon 
from time to time to the mayor, the city council, the governor, or the 
general court. The commission shal] make an annual report in January 
of each year to the general court.

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Sect. 19. Whenever any pay roll, bill, or other claim against the city 
is presented to the mayor, city auditor, or the city treasurer, he shall, if 
the same seems to him to be of doubtful validity, excessive in amount, or 
otherwise contrary to the city’s interest, refer it to the finance commission, 
which shall immediately investigate the facts and report thereon; and 
pending said report payment shall be withheld. 

Sect. 20.* The said commission is authorized to employ such experts, 
counsel, and other assistants, and to incur such other expenses as it may 
deem necessary, and the same shall be paid by said city upon requisition 
by the commission, not exceeding in the aggregate in any year the sum of 
fifty-five thousand dollars, or such additional sums as may be appropri- 
ated for the purpose by the city council and approved by the mayor. A 
sum sufficient to cover the salary of the chairman of the commission and 
the further sum of at least fifty-five thousand dollars to meet the expenses 
as aforesaid each year shall be appropriated by said city. The com- 
mission shall have the same right to incur expenses in anticipation of its 
appropriation as if it were a regular department of said city. 

Secr. 21. For the purpose of enabling the said commission to perform 
the duties and carry out the objects herein contemplated, and to enable 
the mayor, the city council, the governor or the general court to receive 
the reports and findings of said commission as a basis for such laws, or- 
dinances, or administrative orders as may be deemed meet, the commission 
shall have all the powers and duties enumerated in chapter five hundred 
and sixty-two of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight and

Secr. 22. The present city clerk shall hold office for the term for 
which he has been elected, and thereafter until his successor is chosen and 
qualified.

Secr. 23. All accounts rendered to or kept in the departments of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall be subject to the inspection and 
revision of the city auditor, and shall be rendered and kept in such form 
as he shall prescribe. The auditor may require any person presenting for 
settlement an account or claim against the city or county to make oath

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before him in such form as he may prescribe as to the accuracy of such 
account or claim. The wilful making of a false oath shall be perjury 
and punishable as such. The auditor may disallow and refuse to pay, in 
whole or in part, any claim on the ground that it is fraudulent or unlawful 
and in that case he shall file a written statement of his reasons for the 
refusal. 


Secr. 24. Whenever, in response to an advertisement by any officer or 
board of the city or county, a bid for a contract to do work or furnish 
materials is sent or delivered to said officer or board, a duplicate of the 
same shall be furnished by the bidder to the auditor, to be kept by him 
and not opened until after the original bids are opened. After the origina] 
bids are opened, the auditor shall open and examine the bids submitted 
to him, and shall compare the same with the original bids. In case any 
of the bids submitted to the auditor differ from the corresponding origina] 
bids, those submitted to the auditor shall be treated as the original bids. 
The contract shall not be awarded until after both sets of bids are opened. 

Sect. 25. The auditor shall furnish monthly to each head of depart- 
ment a statement of the unexpended balance of the appropriation for that 
department, and he shall furnish to the mayor and city council a statement 
of the unexpended balances of all the departments. He shall furnish 
quarterly to the city council an itemized statement showing the amount 
of money expended by the mayor and the city council for contingent 
expenses. 


MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 


Sect. 26.* All loans issued by the city after the passage of this act 
shall be made payable in annual instalments in the manner authorized by 
section thirteen of chapter twenty-seven of the Revised Laws as amended 
by section one of chapter three hundred and forty-one of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and eight. No sinking fund shall be established 
for said loan. AJl bonds shall be offered for sale in such a manner that the 
premiums, if any are received, shall be applied in accordance with the 
provisions of chapter three hundred and seventy-nine of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and ten. No city or county money shall be 
deposited in any bank or trust company of which any member of the 
board of sinking fund commissioners of said city is an officer, director, or 
agent. Nothing herein shall apply to transit bonds of the city of Boston 
issued under the provisions of the several acts authorizing the construction 
of tunnels and subways in said city by the Boston Transit Commission, 
and said bonds may be issued as heretofore and secured by sinking fund. 


Srcr. 27., Every officer and board in charge of a department of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall, on or before the sixth day of

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February in each year, prepare and furnish to the city auditor a list of 
the officials and employees under said officer or board and paid by the 
city or county on the first day of such February. Such list shall give the 
name, residence by street and ward, designation, compensation, and date 
of election or appointment of each of said officials and employees and the 
date when each first entered the employ of the city or county. It shall 
be the duty of the city auditor to verify said lists by the pay rolls and to 
keep a copy of said lists open for public inspection, and to prepare and 
publish in the City Record on or before the tenth day of April in each 
year a comparative table containing the number of such officials and 
employees holding office or employed in each such department or board 
and paid by the city or county on the compilation date in each of the ten 
years next preceding such publication. The term ‘compilation date,”’ 
as herein used, shall be construed to mean, with respect to the year nine- 
teen hundred and fifty-one or any prior year, the first day of January, 
and with respect to the year nineteen hundred and fifty-two or any subse= 
quent year, the first day of February. 

_Sect. 28. The jurisdiction now exercised by the board of aldermen 
concerning the naming of streets, the planting and removal of trees in the 
public ways, the issue of permits or licenses for coasting, the storage of 
gasoline, oil, and other inflammable substances or explosive compounds 
and the use of the public ways for any permanent or temporary obstruction 
or projection in, under, or over the same, including the location of con- 
duits, poles, and posts for telephone, telegraph, street railway, or illumi- 
nating purposes, is hereby vested in theboard of street commissioners, to 
be exercised by said board with the approval in writing of the mayor; and 
the mayor and city council shall have authority to fix by ordinance the 
terms by way of cash payment, rent, or otherwise, upon which permits or 
licenses for the storage of gasoline or oil, or other inflammable substances 
or explosive compounds, and the construction or use of coal holes, vaults, 
bay windows, and marquises, in, under, or over the public ways shall be 
issued. 

Secr. 29.* Within ninety days after the passage of this act and there- 
after there shall be published at least once a week and distributed and sold 
under the direction of the mayor and on terms to be fixed by the city 
council and approved by the mayor a paper to be known as the ‘City 
Record.” All advertising with reference to the sale of property for non- 
payment of taxes shall appear exclusively in the City Record. All other 
advertising, whether required by law or not, with reference to the pur- 
chase or taking of land, contracts for work, materials or supplies, and the 
sale of bonds, shall appear in said paper, and in such newspaper or news- 
papers as the mayor, in his discretion, may order; a list of all contracts of 
one thousand dollars or more, as awarded, with the names of bidders, and 
the amount of the bids; appointments by the mayor; and changes in the

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number and compensation of employees in each department, shall be 
published in the City Record. Failure to publish in such newspaper or 
newspapers as the mayor may order shall not invalidate any purchase, 
contract or sale made or action taken by the city. The proceedings of the 
city council and school committeé together with all communications from 
the mayor, shall be published in the City Record; provided, that the sub- 
stance of debates by and among the members of the city council shall not 
be so published or published elsewhere at the expense of said city. 


Sect. 30.* Every officer or board in charge of a department in said 
city and every officer, board or official of the county of Suffolk having 
power to incur obligations on behalf of said county in cases where said 
obligations are to be paid for wholly from the treasury of said city, when 
authorized to erect a new building or to make structural changes in an 
existing building, shall make contracts therefor, not exceeding five, each 
contract to be subject to the approval of the mayor; and when about to 
do any work or to make any purchase, the estimated cost of which alone, 
or in conjunction with other similar work or purchase which might properly 
be included in the same contract, amounts to or exceeds two thousand 
dollars, shall, unless the mayor gives written authority to do otherwise, 
invite proposals therefor by advertisements in the City Record. Such 
advertisements shall state the time and place for opening the proposals in 
answer to said advertisement, and shall reserve the right to the officer, 
board or official to reject any or all proposals. No authority to dispense 
with advertising shall be given by the mayor unless the said officer, board 
or official furnishes him with a signed statement which shall be published 
in the City Record giving in detail the reasons for not inviting bids by 
advertisement. 


Sect. 31. At the request of any department, and with the approval! of 
the mayor the board of street commissioners, in the name of the city, may 
take in fee for any municipal purpose any land within the limits of the 
city, not already appropriated to public use. Whenever the price pro- 
posed to be paid for a lot of land for any municipal purpose is more than 
twenty-five per cent higher than its average assessed valuation during the 
previous three years, said land shall not be taken by purchase but shall 
be taken by right of eminent domain and paid for in the manner provided 
for the taking of and the payment of damages for land for highways in 
said city. No land shall be taken until an appropriation by loan or other- 
wise for the general purpose for which land is needed shall have been 
made by the mayor and city council by a two thirds vote of all its members; 
or in case of land for school purposes by the school committee and school- 
house department in accordance with law; nor shall a price be paid in 
excess of the appropriation, unless a larger sum is awarded by a court of 
competent jurisdiction. All proceedings in the taking of land shall be

Sect. 32.* Beginning in the year nineteen hundred and twenty-five, 
the municipal election in said city shall take place biennially in every odd 
numbered year on the Tuesday after the first Monday in November.

The Administrative Services Department represents a consolidation of 
the activities formerly conducted by the Budget, Printing, and Supply 
Departments, and the acquisition of 2 new activities — the receipt and 
processing of general complaints and the establishment of an office machine 
repair unit. It is under the charge of a board known as the Administrative 
Services Board, consisting of the Director of Administrative Services as 
chairman, the Supervisor of Budgets, the Supervisor of Personnel, the 
Purchasing Agent, the City Auditor, the Collector-Treasurer, and the 
Assessor of Taxes, ex officiis. It is the duty of this board, and more 
especially of the Director of Administrative Services, to make, under the 
Mayor, studies and recommendations with respect to the organization, 
activities, policies, and procedures of all departments, boards, and officers 
so that the administration thereof shall be economical and efficient. 

The regular activities of the department are divided into six divisions — 
administrative, budget, personnel, purchasing, complaints and office ma- 
chine servicing. The Director, in addition to his regular duties, as set forth 
above, directs the operations and procedures of the Complaints Division 
and the Office Machine Repair Unit. The Supervisor of Budgets is the 
budget officer of the city and county and under the direction of the Mayor 
and in consultation with the Director is responsible for the preparation 
of the annual and all supplementary budgets as well as all subsequent 
revisions of the items in any budget. The Supervisor of Personnel is in 
charge of all personnel records as well as the administration of all com- 
pensation plans established for city and county employees. He makes a 
continuing study of personnel problems, employment conditions, and 
economic changes affecting all departments and recommends to the Mayor 
and department officials programs and administrative policies designed 
to improve and co-ordinate the handling of personnel matters. The 
Purchasing Agent is responsible for the furnishing of all materials or

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supplies requisitioned by the several departments. He has charge of the 
printing plant and supplies the printing or binding requisitioned by 
departments to whom the City is required by law to furnish the same. 
He is the custodian of all surplus personal property of the city and may 
reallocate any such items among the several departments or, with the 
required approvals, sell or otherwise dispose of the same. 

The department also contains a board of five commissioners known as 
the Art Commission, which has the custody and care of all works of art 
owned by the City. While not subject to the direct supervision or control 
of the Administrative Services Board, this commission shall not communi- 
cate with the Mayor or make any annual or other report except through 
the board.

The Art Commission, formerly the Art Department, established in 
1898, is, composed of five commissioners, appointed by the Mayor. 
Each year one of the following-named bodies, namely,. the Museum of 
Fine Arts, the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, the Boston Society of Architects 
and the Copley Society of Boston, submits a list of three persons to the 
Mayor; and the Mayor appoints one person as Art Commissioner from 
the list so submitted, to serve for five years. Whenever the term of a 
member of the commission expires, the Mayor appoints his successor 
from a list selected by the body which made the original selection, as 
aforesaid. 


* The Commissioners serve without compensation. 
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No work of art can become the property of the City of Boston without 
the approval of the Art Commission, which may also be requested by the 
Mayor or the City Council to pass upon the design of any municipal 
building, bridge, approach, lamp, ornamental gate or fence, or other struc- 
ture to be erected upon land belonging to the City. No work of art, the 
property of the City of Boston, shall be removed except by order of the Art 
Commissioners and with the approval of the Mayor. Moreover, all con- 
tracts or orders for the execution of any painting, monument, statue, bust, 
bas-relief, or other sculpture for the City shall be made by said Commission, 
acting by a majority of its members, subject to the approval of the Mayor. 
By Chap. 87, Special Acts of 1919, all works of art owned by the City were 
placed in the custody and care of the Art Commissioners.

The Assessing Department is under the charge of an officer, known as 
the Assessor of Taxes, who shall exclusively for the assessing department 
and the boards therein have the powers, and perform the duties, conferred 
or imposed by law on the board of assessors in existence immediately 
prior to June 30, 1954, with respect to the acquisition and disposal of 
property, the making of contracts, and the appointment, suspension, 
discharge, compensation and indemnification of subordinates. The 
assessor of taxes shall also have the powers and perform the duties con- 
ferred or imposed by statute on said board of assessors in relation to 
poll and motor vehicle excise taxes, and shall further have the powers

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and perform the duties from time to time conferred or imposed on asses- 
sors of cities in Massachusetts by general laws applicable to Boston in 
relation to poll and motor vehicle excise taxes. 

The Board of Assessors consists of the assessor of taxes, ex officio, 
who shall be chairman of the board, and two other officers, known as 
Associate Assessors of Taxes. Except as otherwise provided in the fore- 
going and following paragraphs, the board of assessors shall have the 
powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed by statute on the 
board of assessors in existence immediately prior to June 30, 1954, and 
except as so provided, the board of assessors shall also have the powers 
and perform the duties from time to time conferred or imposed on asses- 
sors of cities in Massachusetts by general laws applicable to Boston. 
The board of assessors shall not be subject to the supervision or contro] 
of the assessor of taxes except as he acts as chairman of said board; but 
unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, said board shall not communicate 
with the mayor, or make any annual or other report, except through the 
assessor of taxes. 

The Board of Review consists of three members appointed by the 
mayor, one of whom shal] from time to time be designated by the mayor 
as chairman of said board. The board of review shall have the powers 
and perform the duties conferred or imposed by statute on the board of 
assessors In existence immediately prior to June 30, 1954, with respect to 
the abatement of taxes other than poll and motor vehicle excise taxes, 
and shall further have the powers and perform the duties from time to 
time conferred or imposed on assessors of cities in Massachusetts by 
general laws applicable to Boston with respect to abatement of taxes 
other than poll and motor vehicle excise taxes. The board of review 
shal] not be subject to the supervision or control of the assessor of taxes; 
but, unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, said board shall not com- 
municate with the mayor, or make any annual or other report, except 
through the assessor of taxes.

The office of Auditor was established by ordinance on August 2, 1824.

Regular annual reports of receipts and expenditures have been pub- 
lished by the Auditor since 1825.

Since June 1, 
1867, the Auditor has published monthly exhibits of all City, School, and 
County expenditures.

The duty of the Building Commissioner, under the provisions of 
Chapter 479 of the Acts of 1938, as amended (the Building Code), is to 
inspect all buildings and structures in the City of Boston except bridges, 
quays or wharves, buildings owned and occupied by the United States 
or the Commonwealth, railroad stations and structures used primarily for 
railway purposes, voting booths, tanks of certain specified capacities, 
tunnels constructed and maintained by the public authority, tents cover- 
ing an area of less than one hundred square feet, fences less than six feet 
in height, signs or billboards upon the ground and signs less than one 
square foot in area, and flagpoles less than twenty feet in length. 


The Code authorizes the Commissioner to issue permits to erect, 
enlarge, alter, substantially repair, move, demolish or change the occu- 
pancy of any building or structure; or to install, alter, or substantially 
repair plumbing, gas fitting, fire extinguishing apparatus and elevators; 
or to install steam boilers, furnaces, heaters or other heat produving 
apparatus the installation of which is regulated by the Code; or to install 
engines or dynamos. 

The Zoning Act also is administered by the Building Commissioner. 
Under the provisions of this Act the city is divided into use districts, 
defined as Residential, Business, Industrial and Unrestricted. With 
minor exceptions, no building shall be erected or altered, nor shall any 
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building or premises be used, for any purpose other than the use per- 
mitted in the district in which such building or premises is located. 
(Chapter 488, Acts of 1924, as amended — the Zoning Act.) 


The Commissioner also licenses gas fitters, both master and journeyman; 
registers master and journeyman plumbers; establishes the qualifica- 
tions of welders and licenses operators of elevators. 


In addition, Chapter 143 of the General Laws, in so far as applicable 
to Boston, is administered by the Building Commissioner under delegated 
authority from the State Commissioner of Public Safety. 


The primary purpose of the public safety regulations promulgated 
under this chapter is to establish a minimum code of safety for the entire 
state. Cities and towns may make further exactions in accordance with 
local building ordinances and not inconsistent with law, but in no case may 
the provisions of state law be avoided or minimized. 


The law falls with particular force on all places of assembly — 
restaurants, taverns, dance halls, meeting halls and all places of similar 
occupancy in which fifty or more persons may be accommodated. Lodg- 
ing houses and apartment houses in which there are eight or more rooms 
above the second floor, or in which ten or more persons are accommodated 
above the second floor come also within the provisions of this Act. All 
such buildings must be certified by the Building Commissioner as to com- 
pliance with these particular regulations in addition to the Boston Code 
requirements. 

On May 1, 1954, in accordance with Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, 
Section 30, the powers, duties, appropriations and personnel of the Elec- 
trical Inspection Division of the Fire Department were transferred to the 
Building Department. 


By Chapter 2 of the Ordinances of 1954 the Board of Appeal, the Board 
of Examiners, the Board of Examiners of Gasfitters, the Public Safety 
Commission and the Committee on Licenses were included in the Build- 
ing Department, but none of said Boards, Commission or Committee is 
subject to the supervision or control of the Building Commissioner, but 
unless otherwise ordered by the Mayor none of said Boards, Commission 
or Committee shall communicate with the Mayor or make any annual or 
other report, except through the Building Commissioner.

The Board consists of five members appointed by the Mayor in the 
following manner: One member from two candidates, one to be nominated 
by the Boston Real Estate Board and one by the Massachusetts Real 
Estate Association; one member from two candidates, one nominated by 
the Boston Society of Architects and one by the Boston Society of Civil 
Engineers; one member from three candidates, one to be nominated by

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The Beacon Hill Architectural Commission was formed for the purpose 
of promoting the ‘‘educational, cultural, economic and general welfare of 
the public through the preservation. of the historic Beacon Hill District 
and to maintain said district as a landmark in the history of architecture 
and as a tangible reminder of Old Boston as it existed in the early days of 
the Commonwealth ”’. 

The District, as defined in the Act comprises the area bounded as 
follows: — southerly by the northerly side line of Beacon street; westerly 
by a line parallel with, and one hundred and fifty feet distant westerly 
from, the westerly side line of Beaver street; northerly by Beaver place; 
easterly by Brimmer street; northerly again by Byron street; westerly 
again by a line parallel with, and eighty feet distant westerly from, the 
westerly side line of Charles street; northerly again by the southerly side 
line of Revere street; easterly again by the westerly side line of Myrtle 
street; northerly again by the southerly side line of Myrtle street; and 
easterly again by the westerly side line of Hancock street and said side 
line extended southerly to Beacon street; excluding, however, from said 
area land of the commonwealth and the estates numbered twenty-six to 
eighty-eight, inclusive, and ninety-eight to one hundred and thirty-six, 
inclusive, on Myrtle street. 

It is the function of the Commission to regulate and control all con- 
struction, reconstruction and alteration to buildings and structures within 
the District in which exterior architectural features are involved. Under 
the terms of the Act, an ‘Exterior Architectural Feature” is the ‘‘archi- 
tectural style and general arrangement of such portion of the exterior of a 
structure as is designed to be open to view from a public way, including 
kind, color and texture of the building materials of such portion and type 
of all windows, doors, lights, signs and other fixtures appurtenant to such 
portion’’. 

The members of the Commission are appointed by the Mayor as follows: 
—one from two candidates nominated by the Beacon Hill Civic Associ- 
ation, Inc., one from two candidates nominated by the Boston Real Estate 
Board, one from two candidates nominated by The Boston Society of 
Architects, one from two candidates nominated by the Society for the 
Preservation of New England Antiquities, and one member selected at 
large by the Mayor. As the term of any member expires his successor 
shall be appointed by the Mayor for a term of five years. The members 
shall serve without compensation.

Chapter 41 of the General Laws, Sections 70, 71 and 72, provides that: 
every city and every town in the state having a population of more than 
10,000 shall, and towns having a population of less than 10,000 may, 
create a planning board which shall make careful studies of the resources, 
possibilities and needs of the town, particularly with respect to conditions 
injurious to the public health or otherwise in and about rented dwellings, 
and make plans for the development of the municipality, with speciab 
reference to proper housing of its inhabitants. 
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In January, 1914, an ordinance was passed by the Boston City Council 
establishing ‘‘The City Planning Board’’ consisting of five members, one 
of whom shall be a woman, for a term of five years, all to serve without 
compensation. 

{n April, 1940, an amendment to the above ordinance was passed by 
the City Council enlarging ‘‘The City Planning Board’’ from five to nine 
members, to include at least one engineer, one architect and one land- 
scape architect or city planner and a woman. The members of the Board 
shall serve for terms of five years, without compensation. 

In August 1952 an amendment to the above ordinance was passed by 
the City Council concerning the organization and enlargement of the powers 
and duties of the City Planning Board. 

The membership of the Board shall be made up as formerly with the 
exception that the engineer shall be a registered professional engineer, and 
members shall serve for terms of six years without compensation, but 
shall be reimbursed for their traveling and other necessary expenses in- 


curred in the performance of their duties. 
The Board shall make, and from time to time add to or amend, a master 


plan for the improvement and development of the city. 

Referral of capital improvements to the City Planning Board for report 
is mandatory. 

In addition all departments shall submit to the City Planning Board on 
or before October 1st in each year a list of al! capital improvements pro- 
posed to be made in carrying on the work of such departments in the six 
succeeding years. The City Planning Board shall forthwith prepare a 
capital improvement program and shall, not later than the second Monday 
of the succeeding January, submit such program with its report and 
recommendations pertaining thereto to the Mayor. 

Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 28 placed the Board of Zoning 
Adjustment in the City Planning Department but not under the super- 
vision or control of the City Planning Board.

The Board consists of the Chairman of the City Planning Board, ex 
officio, and eleven other members, and eleven alternates, appointed by 
the Mayor, as follows: — one member from two candidates, and one 
alternate from two other candidates, nominated by the Associated In- 
dustries of Massachusetts, one member from two candidates, and one 
alternate from two other candidates, nominated by the Boston Central 
Labor Union, one member from two candidates, and one alternate from 
two other candidates, nominated by the Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
one member from two candidates, and one alternate from two other 
candidates, nominated by the Boston Real Estate Board, one member from 
two candidates, and one alternate from two other candidates, nominated, 
both in the case of the member and in the case of the alternate, one by 
The Boston Society of Architects and one by the Boston Society of Land- 
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scape Architects, one member from two candidates, and one alternate 
from two other candidates, nominated by the Boston Society of Civil 
Engineers, one member from two candidates, and one alternate from two 
other candidates, nominated by the Massachusetts Motor Truck Associ- 
ation, Inc., one member from two candidates, and one alternate from two 
other candidates, nominated by the Massachusetts Real Estate Asso- 
ciation, one member from two candidates, and one alternate from two 
other candidates, nominated by the Master Builders’ Association of 
Boston, one member from two candidates, and one alternate from two 
other candidates, nominated by the United Improvement Association, 
and one member, and one alternate, selected at large by the Mayor. All 
appointive members, and all alternates, shall be residents of or engaged 
in business in Boston. The term of office is five years. 

The members of the Board serve without compensation. Any petition 
for changing the zoning map must be accompanied by a fee of twenty- 
five dollars before being considered by the Board. 

Either upon petition or otherwise, the Board may, by a decision of not 
less than four-fifths of its members, rendered after a public hearing follow- 
ing advertisement and due notice to the owners of all property deemed by 
the Board to be affected, change the boundaries of districts by changing 
the zoning map on file at the state secretary’s office, to meet altered needs 
of a locality, to avoid undue concentration of population, to provide ade- 
quate light and air, to lessen congestion in streets, to secure safety from fire, 
panic and other dangers, to facilitate the adequate provision of transporta- 
tion, water, sewerage, and other public requirements and to promote the 
health, safety, convenience and welfare of the inhabitants of the City of 
Boston. 

No decision of the Board of Appeal permitting the erection or altera- 
tion of a building to an extreme height greater than that otherwise author- 
ized under the provisions of the zoning law for the lot or building in ques- 
tion is effective until and unless confirmed by the decision of not less than 
two thirds of the members of the Board of Zoning Adjustment. 

If a change in the boundaries of districts is favorably decided upon or if 
a decision of the Board of Appeal is confirmed, any person aggrieved or 
any municipal officer or Board, may within fifteen days after the entry 
of such decision, appeal to the Superior Court sitting in equity, for the 
County of Suffolk.

The functions of the department are set forth in Chapter 8 of the 
Ordinances of 1950, which is as follows: 

SecTION 1. DEPARTMENT OF CiviL DerenseE. There is hereby 
established a department of civil defense (hereinafter called the ‘‘depart- 
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ment”). It shall be the function of the department to have charge of 
civil defense as defined in Section 1, Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and to 
perform civil defense functions as authorized or directed by said chapter 
or by any and all executive orders or general regulations promulgated 
thereunder, and to exercise any authority delegated to it by the governor 
under said Chapter 639. 


Sect. 2, Director or Civit Derense. The department shall be 
under the direction of a director of civil defense (hereinafter called the 
“director” ), who shall be appointed as prescribed by law. The director 
shall have direct responsibility for the organization, administration, 
and operation of the department subject to the direction and control of 
the appointing authority and shall receive such salary as may be fixed 
from time to time by the appointing authority. The director may, with- 
in the limits of the amount appropriated therefor, appoint such experts, 
clerks, and other assistants as the work of the department may require, 
and may remove them, and may make such expenditures as may be 
necessary to execute effectively the purposes of Chapter 639, Acts of 
1950. The director shall also have authority to appoint district co-ordina- 
tors and may accept and may receive on behalf of the city, services, 
equipment, supplies, materials, or funds by way of gift, grant, or loan 
for purposes of civil defense, offered by the federal government or any 
agency or officer thereof or any person, firm or corporation, subject to 
the terms of the offer and the rules and regulations, if any, of the agency 
making the offer. The director shall cause appropriate records to be kept 
of all matters relating to such gifts, grants, or loans. 


Sect. 3. Crvin Derense Apvisory Counciu. There is hereby estab- 
lished a civil defense advisory council (hereinafter called the “‘council’’). 
Said council shall serve without pay and shall consist of the director 
of civil defense, such other department heads and such other persons 
as the authority appointing said director may deem necessary. Such 
member of said council as said appointing authority shall designate shall 
serve as chairman of said council. Said council shall serve subject to the 
direction and control of the appointing authority and shall advise said 
appointing authority and the director on matters pertaining to civil 
defense. 


Sect. 4. Porice Arp To Orner Cities AND Towns IN EVENT oF 
Riots AND OTHER VIOLENCE THEREIN. The police department is hereby 
authorized to go to aid another city or town at the request of said city 
or town in the suppression of riots or other forms of violence therein. 


Secr. 5. TERMINATION OF ORDINANCE. This ordinance shall remain 
in force during the effective period of Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and 
any act in amendment or continuation thereof or substitution therefor. 


Sect. 6. Derrnirion. All references to Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, 
as now in force shall be applicable to any act or acts in amendment or 
continuation of or substitution for said Chapter 639.

One Election Commissioner is appointed by the Mayor each year, term 
beginning April 1. The two leading political parties must be equally 
represented on the Board and the Chairman is designated annually by the 
Mayor. 

The Board of Registrars of Voters was appointed in May, 1874, and 
was succeeded July 1, 1895, by the Board of Election Commissioners. 

This department exercises all the powers and duties formerly conferred 
upon the Board of Registrars of Voters (including the preparation of the 
jury list), except the power and duty of giving notice of elections and 
fixing the days and hours for holding the same.

The first Board of Health in Boston was established in 1799, under the 
special statute of February 13, 1799. It was abolished by the first 
City Charter and from 1822 to 1873 its functions were exercised through 
the City Council. The last Board of Health was established by an ordi- 
nance of December 2, 1872. It published annual reports, beginning 
with 1873. By Chap. 1, Ord. 1914, 2d Series, the department was placed 
in charge of one executive, the Health Commissioner, who appoints the 
deputy commissioners. Chap. 1, Ord. 1915, provided that the quarantine 
service should pass from the control of the Health Department when the 
property was leased to the United States, in effect June 1, 1915. 

On March 31, 1927, an ordinance was enacted abolishing the Boston 
Sanatorium Department and placing the Tuberculosis Hospital at Matta- 
pan under the jurisdiction of the Trustees of the Boston City Hospital; 
all other powers and duties, as well as the Out-Patient Department, were 
transferred to the Health Commissioner by Chap. 1 of the Ordinances 
of 1927, as amended February 16, 1931.

The Public Health Council is a Board in the Health Division of the 
Health Department, consisting of nine members appointed by the Mayor, 
of whom at least one shall be a registered physician, one a registered 
dentist, one a representative of an industry engaged in handling food, one 
a representative of another industry, one a representative of labor, and 
one a housewife.

The office of ‘Attorney and Solicitor”? was established in 1827; the 
office of City Solicitor in 1846 and that of Corporation Counsel in 1881. 
The office of City Solicitor was abolished and the department placed 
under the sole charge of the Corporation Counsel in 1904. 

The Law Department consists of a Corporation Counsel, twenty-seven 
assistant corporation counsel, a workmen’s compensation agent and 
workmen’s compensation medical director, and forty-one other employees 
including the staff of the Investigating, Tax Title, Collection and Work- 
men’s Compensation divisions of the Law Department. 

The Law Department has general charge of the legal work of the city, 
represents the city in all litigation to which it is a party, prosecutes certain 
criminal proceedings, does the conveyancing work for the various munic- 
ipal departments, performs the legal work incidental to tax title fore- 
closures, prepares and approves all municipal contracts and bonds, 
furnishes legal opinions to the Mayor and the City Council and to the 
various department heads and city officials, including the School Com- 
mittee, on matters relating to the discharge of their official duties, pre- 
pares petitions for and drafts of legislation in which the city has an 
interest and appears and represents the city before the various committees 
of the legislature, and before other boards, commissions and adminis- 
trative agencies, including the Interstate Commerce Commission, Civil 
Aeronautics Board and other federa] agencies, the Appellate Tax Board, 
Industrial Accident Board, and the Department of Public Utilities.

The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, five in number, 
are appointed by the Mayor, one each year, for a term of five years. 
They were incorporated in 1878, and authorized to receive and hold real 
and personal estate to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. This amount 
was changed to $10,000,000 in 1919, to $20,000,000 in 1931, and to 
$50,000,000 in 1953. The first Trustees were appointed under an ordi- 
nance of October 14, 1852. 


The old library building on Boylston street was opened to the public 
in September, 1858, and closed finally in January, 1895. The Central 
Library Building in Copley square, costing $2,756,384, was first opened 
on March 11, 1895. 

The Library is maintained by an annual appropriation made to the 
Trustees by the City Government. 


The annual reports, the first of which appeared in 1852, have been 
continued without interruption. 


THE LIBRARY SYSTEM. 


The library system consists of the Central Library in Copley square, 
the Kirstein Business Branch in the Edward Kirstein Memorial Library 
Building at 20 City Hall avenue, the School Issue Department at 400 
Shawmut avenue, thirty-one Branch Libraries, one Reading Room, one 
Hospital Library Service at Boston City Hospital, and two Bookmobiles. 
In addition, through an agreement with Harvard University, the Baker 
Library of the Harvard Graduate School of Business Administration is a 
branch of the Boston Public Library. By similar arrangement, the 
Boston Medical Library at 8 Fenway serves as a medical branch.

GENERAL ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICES, 


The general administrative work of the Library is centered in the 
Director’s Office. It is responsible for the general administration of the 
entire library system as a whole. It cares further for all activities that 
are not handled directly by the Division of Home Reading and Community 
Services, the Division of Reference and Research Services, or the Division 
of Business Operations. 

There is also supervised from the Director’s Office the work of such 
subsidiary offices as the Personnel Office, the Information Office, the 
Office of Records, Files, Statistics, the Exhibits Office, and the general 
publishing activities of the library. 


THE DIVISION OF HOME READING AND COMMUNITY SERVICES. 


The greater part of the circulation of books to borrowers is centered in 
the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles. The purely library activities 
of the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles are therefore considered as 
a unit which is designated as the Division of Home Reading and Com: 
munity Services. Within this division there are closed departments and 
public departments. The main grouping of the public departments is that 
of the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles, and the Audio-Visual 
Department, Central Charging Records, and the Open Shelf Depart- 
ment in the Central Library. In direct relationship with the work of the 
Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles is the Work with Adults, the Work 
with Young Adults, and the Work with Children.

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SPECIAL ACTIVITIES. 

In addition to the regular activities of the various departments, the 
Library carries on programs of free lectures and concerts which are given 
in its lecture hall several times each week from October through April each 
year. Exhibits in the Main Lobby, the Treasure Room, and in the 
Puvis de Chavannes, Sargent, and Wiggin Galleries in the Central Library 
Building afford opportunities for emphasizing the Library’s valuable 
resources. Storytelling in the Children’s Section, Open Shelf Department, 
and in many branch libraries by trained storytellers is a part of the 
Library’s program of work with children. Four publications are dis- 
tributed free throughout the system: Books Current, Spotlight on Books 
for Young Adults, and Books on Parade, each issued four times a year, and 
B. P. L. News, issued ten times a year. For The Boston Public Library 
Quarterly, issued in January, April, July and October, there is a subscrip- 
tion fee of $2.00 a year, 50 cents a single copy.

The Public Works Department was established on February 1, 1911, 
when the Street, Water, and Engineering Departments were combined 
under a single executive head, the Commissioner of Public Works. Under 
the City Ordinances the Commissioner has authority to create such di- 
visions of the department as he considers necessary. The department 
as at present organized is composed of the Bridge, Highway, Auto- 
motive, Sewer, Sanitary, Survey, and Water Divisions, each in charge of a 
Division Engineer or Chief Engineer. 

The Commissioner of Public Works must be a civil engineer of recog- 
nized standing in his profession. He is in charge of the construction and 
maintenance of all streets, sidewalks, and sewers; granting of permits to 
open, occupy, obstruct, and use portions of the streets and sidewalks; 
planting and removal of trees in public ways; street lighting, both gas and 
electric; installation, maintenance, and operation of all fixtures and appli- 
ances held by the City for its water supply; cleaning and flushing of streets, 
as well as snow removal from streets and designation of streets for coasting ;+ 
collection and removal of ashes, garbage, and refuse; installation and 
maintenance of street signs; construction, maintenance, and operation of 
municipal election at which a Mayor is elected. 


Nore.— By Chapter 12 of the Acts of 1956, the authority to designate streets for 
coasting was transferred to the Boston Traffic Commission.

The Division Engineer is responsible for the care, control and mainte- 
nance of all department-owned motor vehicles, and for the operation and 
maintenance of five garages and related facilities, together with a Mobile 
Patrol, organized for the protection of department property in all sections 
of the city, and a motor pool of passenger cars. 

The department’s fleet of 493 units of automotive equipment, under 
the supervision of this division, consists of 71 sedans and other vehicles 
used for transportation purposes, and 314 trucks of various sizes, including 
36 snowfighters, 12 compressors, 4 catchbasin cleaners, 67 pick-up trucks, 
147 dump trucks, 6 wreckers, 6 flushers, 4 derrick trucks, 19 emergency, 
and 13 miscellaneous trucks. There are 25 street sweepers, 11 gasoline 
road rollers, 7 snow and bucket loaders, 18 front bucket loaders, and 
other miscellaneous equipment; 462 of these units are registered under 
the motor vehicle law of the Commonwealth.

The Division Engineer has charge of the design, construction, operation, 
and maintenance of the greater number of highway bridges within the 
Jimits of the City, the abolishment of grade crossings, the maintenance and 
operation of the Sumner Tunnel, and also has charge of special engineering 
work for other City departments. During the year 1955, 12,094,107 
motor vehicles passed through the Sumner Tunnel.

The Highway Division was established June 2, 1954, under Section 33 
of Chapter 27 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947. 

The Division Engineer has charge of the construction and maintenance 
of all public streets, including snow removal, the issuing of permits to open, 
occupy and obstruct portions of streets, the care and upkeep of electric 
and gas lamps on public streets, alleys, parks, and public grounds, and the 
placing of all street signs. 
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On December 31, 1955, this division had under its jurisdiction 743.35 
miles of public streets throughout the City, and the number of street lamps 
in use on this date comprised 22,566 electric and 3,108 gas, making a total 
of 25,674 lamps.

The Division Engineer has charge of the contract collection, removal 
and disposal of ashes, garbage and refuse, and street cleaning and flushing 
by City forces. 

While the department is not required to remove so-called commercial 
refuse from shops, stores, and other business establishments, it is permitted 
to make such removals upon payment by the producers of the charge 
prescribed under the authority of the City Ordinances. A charge of 20 
cents a barrel or bundle (not larger than a flour barrel) has been established. 
The producers of the refuse make payment direct to the contractors in 
the various districts for this service. 


Sewer Division.

The Division Engineer has charge of the maintenance and construction 
of all sewerage works. 

Assessments upon estates benefited by new sewers are levied by the 
Public Improvement Commission, which also awards damages for land 
takings made for sewer construction. ‘The assessment upon the several 
estates for a new sewer is limited to $6 per linear foot, and it is a lien upon 
the property. An Act of the Legislature prohibits the assessment of the 
cost of surface drains. 

In the calendar year 1955, there were built by contractors and day 
labor 6.35 miles of sanitary sewers and surface drains, and 122 catch 
basins, making on January 1, 1955, a total of 1,317.23 miles of common 
and intercepting sewers and 24,355 catch basins in charge of the Sewer 
Division. 

The Boston Main Drainage System, comprising 24.12 miles of inter- 
cepting sewers, with a pumping station at Old Harbor Point, and storage 
reservoirs and outlet into the harbor at Moon Island, in operation since 
1884, takes care of the sewage from City Proper, South Boston, and parts 
of Roxbury, West Roxbury, and Dorchester. 

The common sewer system has two electrically-operated automatic 
pumping stations. The station at Union Park and Albany streets was 
built in 1915 to relieve floodings in the South End district of Boston, by 
pumping and discharging the surplus storm water flow into the South Bay. 

The station at Summer street, opposite E street, was built in 1913, and 
takes care of the sewage from the Commonwealth Pier district, and the 
Army and Navy Bases. 
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Charlestown and East Boston sewage discharges into the main North 
Metropolitan System of the State, which discharges into the harbor waters 
just south of Deer Island. 

Sewage from all of Brighton, a portion of the Back Bay and a small 
part of Roxbury, discharges into the South Metropolitan System, is lifted 
by pumping at the Ward Street Pumping Station, then flows through 
the main sewer, which also drains by gravity portions of West Roxbury 
and Dorchester and all of Hyde Park, finally outletting into Quincy Bay 
at Nut Island. 

Survey Division.

The Survey Division was established May 1, 1954, under Chapter 2 of 
the Ordinances of 1954, Section 56, which amended Section 33 of Chapter 
27 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947. 

This division performs certain engineering services for the divisions 
of the Public Works Department and other City departments. It also 
performs administrative and engineering services required by the Public 
Improvement Commission for its operation. 

The principal engineering functions include the making of plans, surveys, 
estimates and reports relating to the laying out, widening, construction, and 
design of public highways; the making of surveys and plans relating to the 
preservation and maintenance of street line location records, the taking of 
easements for sewerage works, staking out lines and grades for the con- 
struction of highways, sewerage, etc.; the making of property surveys of 
land to be acquired by the City of Boston by eminent domain; the making 
of topographic surveys in connection with the construction of various mu- 
nicipal buildings; the making of plans and surveys of City-owned land for 
purposes of interdepartmental transfer or for sales to the public; the 
making of engineering surveys and plans required by other City depart- 
ments; furnishing street locations and related engineering information to 
the public; photographic and reproduction work, including blueprinting, 
photostating, etc. 

For the Public Improvement Commission, the administration functions 
include the processing of petitions, arranging public hearings, preparing 
estimates and orders relating to land damages and street and sewer better- 
ments, preparing orders for the laying out of streets and the construction 
of streets and sewers, for eminent domain land takings, and for the grant- 
ing of permits for use of public highway, erection of poles, etc., and it is 
also responsible for the maintenance of all records in the charge of the 
Public Improvement Commission. 


Water Division.

Under the control of the Division Engineer are the care and maintenance 
of all pipes and other fixtures and appliances for the purpose of the City’s 
water supply, and all water assessments and other charges necessary for the 
maintenance of the Division. 
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The total length of supply and distributing water main on December 31, 
1955 was 1,026.429 miles; number of fire hydrants, 11,638, including 503 
high pressure, 394 private; number of meters now in service, 95,173. 


The first water document published by the City of Boston appeared 
in 1825. In addition to the annual reports of the Cochituate supply, 
from 1850, and of the Mystic supply, from 1866, there are numerous special 
reports. By Chapter 449, Acts of 1895, the Boston Water Board, the 
Water Income Department, and the Water Registrar were abolished and 
the Water Department created, a single commissioner being entrusted 
with al] the powers previously exercised by the Boston Water Board 
and the Boston Water Registrar. 


A State commission; the Metropolitan Water Board, took possession 
in 1898 of all that part of the Boston water system lying westward of 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir, also the pumping station there, with adjacent 
lands. The sum paid to the City was $12,531,000. Payments to the 
State by the City for its supply of water have been regularly made since 
1898. Total available quantity of water in the six storage reservoirs 
of the Metropolitan system on January 1, 1956, 473,137,900,000 gallons, 
of which about 86 per cent was in the Quabbin Reservoir, about 65 miles 
west of Boston, an artificial lake, 25,216 acres in surface area and added 
to the system in 1948. There are also 15 distribution reservoirs having 
a capacity of 2,901,400,000 gallons, 11 pumping stations being connected 
with them. In the existing Metropolitan Water District are 11 cities 
besides Boston, and 13 towns, and a portion of Winchester. Boston takes 
about 57.2 per cent of the entire water supply of the District. 


The daily average amount of water used in Boston in 1955 was 
112,698,500 gallons, or 156 gallons per capita. 


HIGH PRESSURE FIRE SERVICE. 


By the provisions of Chapter 312, Acts of 1911, the Commissioner of 
Public Works was authorized to install an efficient system of high pressure 
fire service for the business center of the City. The work completed, 
neluding the old salt-water fireboat line installed in 1898, comprises 
18.721 miles of pipe with 503 hydrants. Total expenditure for installation 
of system to December 31, 1953, was $2,599,379.45. Two pumping sta- 
tions are now in use.

carrying poles, conduits, pipes, tracks, and similar uses of the public ways.

The Act establishing the commission became effective April 30, 1929, 
after approval by the Governor and acceptance by the Mayor and City 
Council. The commissioner is appointed by the Mayor, to serve four 
years and until the qualification of his successor, receives compensation 
established by the Mayor and City Council, and may be removed by the 
Mayor. The associate commissioners receive no compensation. 

The commissioners may employ, subject to the approval of the Mayor 
and to chapter thirty-one of the General Laws, engineers, experts, assist- 
ants and other officers and employees. The commission has exclusive 
authority to adopt, amend, alter and repeal rules and regulations relative 
to vehicular street traffic, and to the movement, stopping or standing of 
vehicles on, and their exclusion from, all or any streets, ways, highways, 
roads and parkways, under the control of the city. The commission has 
the power to erect, make and maintain, or cause to be erected, made and 
maintained, traffic signs, signals, markings and other devices for the 
control of such traffic in the city and for informing and warning the public 
as to the rules and regulations adopted by the commission. 

The latest revision of the Traffic Regulations contains 798 one-way 
streets, 1,017 no-parking streets, and 285 stop streets. The commission 
maintains 374 traffic signals, including two (2) interconnected systems in 
downtown Boston, 26,000 traffic signs, and 84 traffic officers’ spotlights.

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One hundred and ninety-eight (198) miles of white lines painted in the 
roadway, including crosswalks, center lines, lanes, lines and stop lines, are 
maintained by the commission. Thirteen hundred and seventy-five (1,375) 
loading zones, requiring 35,500 feet of painted curb, are maintained. Fees 
amounting to $27,500 are collected for the establishment and maintenance 
of these loading zones. The commission also maintains 7,900 parking 
meters. It is anticipated that approximately $560,000 will be taken in as 
revenue during the year 1956. 

By the Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 58, the Commissioner of 
Real Property became an Associate Commissioner of the Boston Traffic 
Commission in the stead of the Chairman of the Board of Street 
Commissioners.

The Board of Commissioners of Sinking Funds for the payment or 
redemption of the City debt consists of six members, two of whom are

The Veterans’ Services Department was established as a department of 
the City of Boston by the Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 66, and 
is under the charge of a Commissioner who is appointed by the Mayor. 
This department performs the functions formerly performed by the 
Department of Veterans’ Services, which it replaces. The Commissioner 
exercises all powers and duties for the distribution of state and city benefits 
to veterans and their eligible dependents in the City of Boston, such as 
were formerly vested in the Mayor and Board of Aldermen. Under his 
direction assistance is rendered to veterans and their dependents of the 
Civil War, Indian War, Spanish-American War, Philippine Insurrection, 
China Relief Expedition, Mexican War, World War I, World War II, and 
for service with Armed Forces since June 25, 1950. 

An office is maintained at 14 State street to provide information, advice, 
and assistance to veterans of all wars, to enable them to procure the benefits 
to which they are entitled relative to employment, vocational and educa- 
tional opportunities, hospitalization, medical care, pensions, and other 
veterans’ benefits.

The Overseers of the Poor in the Town of Boston, a corporation estab- 
ished in 1772 by act of the Legislature, were succeeded in 1864 by the 
corporation called ‘‘Overseers of the Poor in the City of Boston,” con- 
sisting of twelve residents of Boston, four of whom are appointed annually 
to serve for the term of three years from the first day of May. The 
Board issues annual] reports. In 1921 the name was changed to Over- 
seers of the Public Welfare. 


The Overseers of the Public Welfare are also incorporated as a Board 
of Trustees of John Boylston’s and other charitable funds. The total 
amount of the 18 permanent charity funds in the custody of the Over- 
seers on December 31, 1955, was $991,104.63, the annual income from 
which ($33,976.68 in 1955) is distributed in accordance with the terms of 
the donations. 


In charge of the Overseers are the Wayfarers’ Lodge on Hawkins street, 
opened in 1878, which gives free lodging to homeless men who are out of 
employment, and the Temporary Home on Chardon street for temporarily 
destitute women and children, opened in 1870. 


* The Overseers serve without compensation.

BUREAU OF CHILD ACCOUNTING.

The Bureau of Child Accounting comprises the following-named depart- 
ments: Educational Investigation and Measurement, Vocational Guidance, 
and Attendance (including Certificating Office); and the following divisions: 
Division of Employment; Division of Juvenile Adjustment. 


SUPERVISORS OF ATTENDANCE. 
[Stat. 1931, Chap. 394, Sect. 146.] 

These officers are appointed by the School Committee, and under their 
direction enforce the laws relating to absentees from school. There are 
35 supervisors of attendance besides the head supervisor and they may be 
seen at 9 a. M. and 1.30 p. M., on the days that the schools are in session 
at the school designated by the head supervisor. 


SCHOOL PHYSICIANS AND SCHOOL NURSES. 

Regular medical inspection of the schools was maintained from 1894 to 
1915, under the supervision of the Health Department. Beginning 
September 1, 1915, the School Committee took charge of this service. 
For all schools and districts there is 1 Director of Schoo] Hygiene in charge 
of 1 school physician assigned to the certificating office, 1 ophthalmologist, 
1 otologist, 52 scool physicians, 1 supervisor of nutrition, 10 school medi- 
cal aids, and 1 sanitary engineer. 

Chapter 357, Acts of 1907, provided for the appointment by the School 
Committee of 1 supervising female nurse and as many district female 
nurses as are deemed necessary. For the 76 junior high and elementary 
school districts there is 1 supervising nurse in charge of 4 assistant supervis- 
ing nurses, 1 nurse assigned to the certificating office, 1 nurse assigned to 
the ophthalmologist, and 62 schoo] nurses (including 7 high schools), and 
1 nurse assigned to the otologist. 
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PHYSICAL EDUCATION. 


In 1907, the School Committee was authorized to provide for the ex- 
tension of physical education and recreation of pupils, including proper 
apparatus and facilities in the buildings, yards and playgrounds under 
their control. 

The School Committee appropriates, out of the tax levy, for this branch 
of education such amount as it deems necessary. The Committee has also 
the right to appropriate the unexpected balance of the previous year, 
plus the estimated income for the current year. The appropriation for 
1955 is $768,097.26. 

The Department of Physical Education comprises | director, 1 associate 
director, 2 assistant directors, 4 elementary supervisors, 12 instructors of 
military science, 2 armorers, 34 women and 29 men instructors of physical 
education, 69 teacher coaches of athletics, high schools, 31 teacher coaches 
of athletics, junior high schools, 31 assistant teacher coaches, 63 play 
teachers. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS PARTLY MAINTAINED BY STATE. 

By Chapter 471, Acts of 1911, and Chapter 106, Acts of 1912, the State 
especially encourages the establishing of Independent Industrial Schools, 
allowing financial aid for their maintenance proportionate to the amount 
raised by local taxation and expended for all public schools. Under this: 
arrangement the School Committee is reimbursed by the State to the 
extent of one half the net maintenance cost of such industrial schools 
established in Boston thus far with the approval of the Massachusetts. 
Department of Education. By Chapter 805, Acts of 1913, Continuation 
Schools, for employed children between fourteen and sixteen years of age, 
were included under the same plan of State aid. The schools thus main- 
tained are the Boston Trade High School (for Boys), day and evening 
classes, Trade High School for Girls, Compulsory Continuation School, 
also part-time co-operative-industrial courses in Brighton, Charlestown, 
Dorchester High School, East Boston, Hyde Park, Roxbury Memoria] 
High School for Boys, and South Boston High, and practical arts courses 
in the evening elementary schools. 

For the agricultural course in the Jamaica Plain High School, the School 
Committee is reimbursed to the extent of two thirds of the cost of 
instruction. 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS. 

There are co-operative courses in eight high schools, as follows: 
Brighton (automobile mechanics), Charlestown (electricity), Dorchester 
(woodwork and upholstery), East Boston (machine shop practice), Hyde 
Park (machine shop practice), Jamaica Plain (agriculture), Roxbury 
Memorial High School for Boys (printing), and South Boston (sheet 
metal and auto body). 

Mechanic arts courses in shopwork are given in the following high 
schools: East Boston High School, Hyde Park High School, Roslindale 
High School, Roxbury Memorial High School (Boys), and South Boston 
High School. 
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There are 151 shops, including 8 classrooms used for drafting, in ele- 
mentary and junior high schools, in which the following named subjects 
are taught: drafting, electricity, interior decoration, machine shop practice, 
printing, sheet metal, woodwork, and diversified shop subjects. 

Cardboard construction and elementary bookbinding in the fourth and 
fifth grades, although taught by classroom teachers, are supervised by the 
department. 

Gardening is conducted by the department as an after-school and summer 
activity; home gardening in 56, and school gardening in 16 elementary 
and junior high districts and on a five-acre plot of City of Boston property 
in Woburn. 


HOME ECONOMICS. 


In the Department of Home Economics there are 161 teachers,* an 
assistant director and a director. 


There are 11 high schools offering courses in Home Economics: Brighton, 
Charlestown, Dorchester High, East Boston, Girls’ High, Hyde Park, 
Jamaica Plain,t Jeremiah E. Burke, Roslindale,t Roxbury Memorial 
High (Girls ),and South Boston. 


In the high schools of Boston there are 15 appointed teachers of Clothing; 
1 appointed teacher of Millinery, assigned to teach academic subjects; 
8 appointed teachers of Foods. Two of the appointed high school teachers 
of Foods have part-time programs in Clothing, and one has a Clothing 
and Health program. There are 20 standard clothing rooms, 11 foods 
laboratories, and 7 home practice suites. 


In the junior high and elementary schools there are 37 teachers of Foods, * 
one assigned to Special Classes and one assigned to M. Gertrude Godvin 
School; 92 teachers of Clothing,* two assigned to high schools, teaching 
Clothing and Foods. There are also 8 temporary teachers having programs 
that include both Clothing and Foods. 

There are 53 rooms equipped for instruction in foods, 17 of these foods 
laboratories have adjoining suites, and 119 classrooms are equipped for 
the teaching of clothing. 


EVENING HIGH, ELEMENTARY AND TRADE SCHOOLS. 


There are seven evening high schools: Brighton, Central (English High 
Schoolhouse), Dorchester (Jeremiah E. Burke Schoolhouse), East Boston 
(Joseph H. Barnes Schoolhouse), Roslindale, Roxbury (Boston Clerical 
Schoolhouse), and South Boston. These schools, the sessions of which 
are held on Tuesday and Thursday evenings, from 7 to 10 o’clock, are 
conducted in the several high schoolhouses of the districts named. All 
but the Central High are commercial schools. 


* Includes the M. Gertrude Godvin School and four teachers assigned from Trade 
High School for Girls. 


+ Jamaica Plain and Roslindale — Foods not taught, 
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There are ten evening elementary schools in session on Tuesday and 
Thursday evenings. 

There is one evening trade school, Boston Evening Trade School, with 
two branches located in the Brighton High and South Boston High School- 
houses. These schools are conducted on Tuesday and Thursday evenings, 
from 7 to 10 o’clock. 


DAY SCHOOL FOR IMMIGRANTS. 

In the Abraham Lincoln School there are classes for immigrants where in- 
struction in the English language is provided, classes being conducted 
daily (except Saturday) for three hours in the forenoon and two in the 
afternoon. 


CONTINUATION SCHOOL. 


Classes for boys and girls are held in the William Blackstone School, 
Blossom street, West End. 


All children fourteen to sixteen years of age employed under an employ- 
ment permit are required by law to attend the school four hours per week. 


USE OF SCHOOLHOUSES FOR EDUCATIONAL, SOCIAL, AND CIVIC 
PURPOSES. 


In 1912 the Schoo] Committee was authorized by statute to allow the 
use of buildings under their contro] by associations and individuals (other 
than school pupils) for educational, recreative, social, civic, philanthropic, 
and similar purposes at times when the schools were not in session. 
Under this arrangement there are now thirteen School Centers, each 
having a manager and largely attended on two evenings a week. More 
than 125 school buildings are also used by non-school center groups. 

The School Committee may annually appropriate for this purpose such 
amount as it deems necessary. The appropriation for 1955 was $131,701.15 
for salaries and supplies. Besides the renting of schoo] halls for club 
meetings, entertainments, etc., basements and other accommodations in 
schoolhouses are used by the Election Department as polling places, 
lighting and custodian service being paid for by the Election Department. 


PENSION AND RETIREMENT FUND FOR TEACHERS. 


The Schoo] Committee, by a majority vote of all its members, may 
retire with a pension any member of the teaching or supervising staff 
of the public day schools who has reached the age of sixty years, also 
such other members as are incapacitated for further efficient service. 

These pensions are paid to teachers who were retired before the estab- 
lishment of the Boston Retirement System, or who have not become 
members of the Boston Retirement System or State-Boston Retirement 
System. 
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The School Committee is authorized to provide for these pensions by 
appropriating annually such amount as it deems necessary, which, to- 
gether with the unexpended balance of the previous year, the amount of 
reimbursement from the Commonwealth, and the appropriation of accrued 
interest in the Permanent School Pension Fund, will pay pensions for 
the year. 

On December 31, 1955, the Permanent School Pension Fund amounted 
to $778,041.65, and 265 retired teachers were receiving pensions therefrom. 

The Boston Teachers’ Retirement Fund Association, started in 1900, 
is at present paying $120 per year to 1,072 annuitants, the total amount 
of its fund on August 31, 1955, being $2,503,551.93. At that date 2,415 
teachers were contributing $18 per year to the Fund.

At the City Election held November 5, 1929, on the referendum — 
‘‘Shall chapter 351, of the Acts of 1929, entitled ‘An Act to establish a 
board of commissioners of school buildings and a department of school 
buildings in the city of Boston’ be accepted?” there were 110,453 votes 
in favor, 57,276 against, and 50,632 blanks. 


By the provisions of the Act, the board “‘shall consist of three citizens 
of Boston who otherwise are neither officials nor employees of said city, 
one of whom shall be appointed by the mayor . . . without approval 
by the civil service commissioners, one by the school committee, and one 
shall be chosen by the two so appointed, or shall be appointed by the 
governor if the appointees of the mayor and school committee fail to 
choose a commissioner as aforesaid within thirty days after a second 
of such appointees has been appointed.”’ 

According to section 2 of the Act, the Department of School Buildings 
is established, to be under the charge of a superintendent of construction 
who shall be elected by the board of commissioners, to serve at the pleasure 
of the board. 


Upon the election of a superintendent of construction, the board of 


schoolhouse commissioners of the schoolhouse department and said 
department shall be abolished. 
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POLICE DEPARTMENT.

The City is divided into seventeen Police Divisions, in each of which is 
a station house, the quarters of a captain and a force of men. 

The Bureau of Criminal Investigation, a central detective agency of the 
Department, located in Headquarters building, and consisting of several 
subdivisions, is operated on a large scale and in an efficient manner. 
Members of this Bureau investigate felonies committed within the juris- 
diction of the City of Boston. In addition to its divisions for investiga- 
tion of reports of automobiles stolen, lost and stolen property, and homi- 
cides, squads are assigned to cover the following phases of police work 
and investigation: Banking, express thieves, general investigation, 
hotels, narcotics, pawnbrokers, including junk-shop keepers and dealers in 
second-hand articles, pickpockets, radical and shopping crimes. A night 
motor patrol squad performs duty throughout the city, to prevent, so far 
as possible, the commission of crime and, if acts of violence or other serious 
crimes have been committed, to arrest and prosecute the offenders. 
Criminal identification, fingerprints and photographs, missing persons, 
warrants and summonses are handled by this Bureau. The Bureau also 
handles cases of fugitives from justice and conducts hundreds of investi- 
gations during the course of a year for various police departments through- 
out the United States and foreign countries. Further, it cooperates 
in every way possible with outside police departments in the investigation 
of crime and prosecution of criminals. Supervision of the daily line-up 
of all prisoners arrested for serious offenses is conducted by this Bureau. 

The criminal identification division of this Department has continued 
to prove of great value and stands in favorable comparison with identi- 
fication units of the most advanced departments. 

Advancements and changes are constantly being made to maintain 
efficiency of various divisions of the Bureau of Criminal Investigation. 
To bring about this efficiency of service, equipment of the Bureau is con- 
tinually being augmented by addition of modern identification apparatus. 


Files of the Bureau of Criminal Investigation contain records of assign- 
ments made in the Bureau and all records of arrests made throughout the 
Department. 

On file, also, are reports of all felonies committed within the city and all 
reports of investigation of these felonies. 
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The Bureau of Operations supervises the development and mainte- 
nance of the system of operations of the Department, including two police 
broadcasting stations, ‘‘KCA860,” located at Police Headquarters and 
on the roof of the new Courthouse Building, Pemberton Square; the 
Jatter station being operated by remote control from the Bureau of Opera- 
tions at Police Headquarters. 


These broadcasting stations insure speedy response to a call for police 
assistance and render possible speedy dissemination of information and 
quick concentration of necessary police power at a point where needed. 


The Boston Police Department is completely equipped with modern 
two-way radio. There are 119 police cars, 4 police boats, and 29 combina- 
tion patrol wagons and ambulances, fully equipped with two-way radio 
telephone. Police automobiles with two-way radio are moving through 
all parts of the city day and night. Any part of the city may be reached 
by a police radio car in a very few moments after receipt of a radio message 
from either of the broadcasting stations. 


The radio has been a very important factor in the prompt apprehension 
of law violators as well as increasing the number of arrests. In many 
instances, the offenders have been taken into custody while in the act of 
committing crime. 


The Traffic Division is located in the Police Building, 229 Milk street. 
Its commanding officer is responsible for proper regulation of traffic condi- 
tions and for safety of the public using the highways from 8 a.m. to 
12 o’clock midnight, within the intown section of the city. 


The Property Clerk’s Office is charged with the care of all police buildings, 
lost, stolen and abandoned property, money or other property alleged to 
have been illegally obtained, and all] articles and property taken from 
persons arrested for any cause. In its custody are also placed all seized 
liquor and gaming implements which come into possession of the Depart- 
ment. 

All orders for supplies, building maintenance, repair work, plumbing, 
steamfitting, etc., uniforms and equipment are issued by this office. 

The Commissioner appoints a Harbor Master and assistants from the 
police force. The following motor Jaunches are used in this service: the 
“Michael H. Crowley,” a 60-foot craft, the “William H. Pierce” and 
the ‘“‘ William H. McShane,’’ both 38-foot crafts; and a Chris-Craft 16-foot 
speedboat named the “‘ Warren C. Perkins.” 

The Police Department is responsible for the annual listing of all resi- 
dents within the city 20 years of age or over. 


On January 1, 1956, the police force numbered 2,860.

The Finance Commission is constituted under the Amended Charter of 
1909. It consists of five commissioners appointed by the Governor and 
confirmed by the Executive Council, the term of each being five years. 
The Chairman of the Commission is named by the Governor. The members 
of the Commission, other than the chairman, serve without pay. 


It is the duty of the Commission to investigate, at its discretion, all 
matters relating to appropriations, loans, expenditures, accounts and 
methods of administration affecting the City of Boston or the County 
of Suffolk, or any of their departments, and to report upon its investi- 
gations from time to time to the Mayor, the City Council, the Governor 
or the General Court. 


The Commission is required to make an annual report, in January, to 
the General Court. It is also the duty of the Commission to report to 
the Mayor, the City Auditor or the City Treasurer as to the validity or 
proper amount of any doubtful pay roll, bill or claim referred to it by them.

The Licensing Board for the City of Boston was established by Statutes 
of 1906, Chapter 291. It consists of three members appointed by the 
Governor, with the advice and consent of the Council. They must be 
citizens of Boston who have resided in Boston for at least two years pre- 
ceding the date of their appointment. The two principal political parties 
must be represented on the Board and the term of the members is fixed 
at six years after the first appointment, which was for six, four, and two 
years. The Board was created to exercise all the powers and perform all 
the duties conferred upon the Board of Police of the City of Boston rela- 
tive to intoxicating liquors (now called alcoholic beverages), innholders, 
common victuallers, billiard and pool tables, sippio tables, bowling alleys, 
intelligence offices, picnic groves, and skating rinks. By Chapter 169 
of the Acts of 1936 skating rinks are now licensed by the Licensing Division 
of the Mayor’s office. 

The fee fixed by Section 202 of Chapter 140 of the General Laws is 
not less than $2 for each class of license, with the exception of licenses 
for common victuallers and innholders. The fees for common victualler 
and innholder licenses were fixed by Section 2, Chapter 140, of the General 
Laws, at not more than $5 for each license. By statutory authority the 
City Council has fixed the fee of $15 for common victuallers and $25 
for innholders without alcoholic beverages; with alcoholic beverages, 
innholder’s fee is $5. 

By Statutes of 1909, Chap. 423, the Board was given the right to issue 
licenses to ‘‘Sunday dealers in ice cream, or confectionery, or soda water 
or fruit,’’ the fee for such licenses not to exceed $6. 

The City Council has fixed the fee of $15 for common victuallers, 
$6 for Sunday dealers in ice cream, or confectionery, or soda water or 
fruit, and a fee of $3 for retail vendors of soft drinks. 

By Statutes of 1918, Chap. 259, the Board was granted the right to 
issue licenses to lodging houses. No fee was to be charged. By Statutes 
of 1921, Chap. 59, a fee of not more than $2 was allowed, if established 
by the City Council. In 1952 the City Council established the fee for 
lodging houses as follows: up to 9 rooms $5; 10 to 19 rooms, $10; 20 rooms 
and over $25. 

By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 392, the Board was given the right to license 
‘retail vendors of soft drinks.’”’ The fee for such license was not to 
exceed $1. By statutory authority the Citv Council has fixed the fee of 
$3 for such license. 
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By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 485, the ‘‘ firearm” law was amended, giving 
the licensing of vendors of firearms to this Board. The law relates to 
the renting, selling or leasing of firearms, and the word firearms includes 
a pistol, revolver or other weapon from which a shot or bullet can be 
discharged, and of which the length of barrel not including any revolving, 
detachable or magazine breech does not exceed twelve inches, and a 
machine gun irrespective of the length of the barrel. It does not include 
antique firearms incapable of use, nor sales of firearms at wholesale. The 
fee for such license to be fixed by the Board not to exceed $15. 


By Statutes of 1926, Chap. 299, the Board was given the right to grant 
entertainment licenses in places where such entertainment was carried on 
in conjunction with sale for cash of food or drink six days of week but not 
on Sundays. No fee was to be charged to common victuallers and inn- 
holders carrying on such entertainment, but a fee of $5 could be charged to 
persons selling drinks who carried on an entertainment. Entertainments 
consist of dancing, music, cabaret, or amusements. 


By Chapter 284 of the Acts of 1933, the Board was given authority to 
grant victuallers’ licenses to clubs, societies, associations or other organiza- 
tions which dispense food and beverages on their premises, to their stock- 
holders or members and their guests and to none others. 


By Chapter 376 of the Acts of 1933, now Chapter 138 of the General 
Laws, the Board was given the authority to issue alcoholic beverage 
licenses to common victuallers, innholders, taverns, clubs and retail 
druggist and package stores, and to suspend or revoke the same after a 
hearing. 


Nots: Chapter 120 of the Acts of 1933, which gave the Board authority 
to issue non-alcoholic beverage licenses containing not more than 3.2 per 
cent of alcohol, was repealed when the new alcoholic law (Chap. 376) was 
enacted. Any 3.2 licensee could carry on his business until May 1, 1934; 
or could surrender his license and get a refund, or a credit on the fee paid 
for an alcoholic beverage license. 


By Chapter 183 of the Acts of 1946, the Board was given the authority 
to charge a fee, not exceeding one dollar, for the issuance of a duplicate of 
any license granted and issued by said Board. 


By Statute of 1949, Chapter 361, the Board was given the right to 
license mechanical amusement devices and regulate the operation thereof. 


By Statutes of 1953, Chapter 622, in addition to the notice which the 
Licensing Board for the City of Boston is required by law to give to the 
public concerning applications for new licenses, under Sections 12, 15 or 
30A of Chapter 138 of the General Laws, and applications for transfer of 
location of said licenses, it shall also give notice of such applications to the 
state representatives of each representative district affected by the appli- 
cation, and also to such persons, groups, and organizations as have formally 
requested in writing that such notice be given them for license applications 
in a designated representative district.

The Franklin Foundation is incorporated under Chapter 569 of the 
Acts of 1908, a board of citizens being named therein to act for the City 
in the control of the Franklin Fund and in maintaining the Franklin 
Technical Institute as an independent technical institute for adults. 


The Franklin Fund is the proceeds of a bequest of one thousand pounds 
to “the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston in Massachusetts”? made by 
Benjamin Franklin, in a codicil to his will dated June 23, 1789. The 
codicil provided that the fund “if accepted by the Inhabitants of the 
Town of Boston” be managed ‘‘under the direction of the Select Men, 
united with the Ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational and 
Presbyterian Churches in that Town,’’ who were to make loans on certain 
conditions to ‘“‘young married artificers, under the Age of twenty-five 
years,” 

Dr. Franklin, who died April 17, 1790, calculated that, in one hundred 
years, the thousand pounds would grow to one hundred and thirty-one 
thousand Pounds ‘‘of which,”’ he says, ‘‘I would have the Managers then 
lay out at their discretion one hundred thousand Pounds in Public Works 
which may be judged of most general utility to the Inhabitants 
The remaining thirty-one thousand Pounds I would have continued to be 
let out on interest in the manner above directed for another hundred 
years . . . At the end of this second Term, if no unfortunate acci- 
dent has prevented the operation the sum will be Four millions and Sixty- 
one thousand Pounds Sterling, of which I leave one Million sixty-one 
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Thousand Pounds to the Disposition of the Inhabitants of the Town of 
Boston, and Three Millions to the disposition of the Government of the 
State, not presuming to carry my views farther.’’ The Town accepted 
the donation at a Town Meeting held June 1, 1790. 

A futile suit brought by the Franklin Heirs in 1891 prevented the 
division of the fund at the expiration of one hundred years; but on 
January 17, 1894, by direction of the three ministers and the Board of 
Aldermen of the City, which board claimed to be the successors of the 
“Selectmen’’, $329,300.48 (13% of the fund) was paid to the City Treasurer, 
for “the purchase of land and the erection thereon of the Franklin Tech- 
nical Institute and for the equipment of the same.’’ Owing to a series of 
complications the money remained in the custody of the Treasurer. 
Mayor Collins, in 1902, caused a petition of the City to be filed in the 
Supreme Judicial Court, praying for instructions as to the authority of 
the persons then acting as Managers of the fund. The Court rendered 
an opinion November 25, 1903 (184 Mass. 373) to the effect that the 
three ministers were Managers of the fund under Franklin’s will, but 
that the Aldermen did not succeed the “Selectmen” as Managers and 
had no powers with reference to it. The Court, under its general power 
to care for public charitable funds, appointed, on March 16, 1904, nine 
Managers to take the place of the ‘‘Selectmen,” and provided in the 
decree of the Court, that the Mayor of Boston should be one, ex officio. 
Suecessors to the other eight are appointed by the Court. In 1908 the 
Franklin Fund Managers were incorporated as Franklin Foundation by 
the special act already referred to, which was clarified by amendments 
in 1927 and 1953. In 1931 the Court held the incorporation to be con- 
stitutional, since it did not change the composition or duties with respect 
to the Franklin Fund of the Board of Managers, and answered various 
questions which had been raised (276 Mass. 549). 

On December 2, 1905, the City Treasurer received from Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie $408,396.48, said sum being equal to the amount of the ex- 
pendable portion of the Franklin Fund in August, 1904, which Mr. 
Carnegie agreed to duplicate. Only the annual income from this fund 
is used. 

On November 17, 1927, $100,000 was received by the Foundation from 
the estate of the late James J. Storrow, the income to be used for main- 
tenance of Franklin Technical Institute. 

In 1906 the City appropriated $100,000, raised by a 20-year loan, to 
purchase a building site of about 16,000 square feet at the corner of 
Appleton and Berkeley Streets. On January 31, 1907, the amount avail- 
able to be “laid out”’ by the Managers was $438,741.98 and in that year 
the Franklin Technical Institute Building was erected and equipped at 
a cost of $438,528.80. It was opened in September, 1908, as a Technical 
Institute to train young men and women for positions of supervision in 
industry. In 1941 the name was legally changed to Franklin Technical 
Institute. It is maintained partly by tuition fees ($207,557 for the 
fiseal year 1955), and income from the above mentioned Funds (i.e., the 
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Andrew Carnegie donation and the Storrow bequest). The building 
contains 12 classrooms, 5 draughting rooms, and 6 shops and 13 labora- 
tories. There is also an auditorium with a seating capacity of 927. Seven 
hundred eighty-six (786) adult students received instruction at evening 
sessions and 236 in day courses during the school year of 1955. 


The Franklin Fund (Second Part) will become available in 1991.

The late George Robert White, who died in Boston, January 27, 1922, 
left the residue of his estate to the City of Boston to be held as a per- 
manent charitable trust fund, ‘‘the net income only to be used for creating 
works of public utility and beauty, for the use and enjoyment of the 
inhabitants of the City of Boston.” 


The control and management of the fund is in the hands of a board of 
five trustees, consisting of the Mayor as Chairman, the President of the 
City Council, the City Auditor, the President of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce and the President of the Bar Association of the City of Boston. 


At a meeting of the Trustees held on Tuesday, April 5, 1938, it was 
unanimously voted that the services of a paid Manager be engaged. In 
accordance with this vote the custody, care, control and management of 
all real estate constituting a part of the George Robert White Fund is 
now in the hands of a Manager; all legal matters are attended to by the 
Corporation Counsel; all financial disbursements and investments are 
in the hands of the Collector-Treasurer; all collections and receipts are 
handled by the Collector-Treasurer; and the examination of all bills and 
demands rendered against the Fund, together with the approval of all 
expenditures and the auditing of all accounts, rests with the City Auditor. 


Health Units have been provided at Baldwin Place and North Margin 
Street in the North End, at Paris and Emmons Streets, East Boston, at 
Dorchester and West Fourth Streets, South Boston, at Blue Hill Avenue 
and Savin Street, Roxbury, at High and Elm Streets, Charlestown, at 
Blossom and Parkman Streets, West End, at Whittier and Hampshire 
Streets, Roxbury, at Central Avenue, Hyde Park, and at Blue Hill Avenue 
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and Harvard Street, Dorchester, in the hope of being able, by proper 
instruction, to better the living and health conditions of the communities 
in the congested districts. 

A Prado has been established at Hanover and Unity streets in the 
North End, to provide an open air space for the residents of the North 
End. In 1935, the Trustees voted to change the name of the Prado to 
Paul Revere Mall. 

In the spring of 1936 the Trustees voted to establish a wading pool 
and locker building in the yard in the rear of the Whittier Street Health 
Unit, Roxbury. The wading pool and locker building have since been in 
full operation for the use and enjoyment of the inhabitants of the City. 

In the summer of 1936 the Trustees voted to have thirteen memoria 
bronze tablets fabricated and placed in the walls of the Paul Revere Mall 
in the North End. The inscriptions to be placed on these tablets in- 
volved considerable research work and as a consequence these tablets 
were not completed until the summer of 1940. This was done as an im- 
provement to the Mall. 

On January 27, 1940, the Trustees voted to purchase an equestrian 
statue of Paul Revere — made by Cyrus E. Dallin, sculptor —to be 
placed in the Paul Revere Mall in the North End, as an addition and 
further improvement in accordance with provision of the will. 

On September 22, 1940, the Trustees dedicated the thirteen bronze 
tablets and the statue of Paul Revere at the Paul Revere Mall in the 
North End. 

In the summer of 1941 the Trustees voted to establish a number of 
play spaces, fully equipped, in various sections of the City from the 
Income of the Fund, for the use and enjoyment of children under 12 years 
of age. It was voted to establish the first four play spaces at the following 


locations: 
Pitts and Hale Streets, in the West End. 


London and Decatur Streets, in East Boston. 
Troy and Rochester Streets, in the South End. 
King and Roxbury Streets, in Roxbury. 

This chain of play spaces consists of the most modern architecture: 
wading pools, play-yard equipment, concrete seats, concrete sandboxes, 
etc., and is a great asset to the City. 

Starting in the spring of 1946 and ending in the fall of 1949 the Trustees 
of the Fund voted to establish the following projects from the Income of 
the Fund: 

Health Unit at Central avenue and Elm street, Hyde Park. 

Health Unit at Blue Hill avenue and Harvard street, Dorchester. 

Swimming Pool, Diving Pool and Locker Building, Doherty 
Heights, Charlestown. 

Schoolboy Stadium in Franklin Park. 

War Memorial] Center in the Fens. 

Swimming Pool, Diving Pool and Locker Building, Commercial 
street, North End Park. 

War Memorial, Veterans Section, Mt. Hope Cemetery.

The Boston Housing Authority, established in accordance with the 
Housing Authority Law of the Commonwealth, consists of five members, 
who may be compensated at the rate of $25 per day for the Chairman, 
and $20 per day for a member other than the Chairman. As the terms 
of the members expire, successors are appointed by the same appointive 
power for terms of five years. 

The Authority is charged with investigation to determine the un- 
sanitary and sub-standard housing conditions existing within its juris- 
diction which cannot readily be remedied by private enterprise, and the 
clearance, replanning and reconstruction of such areas. With the approval 
of the State Housing Board and the Mayor, it is empowered to enter 
into agreement with any agency of Government for assistance, financial 
or otherwise, to remedy such substandard conditions. 

Fifteen federally-aided developments consisting of 10,156 units in the 
City are now operated by the Authority. All of them, with the exception 
of the development in the Bay View section of South Boston, are operated 
for the housing of low-income families, preference being given to veterans 
and servicemen. This development in the Bay View section which was 
constructed by the Authority was subsequently sold to the Federal Gov- 
ernment to house war workers. It is operated by the Authority, under 
lease from the Federal Government, and tenancy is now restricted to 
veterans and servicemen with families. Old Harbor Village, South Boston, 
the only Development built by the Federal Government, is now leased to 
the Authority to house low-income tenants. 

Also acting under the provisions of Chapters 372 and 568 of the Acts of 

946 as amended by Chapter 479 of the Acts of 1947, the Authority has 
provided 991 permanent one- and two-family homes, as well as 315 multiple 
dwellings for veterans of World War II. These were rented to veterans at 
reasonable rents provided that no later than one year after the termination 
of the emergency period, such dwelling units shall be offered for sale at 
their fair market value and disposed of as rapidly as is consistent with 
sound business judgment. 
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As of December 31, 1955, 487 houses of the 504 built have been sold or 
are under agreement for sale and all are expected to be sold in early 1956. 
Of the five multiple dwelling developments offered for sale in late 1955, 
Arborway, which consists of 120 apartments was sold. The other four 
consisting of 195 apartments are under agreement for sale which is ex- 
pected to be consummated in the early part of 1956. 

The City of Boston has issued bonds totaling $16,500,000 for the 
purpose of carrying out this program. 

The basic Housing Authority Law was amended in 1948 by Chapter 
200. This legislation provided for State aid to local authorities in build- 
ing homes for veterans’ families of low income by means of State guarantee 
of the principal and interest on local housing authority notes or bonds 
issued for this purpose and annual subsidy by the State not to exceed 24 
per cent of total development costs, for 40 years. Veterans of World 
War II, and other veterans with families of low income, receive preference 
in this program in that order. 

Under this legislation, 3,681 dwelling units have been built and occupied. 

Under Chapter 667 of the Acts of 1954 local housing authorities are 
empowered to build housing for elderly persons of low income. This 
authority is now making a study to determine the need for such housing 
in the City of Boston. 


UrBAN REDEVELOPMENT DIVISION. 


In 1946 the Housing Authority Law was amended to allow the Boston 
Housing Authority to become the Redevelopment Agency for the City 
of Boston. 

In 1949 amendments were made to the United States Housing Act of 
1937 making funds available to local communities for urban redevelop- 
ment with the net cost of such urban redevelopment land preparation 
to be shared by the Federal and local governments on a two-thirds basis, 
one-third respectively. 

In 1950 the Authority made application to the Division of Slum Clear- 
ance and Urban Redevelopment in Washington for preliminary approval 
of three areas in Boston to be redeveloped. This application was for 
clearance of substandard areas in the South End and West End, and for 
the development of a predominantly vacant land area in Mattapan. 

As of March 1, 1955, the status of the redevelopment areas was aa 
follows: 

New York Streets Area, 

During 1954, the Housing and Home Finance Agency approved the 
plans for this redevelopment and authorized the Authority to obtain the 
necessary local approvals required by law. The Planning Board, the 
Mayor and the Council approved the plans late in November of 1954. 
The plans were submitted to the State Housing Board in January, 1955, 
and approved on February 24, 1955. 

On May 27, 1955, a Loan and Grant Contract was executed between the 
Boston Housing Authority and the Housing and Home Finance Agency 
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to carry out the redevelopment projects. Under this contract, the Federal 
Government agreed to make (1) capital grants totaling $2,850,000 approxi- 
mately, and (2) temporary loans amounting to $4,300,000. Net project 
costs are estimated at $4,300,000 approximately, one third of which is to 
be borne by the City of Boston. . 

Engineering surveys and title searches were made in preparation for an 
eminent domain taking. An Order of Taking was filed on July 27, 1955, 
and title to the project area vested to the Authority on July 28, 1955. 

During 1955, the relocation of families from the project area was under- 
taken. One-half of the area was let out for demolition and is substantially 
demolished. During 1956, the remaining half of the area will be 
demolished. The new streets, new water and sewer systems will be in- 
stalled. It is expected that demolition will be completed by April. Site 
improvements should be completed by the end of 1956. Meanwhile, 
plans will be made for the disposition of the land after clearance for re- 
development by private enterprise simultaneously with the installation 
of the new site improvements. 


The West End Area. 

Final plans for the West End project were completed and submitted 
to the Housing and Home Finance Agency in July of 1955. Because of 
priority given to flood disaster projects, the Federal Government delayed 
review of the plans. The Authority was advised that some additional 
documentation was needed prior to receiving Federal approval. It is 
expected that the additional material will be submitted in February, 1956, 
and approval from the Government will be forthcoming in March of 
1956, after which the local approvals will have to be obtained from the 
City Planning Board, City Council and State Housing Board before a 
Loan and Grant Contract can be executed. It is expected that a Loan 
and Grant Contract can be executed in July, 1956. 


The Mattapan Area. 

Preliminary plans were completed and submitted to the Housing and 
Home Finance Agency in 1954. Authorization for final planning advances 
was held in abeyance by Housing and Home Finance Agency pending 
a determination on this type of a project (predominantly open land). 
Late in 1955 the Housing and Home Finance Agency recommended con- 
sideration of revisions in site plans entailing development at higher 
densities. Revision of site plans, site improvement plans and cost esti- 
mates were requested. In the next month or two these requested re- 
visions will be submitted to the Federal Government. If approval is 
given, a planning advance will be authorized to complete final planning 
studies during 1956. 


Urban Renewal and the Housing Act of 1954, as amended. 


The 1954 Housing Act requires that each locality prepare for certifica- 
tion by the Administrator, Housing and Home Finance Agency, a Work- 
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able Program for the elimination of blight and the prevention of the 
recurrence of blight. Until this Workable Program is prepared and 
certified, no Federal assistance will be given to any locality for Urban 
Renewal. 

The Chairman of the Authority and the Chief of Urban Redevelop- 
ment were appointed by the Mayor on a Committee to prepare a ‘‘ Work- 
able Program” for Boston. The Committee, with the cooperation of the 
Planning Board staff, prepared a Workable Program which was sub- 
mitted by the Mayor to the Administrator of the Housing and Home 
Finance Agency in October, 1955. Certification by the Administrator is 
expected in February of 1956. This certification makes Boston eligible 
for Federal financial assistance for urban renewal projects. 

Commissioner James W. Follin, Urban Renewal Administration, has 
pledged $10,000,000 in capital grants to Boston for Urban Renewal 
Projects. 

The City Council appropriated $10,000 for use by the Authority to 
make application for three or more Urban Renewal Projects. It is ex- 
pected that three or more applications will be filed by the Authority for 
Urban Renewal Projects by May or June of 1956.

This organization was incorporated under the laws of Massachusetts 
on October 25, 1915. 


The incorporators were twenty-one in number and included, besides 
the Mayor, the Corporation Counsel, the City Auditor, City Treasurer, 
Park Commissioner, the Principal Assessor and fifteen other city employees 
occupying responsible positions. At the date of this report, 1956, four 
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of the original incorporators are still alive, namely: Ex-Mayor James M. 
Curley, Wilfred J. Doyle, Chairman of the Boston Retirement Board, 
James J. Mahar, Chairman of the Boston Housing Authority, and 
Henry C. Mildram, retired civil engineer. 

Since its incorporation the Credit Union has been functioning for the 
benefit of the city employee by the promotion of thrift among its mem- 
bers and the loaning of money to members in need of financial assistance. 
These loans are made at a low rate of interest, saving the borrower from 
the exorbitant rates charged by loan agencies. During 1955 loans made 
to members amounted to $1,819,479.65 and a total of $22,224,355.27 has 
been loaned since organization. Approximately 90 per cent of the bor- 
rowers have their weekly loan payment deducted from their salary by 
means of the payroll deduction plan. 

The Credit Union at the present time has assets of $976,916.17 and 
reserves of $124,438.97, with 10,793 members, 4,988 of which are borrowers. 

Most departments of the City or County government are represented 
on the board of directors which consists of 21 members. Seven of these 
directors are elected each year for a three year term.

The Commission succeeded to the authority given to the Sheriff of 


Suffolk County over the Suffolk County Court House, in Chapter 525 . 


of the Acts of 1922, and took over the management and control of the 
Court House upon its completion during 1939, by the Special Commis- 
sion created under Chapter 474 of the Acts of 1935 for providing additional 
accommodations and facilities for the Suffolk County Court House.’ 
A thirty per cent contribution by the Commonwealth to the annua! 
costs and charges of maintenance and operation of the Court House began 
in the calendar year 1939 when the additional Court House enlargements 
and improvements, made under authority of Chapter 474 of the Acts of 
1935, were ‘“‘substantially completed’’ and in ‘‘actual use,’’ and the re- 
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maining seventy per cent is paid by the City of Boston. While the 
Commonwealth now pays thirty per cent of the operating costs of the 
Court House, it has taken no part in its operations, other than the exercise 
of its authority in the make-up of the Commission in charge.

Chapter 489 of the Acts of 1906, establishing a court to be known as 
the Boston Juvenile Court for the ‘“‘Care, Custody and Discipline of 
Juvenile Offenders,” provides for the transfer to said court of the juris- 
dictions, authority and powers hitherto vested in the Municipal Court of 
Boston, under Chapter 334 of the Acts of 1908. The Act took effect 
September 1, 1906. 

The jurisdiction of the Court has been increased from time to time so 
that, at the present time, the Court has concurrent jurisdiction with the 
Boston Municipal Court over adults who commit the offences of Con- 
tributing to the Delinquency of Children under the age of 17 and against 
parents for neglect of minor children, and against parents for failing to 
have children attend school. 

The Justice, Special Justices and Clerk of this Court are appointed by 
the Governor.

Brimmer’s term of office till the election of his successor, Thomas A. Davis, the Chairman 
of the Board of Aldermen, William Parker, performed the duties of Mayor. 

In the interim between the death of Mayor Davis, on November 22, 1845, and the 
election on December 11, 1845, of his successor, Josiah Quincy, Jr., Benson Leavitt, Chair- 
man of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor. 

There were three ballotings for the election of Mayor for 1854, between December 12, 
1853, and January 9, 1854. In the meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by 
Benjamin L. Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

In 1873 Mayor Pierce resigned his office on November 29, on his election to the Congress 
of the United States. During the remainder of the municipal year Leonard R. Cutter, 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, served ez officio as Acting Mayor. 

Mayor Collins died on September 14, 1905. Daniel A. Whelton, Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year, vis., 
September 15, 1905, to January 1, 1906. 

Mayor Tobin, having been elected Governor, resigned January 4, 1945. By Chapter 4 
of the Acts of 1945, the President of the City Council was given all the powers of the 
Mayor and served from January 25, 1945, for the remainder of the year. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 580 of the Acts of 1947, City Clerk John B. Hynes 
served, under the title of Temporary Mayor, with full powers as Mayor, for the period 
from June 26 to November 28, 1947, during the absence of Mayor Curley.

met by the income of said works and any excess over income from 
taxes; that the appropriation for the Sumner Traffic Tunnel be met 
by the income from tolls and any excess over income from taxes, in 
accordance with the provisions of section 11, chapter 297, of the Acts 
of 1929, as amended by chapter 74 of the Acts of 1935; that appropriations

ORDINANCES OF 1956, CHAPTER 1. 


ESTABLISHING A PUBLIC HEALTH COUNCIL 
AND ESTABLISHING ITS POWERS AND 
DUTIES. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Fifty-six 


Be wt ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Chapter 17 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, as 
most recently amended by section 31 of chapter 2 of 
the Ordinances of 1954, is hereby further amended by 
inserting after section 3 the following section: 

SECTION 3A. There shall also be in the health 
division a board, known as the Public Health Council, 
consisting of nine members appointed by the mayor, 
of whom at least one shall be a registered physician, 
one a registered dentist, one a representative of an 
industry engaged in handling food, one a representative 
of another industry, one a representative of labor, 
and one a housewife. The members of the public 
health council first appointed shall serve, according 
to the provisions of their respective appointments. 
for terms commencing upon their respective dates of 
appointment and expiring, in the case of three members, 
one year, in the case of three other members, two years, 
and in the case of three other members, three years, 
from May 1, 1956. As the term of any such member,

or of any subsequent member, expires, his successor 
shall be appointed by the mayor for a term of three 
years. Any vacancy in the office of a member shall 
be filled by the mayor for the unexpired term. The 
mayor shall from time to time designate one of the 
members of the public health council as chairman 
and another as vice chairman. The members of the 
public health council shall serve without compensation. 

It shall be the duty of the public health council (a) 
to make, upon its own initiative or at the request of 
the mayor, the director of administrative services or 
the health commissioner, studies and recommendations 
with respect to the organization, activities, policies, pro- 
cedures and budget of the health division, (b) to review 
from time to time such rules and regulations of the 
health commissioner as may then be in force and report 
to the health commissioner its findings with respect 
to the adequacy thereof and its recommendations, if 
any, for the amendment or repeal thereof or for new 
rules and regulations, and (c) to advise the health 
commissioner on such matters within the scope of his 
duties as he may refer to said council. 

The public health council shall not be subject to the 
supervision or control of the health commissioner; 
nor shall it take part in the conduct of the executive 
or administrative business of the health department; 
but unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, it shall not 
communicate with the mayor, or make any annual 
or other report, except through the health commissioner.

No person shall coast on any sled or other 
like vehicle in any street not designated therefor by the 
Boston traffic commission.

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ORDINANCES OF 1956, CHAPTER. 3. 


REORGANIZING THE ADMINISTRATIVE 
SERVICES DEPARTMENT AND CREATING 
THEREIN THE OFFICE OF SUPERVISOR 
OF BUDGETS. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Fifty-six. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Section 1. The first paragraph of section 5 of chapter 
3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, as amended, is 
hereby further amended by striking out clause (1) as 
appearing in section 3 of chapter 8 of the Ordinances 
of 1953, and inserting in place thereof the following 
clause: 

(1) The director of administrative services, fifteen 
thousand dollars; the supervisor of budgets, ninety-five 
hundred dollars; the supervisor of personnel, ninety-five 
hundred dollars; and the purchasing agent, ninety-five 
hundred dollars. 

Section 2. Section 1 of chapter 3A of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947, as amended by section 13 of chapter 
2 of the Ordinances of 1954, is hereby further amended 
by striking out the first two sentences and inserting in 
place thereof the following sentences:—There shall be 
in the city a department, known as the Administrative 
Services Department, which shall be under the charge 
of a board, known as the Administrative Services 
Board, consisting of an officer, known as the Director 
of Administrative Services, who shall be chairman of 
the board, an officer known as the Supervisor of Budgets, 
an officer known as the Supervisor of Personnel, an 
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officer known as the Purchasing Agent, and the assessor 
of taxes, the city auditor and the collector-treasurer, 
ex officiis. The director of administrative services, the 
supervisor of budgets, the supervisor of personnel, and 
the purchasing agent shall each be appointed by the 
mayor for a term expiring on the first Monday of the 
January following the next biennial municipal election 
at which a mayor is elected, and shall devote their 
whole time to the duties of their respective offices. 

Section 3. Chapter 3A of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out section 3, 
as appearing in section 9 of chapter 8 of the Ordinances 
of 1953, and inserting in place thereof the following 
section :— 

Section 3. The supervisor of budgets shall, under the 
direction of the mayor and in consultation with the 
director of administrative services, prepare in segregated 
form the annual and all supplementary budgets to be. 
submitted by the mayor to the city council, and shall 
report to the mayor on all subsequent revisions of the 
items in any budget. The supervisor of budgets shall 
also prepare, under the direction of the mayor and in 
consultation with the director of administrative services, 
all transfer orders to be submitted by the mayor to the 
city council under section 3B of chapter 486 of the acts 
of 1909. The supervisor of budgets shall further pre- 
pare, under the direction of the mayor and in consulta- 
tion with the director of administrative services, the 
form of estimate sheets to be used by each officer, board 
and department, and each division of a department, 
for which the city appropriates money, and the form of 
monthly report of such officer, board and department, 
and each division thereof, showing expenditures to date 
of all appropriations by item. The supervisor of budgets 
shall, in addition, have the powers and perform the 
duties conferred or imposed on the budget commissioner 
by any statute other than section 56 of chapter 35 of 
the General Laws. 

Section 4.. The powers and duties conferred or im- 
posed on the director of administrative services by 
section 3 of chapter 3A of the Revised Ordinances of 
1947, as appearing in section 9 of chapter 8 of the 
Ordinances of 1953, and the appropriations relating to 
such powers and duties, are hereby transferred to the 
supervisor of budgets created by section 2 of this 
ordinance. 


REORGANIZING ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES DEpr. 3 


Section 5. Every person holding an office or position 
subject to the civil service laws and rules shall, if the 
office or position is abolished by this ordinance, be 
reappointed without civil service examination or registra- 
tion to a similar office or position with similar status in 
a new department or agency, or division of either, 
created, or a department or agency, or division of either, 
not abolished, by this ordinance; and every such person 
shall, upon such reappointment, retain all rights to re- 
tirement with pension that shall have accrued or would 
thereafter accrue to him; and his services shall be 
deemed to have been continuous to the same extent 
as if such abolition had not taken place. As used in 
this section, the term ‘‘agency”’ shall be construed as 
defined in section 5 of chapter 486 of the acts of 1909 as 
amended by section 1 of chapter 473 of the acts of 1953. 

SEecTION 6. This ordinance shall be deemed to be 
made under section 5 of chapter 486 of the acts of 1909, 
as amended by section 1 of chapter 473 of the acts of 
1953, and shall be so construed that no person holding, 
whether under general or special law or otherwise, an 
office or position subject to the civil service laws and 
rules shall, by reason of the adoption of this ordinance, 
be without a similar office or position or be reduced in 
rank or compensation. 

Section 7. Anything in section 3 of chapter 1 of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1947 to the contrary notwith- 
standing, this ordinance shall be published by the action 
of the city council in passing the same.

FourtTH OF JULY ORATION, 1956

National Commander, Veterans of Foreign Wars of the U.S. 


Your Honor the Mayor, Distinguished Guests, Ladies 
and Gentlemen. 


It is a great source of inspiration to be present at 
this Independence Day Celebration in Faneuil Hall, 
Boston, Massachusetts — the Cradle of Liberty. Jam 
quite overwhelmed by the great privilege extended to 
me by Mayor Hynes to be the orator of the day. 

I commend you who are participating in these 
exercises, aS you appreciate that patriotism is the 
most valuable intangible that a nation may possess. 
The history of our nation is steeped in the noble char- 
acter and sacrifice of our forebears. The flame and 
fervor of true patriotism must be forever kept alive 
in new generations. 

It has been my privilege to have recently traveled 
in many areas of the world, including those where 
there are now tensions and trouble. ‘The people in 
many of these countries are suspicious that the United 
States is dealing with the Reds, while urging others 
not to do so. Many of America’s anti-Communist 
allies and anti-Communist friends in Soviet satellite 
countries have come to the conclusion that the United 
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States, in spite of public statements to the contrary, 
is moving closer to the absolute recognition of the 
Soviet in the status quo. 

The people of Poland—a religious and God- 
fearing people, who through their faith were able to 
withstand brainwashing and who are now breaking 
under the yoke of Communist slavery — sacrificed 
their lives to let the world know that behind the Iron 
Curtain Communism was being challenged. They 
were turned back by machine guns, Red tanks, and 
army guns. Many lay dead on the streets in pools of 
their own blood. 

Hope for the Polish patriots and their counterparts 
throughout the world will be lessened if we succumb 
to the Soviet peace and love light opera. Before we 
change our ideas about the Soviet Union, we should 
insist upon some definite act of good will on its part. 
This act should be a free plebiscite on German unifica- 
tion and autonomy for Poland and other satellite 
countries. How can we expect those under the yoke of 
Communism to continue opposition to the Red Tyranny 
if we beat the drums for increased trade with the 
Soviet? Or will America be held in high esteem as a 
government of principle and honor if we acquiesce in 
deals whereby puppet communist governments are 
accorded U. N. blessings in package deals with the 
Soviets? 

We are in one of the most dangerous eras of civili- 
zation. The greatest threat to life is Communism. 
Yes, we are in an era when scientists, physicists, and 
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chemists have coaxed pernicious destruction out of 
the most basic element of nature, and great minds of 
the world are carefully planning how to administer 
lethal atomic discoveries to mankind. We are in an 
era of electronic devices, supersonic aircraft, inter- 
continental guided missiles, nuclear powered sub- 
marines, radioactive fallout, and great technological 
advances. 

We have been advised that in a few years the 
Soviet Bloc and the Western Allies will be in a nuclear 
deadlock and that a nuclear war would result in a 
minimum of seven hundred million deaths. It would 
mean disaster and destruction to the structure of 
civilization. It is evident, therefore, that civilization 
will not be saved by the solution of destructive tech- 
nological or nuclear equations, but will be saved 
only when we find the solution to the human equa- 
tion. It is essential, therefore, that we win the war 
of ideas because the minds and hearts of mankind 
will determine whether there will be a survival of 
civilization. 

We are in a cold war crisis which will not wait. 
The Reds are not impatient. The danger is not im- 
mediately imminent — they are projecting themselves 
into the future. They are not concerned too much 
with uprisings such as occurred in Poland, as they 
will stamp those out with blood while they prepare 
to indoctrinate the next generation with their Com- 
munistic ideology. ‘The Reds have made great ad- 
vances without the firing of a shot by the Soviet 
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Army. It has supreme excellence in breaking the 
enemy’s resistance without fighting. No world power 
— past or present — has ever surpassed the Soviet 
in the successful exercise of this technique. In com- 
parison, Hitler was a rank amateur. But, mainly, 
Russia continues to be successful in the technique 
of the indirect approach that has gained so many 
subject peoples in the last ten years. The Reds are 
fishing in the muddy political waters of the world, 
creating racial differences and exploiting tensions 
and disagreements. They are infiltrating political, 
economic, cultural, and religious organizations with 
the eventual goal of puppet party control. They are 
advanced in the knowledge of how the human mind 
functions, and are employing techniques of propa- 
ganda and brainwashing which are highly successful 
in attaining the results they seek. 

We must meet this challenge on every front, using to 
the maximum our economic and intellectual resources, 
fighting fire with fire, building defense associations 
and alliances, tightening weaknesses in the defense 
lines, and standing throughout strong and resolute 
as a united people in matters of defense and foreign 
policy. More than anything we must have an ex- 
alted spiritual readiness to meet calmly, effectively, 
and intelligently the portentous days that lie ahead. 

We must consider in all our foreign negotiations 
the morality of proposed agreements and maintain a 
strict adherence to principle and honor. We must 
never compromise principle and honor for political 
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expediency. We must give greater stress to our 
spiritual greatness, because our real greatness lies 
in the imponderables of the American spirit, in which 
we as a nation are immeasurably rich. It is our great- 
est armor and our greatest weapon against Com- 
munism. 

America grew from a group of sparsely populated 
and poor states to a leviathan among nations. This 
union of free states did not just suddenly happen, 
but is, in the light of history, a culmination — the 
promised land at the end of the long and bloody road 
on which man traveled in his quest for freedom. 

It is essential that our young people think hard 
and straight about the basic American principles; that 
they appreciate the fact that their colonial forebears 
put everything on the line — their homes, their farms, 
their equipment, their livelihood — and even placed 
on the altar of liberty their lives, for the cause of 
freedom. ‘They did this at a time when it appeared 
there was little chance for success, but they bled, 
starved, and froze at Valley Forge and on other battle- 
fields to give us this government under which we have 
sanctity as individual creatures of God. They gave us 
the Declaration of Independence and the Constitu- 
tion — the greatest documents known to mankind 
for the government of men. These documents reflect 
the solemnity of the Gospel, and we have maintained 
our strength because we have been a reverent nation. 
It is good for us and the world that, by virtue of these 
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documents, we respect and observe the biblical injunc- 
tions, and have had leaders who, in hours of crisis, 
were not ashamed to kneel and ask divine guidance. 

Furthermore, this nation was ordained by grass- 
roots people and not by experts. The Declaration 
of Independence and the Constitution were expressions 
of the thoughts and feelings of the plain people — 
farmers, laborers, mechanics, shopkeepers, and artisans. 
Their unorganized but deeply felt ideas of a democracy 
were, after much debate, given polish in language and 
exactness in content by such men as Adams, Jefferson, 
Madison, Franklin, Hamilton, and the others. This 
was accomplished at a time when only the most cul- 
tured, highest born, and most aristocratic men could 
hold office in Europe, where the people had little, if 
anything, to say about the government. But a new 
race had developed here — one of men who had tasted 
liberty — and as the repression of their rights became 
more pronounced, the people rebelled. 

As Admiral Morrison, the Harvard historian, re- 
cently pointed out, these documents were the product 
of many plain people, the hard-working, down-to- 
earth men of simple life, who expressed themselves 
freely as to the issues and particularly as to such things 
as the Bill of Rights. The talks took place at town 
meetings, in gatherings at the village stores, in the 
vestries, and in the churches. Further, as Admiral 
Morrison wrote, those early people were ‘tough, but 
nervous’; ‘‘tenacious, but restless.” They were a 
people with few social graces, yet capable of deep 
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friendships and abiding loyalties, law abiding, yet 
individualistic. They pioneered a great nation with 
Bibles in hand. 

To our colonial forebears should go our highest 
homage, and we who inherited their good earth should 
keep them in perpetual remembrance. We should 
constantly take inspiration from their sacrifice and 
take heed of their counsel. -The responsibility of 
government should never be delegated to so-called 
‘specialists’ or “‘experts’’ or permitted to be assumed 
by any small group, however high they may be on the 
economic ladder. Nor should we abdicate our respon- 
sibility of determining how our children should be 
educated to any group of specialists, however impres- 
sive their academic degrees might be. There is a small 
eroup infiltrating in our institutions of learning who, 
although not Communists, advocate various left-wing 
philosophies. They are not interested in observances 
like this one taking place today. They tag veterans 
and veterans’ organizations as hero-worshippers — 
practitioners of a corny, outdated Americanism. This 
type of individual is so above the crowd that he thinks 
little and cares less of what the John Does and Bill 
Browns think about international issues. The voices 
of the “grass roots” are to them a thing of sound and 
fury, signifying nothing. 

It is time to grow apprehensive when this group of 
teachers and articulate so-called “intelligentsia”? have 
access to our educational institutions and belittle the 
stature and ideals of our founding fathers — teachers 
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that call John Adams an unintelligent lawyer, or 
Thomas Jefferson an insincere demagogue, or George 
Washington a mediocre individual who had aspirations 
to royalty. Such teachers are purposely trying to 
weaken our youngsters’ belief in the greatest men our 
country ever produced, and inferentially to belittle our 
institutions and government. They are not the people 
we want to teach our children. 

Progressive or soft education has tended to produce 
selfish people instead of selfless people — people con- 
cerned with their material resources and with little or 
no appreciation of their obligations. It has produced, 
in place of the old time-tested values, only a kind of 
vague, emotional do-goodism such as world govern- 
ment, which has relatively little worth, because there 
is no strong moral conviction to back it up. 

No people can remain free if they are selfish or lack 
discipline and moral conviction, knowledge of their 
country and how it works, love for it, and a strong 
sense of duty toward it. The spiritual and inspira- 
tional examples of our founding fathers and those who 
followed in their footsteps and gave their all in dedica- 
tion to the cause of American liberty should be made 
a reality in every phase of home and school thinking 
and practice. Sound patriotic education, solid Ameri- 
canism, supported by facts, will more than anything 
else develop a profound love of country and a hatred 
of Communism. 

The milestones of the past should be the guide- 
stones of the future. When the Declaration of Inde- 
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pendence was proclaimed, the anniversary which we 
celebrate today, this country was poor. There was no 
industrial might, no rich resources, nor extreme wealth. 
Yet, many people in the world rallied to the cause of 
Americanism because they attached great significance 
to the spirit of America. We were not made great nor 
did we become a model and ideal for people in all parts 
of the world because we were rich. Contemporary 
lessons have proved that we cannot buy our way into 
the hearts and minds of other peoples. 

We, therefore, must have an alertness to the danger 
of the Communist menace and the necessity of main- 
taining those high spiritual and moral values whereby 
free peoples find inspiration to maintain and defend 
their basic liberties and possessions. 

To repeat: We must give greater stress to our spirit- 
ual greatness, because our real greatness lies in the 
imponderables of the American spirit in which we as a 
nation are immeasurably rich. It is our greatest armor 
and our greatest weapon against Communism. 

We cannot defeat an evil faith with no faith of our 
own. We have faith in America under divine guidance.

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ORDINANCES OF 1956, CHAPTER 4. 


PROVIDING FURTHER AGAINST THE 
LITTERING OF STREETS. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Fifty-six 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Chapter 40 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 is 
hereby amended by striking out section 39 and inserting 
in place thereof the following six sections: 

Section 39. No person in any public way, public 
alley or other public place under the charge of the com- 
missioner of public works shall, whether in or upon a 
vehicle or on foot, deposit, drop or throw upon such 
way, alley or place or any roadway or walk thereof, and 
suffer to remain there, any filth, rubbish or other sub- 
stance unless it is deposited, dropped or thrown into a 
receptacle provided for the purpose by the public works 
department. | 
_ Section 389A. No driver of any vehicle upon any 
public way, public alley or other public place under the 
charge of the commissioner of public works shall permit 
to drop or fall from such vehicle onto such way, alley or 
place or any roadway or walk thereof, and suffer to 
remain there, any substance except in the maintenance 
or repair of such way, alley or place. 

Section 39B. No person shall sweep, throw or other- 
wise remove into any public way, public alley or other 
public place under the charge of the commissioner of

puble works, or into any roadway or walk of any of 
them, from any building or structure or from any land 
not constituting a part of such way, alley or place, any 
filth, rubbish or other substance and suffer the same to 
remain there; provided, that filth, rubbish or other sub- 
stance which by law or by arrangement is to be collected 
and removed by the public works department (whether 
through employees in its service or through an inde- 
pendent contractor acting for it) or by a person having a 
permit under section fourteen of this chapter or sec- 
tion 381A of chapter 111 of the General Laws, may, 
after five o’clock in the afternoon of the day preceding 
the scheduled time of such collection, be placed by the 
owner or occupant of an estate upon the sidewalk of 
any such way or alley abutting such estate in a covered 
metal receptacle or, if no garbage or putrescible matter 
or substance is included, in a securely tied bundle or in 
a receptable with its contents so arranged that any 
light matter or substance is not likely to be scattered or 
blown about. No person placing a receptacle upon the 
sidewalk of any way or alley as aforesaid shall suffer 
the same to remain upon such way or alley or any road- 
way or walk thereof more than twelve hours after such 
collection. 

Section 39C. No person shall in any publie way, 
public alley or other public place under the charge of 
the commissioner of public works or upon any roadway 
or walk thereof rummage in or through rubbish or 
refuse of any kind or interfere with any bundle of rubbish 
or refuse or any receptacle containing rubbish or refuse. 

Section 39D. No person shall deposit, drop or throw 
any filth, rubbish or other substance into a drum or 
other barrel with a diameter of more than twenty 
inches or a height of more than twenty-eight inches if 
by law or by arrangement such filth, rubbish or other 
substance is to be collected therefrom by the public 
works department (whether through employees in its 
service or through an independent contractor acting 
for it) or by a person having a permit under section 
fourteen of this chapter or section 31A of chapter 111 
of the General Laws. 

Section 39E. No person shall deposit, drop or throw 
into a drum or other barrel with a diameter of twenty 
inches or less and a height of twenty-eight inches or 
less any filth, rubbish or other substance which by law 
or by arrangement is to be collected therefrom by the 
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public works department (whether through employees 
in its service or through an independent contractor 
acting for it) or by a person having a permit under 
section fourteen of this chapter or section 31A of chap- 
ter 111 of the General Laws if such drum or barrel will 
thereby be filled so high that such filth, rubbish or 
other substance or any part thereof is likely to drop or 
fall from such receptacle while it is being moved in the 
process of such collection.

TION OF THE BOUNDARY LINES BETWEEN 
BOSTON AND THE CITIES OF REVERE, 
EVERETT, SOMERVILLE, AND NEWTON, 
AND THE TOWNS OF BROOKLINE, DED- 
HAM, MILTON, AND WINTHROP. 


In Crry Councim, December 26, 1956. 

The special committee appointed to examine the lines 
and bound marks between the City of Boston and the 
Cities of Revere, Everett, Somerville, and Newton, and 
the Towns of Brookline, Dedham, Milton, and Winthrop 
respectfully report that they have attended to the duty 
with which they are charged and have examined and ver- 
ified with the committees appointed by the said cities and 
towns the several boundaries and bound marks in the ex- 
isting boundary lines. 

The committee found that the boundary markers were 
substantially in the same condition as reported by the 
previous perambulation committee. The Boston-Win- 
throp boundary line, when officially established, was a 
water boundary, and has not been included in previous 
perambulations reports. However, the filling of Belle 
Isle Inlet for the expansion of the Logan Airport has ex- 
tended across this line. Shirley Gut, between Winthrop 
and Deer Island, is now filled in in the vicinity of the 
boundary line. It is the opinion of this committee that 
the boundary line at both of these locations should be de- 
fined and suitably marked, and, to accomplish this pur- 
pose, the committee recommends that a suitable plan for 
these boundaries be prepared by the Commissioner of 
Public Works for submission to and determination by the 
Land Court as required by law. 
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The Boston-Revere boundary line likewise was orig- 
inally established along the center of Belle Isle Inlet 
between Bennington street and the Chelsea River. Most 
of this inlet has been filled, and its location is unmarked. 
The line as surveyed at the time of filling Belle Isle Inlet 
is a series of short courses with many bends. It is the 
opinion of this committee that the more significant bends 
should be properly marked by the installation of stone 
bounds. 

The Boston-Everett boundary line is reported by the 
engineers of both communities to be marked by a series 
of stone bounds—all of which are buried distances. from 
2 to 6 feet below the surface. It is the recommendation 
of this committee that such bounds be raised and made 
visible. 

The Boston-Somerville boundary line is well marked 
except where it crosses Main street, Charlestown, in the 
vicinity of the new Sullivan Square improvement. It is 
recommended that road markers be placed at this loca- 
tion. 

The Boston-Brookline boundary line, the longest of 
any of Boston’s boundary lines, with approximately 100 
bends, is well marked, as is the line between Boston and 
Newton, Boston and Dedham, and Boston and Milton. 
At the Boston-Brookline boundary line, in the vicinity 
of Pond street and Avon street, the Brookline officials 
pointed out that their town desires a readjustment of the 
boundary line so that the small portion of Larz Anderson 
Park lying in Boston would become a part of the Town 
of Brookline. Your committee made no comment to the 
Brookline committee on their informal proposal but 
wishes to bring it to the attention of the City Council 
that such a proposal was made by the said Brookline 
committee. 

Since the perambulation by this committee of the 
Boston-Newton boundary line, the City Council received 
and placed on file on November 19, 1956, an attested 
copy of order of the Middlesex County Commissioners 
granting permission to the Department of Public Works 
of the Commonwealth to remove the monument marking 
the city corner B-N-20 in the boundary line between the 
City of Boston and the City of Newton situated on the 
northerly side of Baker street in Boston and Dedham 
street in Newton, and replacement of the same by a con- 
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crete bound set in a suitable container 12 inches below 
the surface of the pavement; and further for the setting 
up of the existing bound marking the city corner B-N-20 
as a roadstone at the intersection of the said city line and 
the new northerly line of Baker street as relocated. 
We submit herewith descriptions of the boundary lines 
and marks for record.

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BOUNDARY LINE BETWEEN BOSTON AND 
REVERE. , 


The undersigned, being the committee duly authorized 
for the purpose by the City Council of the City of 
Revere and the committee duly authorized for the 
purpose by the City Council of the City of Boston, met 
on the twenty-fourth day of October, 1956, and exam- 
ined the boundary line between the City of Boston and 
the City of Revere, where said boundary line runs 
through the creek known as Belle Isle Inlet, and crosses 
the street known as Bennington street in Boston and 
Atlantic avenue in Revere, the boundary mark at said 
locality being a stone monument, marked B and R, in 
said boundary line in the centre of Bennington street 
on the easterly side of Atlantic avenue. The said 
boundary line is shown on a plan signed by Thomas 
W. Davis, City Surveyor of Boston, dated April 19, 
1888, on file in the office of the Survey Division of the 
Public Works Department of said city, and a copy of said 
plan is also on file in the office of the City Clerk of Revere.

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BOUNDARY LINE BETWEEN BOSTON AND 
EVERETT. 


The undersigned, being the committee duly author- 
ized for the purpose by the Board of Aldermen of the 
City of Everett and the committee duly authorized for 
the purpose by the City Council of the City of Boston, 
met on the twenty-fourth day of October, 1956, and 
examined the lines and established the boundary marks 
between said cities, which are described as follows: 

Beginning at an unmarked point in the centre of the 
channel of Mystic river at its junction with the centre 
line of the channel of Island End river, at the corner of 
Boston, Chelsea and Everett; thence westerly along 
the centre line of the channel of Mystic river to an 
unmarked point in the channel of Mystic river south- 
easterly of the Malden Bridge and about 360 feet south- 
west of the pumping station; thence northeasterly, pass- 
ing through a point at low water mark 98 feet distant 
southeasterly of-the southeast side of said bridge, and 
along the base of the old portion of the downstream sea 
wall of an old coal wharf about 1,240 feet to an unmarked 
point at the end of the sea wall, and about 55.50 feet 
southeast of the southeast line of Alford street; thence 
north 37° 11’ east 48.70 feet to a granite monument 
marked B and E; thence continuing in the same course 
693.80 feet to a stone monument in a ditch in the marsh; 
thence north 29° 13’ east, crossing Dexter street 297 
feet to a stone monument marked B and E; thence 
north 10° 47’ west 156 feet to a point in the roadway of 
Alford street in Boston and Broadway in Everett, passing 
through an iron bolt in the granolithic sidewalk on the 
old easterly line of Broadway in Everett and Alford 
street in Boston; thence north 16° 58’ east 168 feet to a 
point marked by an iron pipe filled with cement with an 
iron pin in the centre, at the southwest corner of Broad- 
way and a private way leading to the Cochrane Chemical 
Works (this point is about one foot below the surface 
of the ground and is indicated by a spike in the sidewalk) ; 
thence north 49° 4’ west along the southerly line of said 
private way, 181 feet to a granite monument marked B 
and E; thence south 41° 11’ west 510 feet to a point 
in the centre of the channel of a small creek at the 
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junction of its two branches on the line toward and 
about 102 feet from a witness monument marked B and 
E standing on a narrow point of land on the bank of 
Mystic river near its junction with said creek; thence 
westerly and southerly, following the centre line of the 
channel of the said small creek to an unmarked point in 
the centre line of the channel of Mystic river at its junc- 
tion with the centre line of the straight line portion of 
the channel of said creek, thence northwesterly along the

FIXING THE FEES FOR LICENSES AND 
PERMITS AND THE CHARGES FOR CER- 
TAIN SERVICES AND WORK. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Fifty-six. 


Be ut ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SECTION 1. Chapter 41 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out section 22 
(as most recently amended by chapter 7 of the Ordi- 
nances of 1955), section 22A (as inserted by section 4 
of chapter 3 of the Ordinances of 1953), section 23, 
section 23A (as inserted by chapter 9 of the Ordinances 
of 1950), and the note following section 23A. 

SECTION 2. The Revised Ordinances of 1947 are 
hereby further amended by inserting after chapter 40 
the following new chapter :— 


CHAPTER 40A. 


FEES AND CHARGES. 

Section 1. Fees and charges are hereby fixed under 
chapter 222 of the acts of 1949 as follows:— 

(1) Abatement Records, Copies of. The fee to be 
paid for the furnishing by the secretary of the board 
of review in the assessing department of a copy of a 
record which section 60 of chapter 59 of the General 
Laws requires be kept shall be $1.00 for each page or 
part thereof. 
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(2) Alcohol (Methyl or Wood), License to Manu- 
facture or Deal in. The fee for a license granted by the 
health commissioner under section 303B of chapter 94 
of the General Laws to engage in the business described ~ 
in section 303A of said chapter shall be $3.00.

(5) Assessors’ Certificate as to Abutters. The charge 
to be paid for a certificate by or in behalf of the board of 
assessors of the persons who on a specified assessment 
date were assessed for parcels of land abutting on a 
specified parcel of land shall be a primary fee of $1.00 if 
the certificate is prepared by the applicant therefor, and 
of $2.00 if it is not, and in either case an additional fee of 
50¢ for each parcel of land abutting on the specified 
parcel. 

(6) Assessors’ Certificate as to Listing of Person. The 
charge to be paid for a certificate by or in behalf of the 
board of assessors as to the record of the listing of a per- 
son on one or more specified dates under chapter 29 of 
the General Acts of 1917, as amended, or under corre- 
sponding provisions of earlier law, shall be 25¢ for each 
date specified but in no event less than $1.00; and the 
charge to be paid for a duplicate of any such certificate, 
if ordered simultaneously with the original, shall be 25¢. 

(7) Assessors’ Certificate as to Poll Tax. The charge 
to be paid for a certificate by or in behalf of the board of 
assessors as to the assessment of a particular person for a 
poll tax on one or more assessment dates shall be 25¢ for 
each assessment date but in no event less than $1.00; and 
the charge to be paid for a duplicate of any such certifi- 
ries Z ordered simultaneously with the original, shall

(8) Assessors’ Certificate as to Real Estate Tax. The 
charge to be paid for a certificate by or in behalf of the 
board of assessors as to the assessment on one or more 
assessment dates of a particular parcel of land or of two 
or more parcels of land assessed to the same person or 
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persons on such date or dates shall be 25¢ for each 
assessment date but in no event less than $1.00; and the 
charge to be paid for a duplicate of any such certificate, 
if ordered simultaneously with the original, shall be 25¢. 

(9) Assignment f/b/o Creditors. ‘The fee of the city 
clerk for filing and indexing a copy of an assignment for 
the benefit of creditors under section 41 of chapter 203 of 
the General Laws shall be $2.00. 

(10) Assignment of Wages. The fee of the city 
clerk for recording under either chapter 154 or chapter 
255 of the General Laws an assignment of, or order for, 
future wages or salary, including any acceptance thereof 
by the employer, shall be $1.00. 

(11) Attachment of Bulky Personal Property. The 
fee of the city clerk for receiving and filing a certified 
copy of writ and return of attachment of bulky personal 
property under section 51 of chapter 223 of the General 
Laws shall be $1.00. 

(12) Attachment of Bulky Personal Property, Dissolu- 
tion of. The fee of the city clerk for receiving and filing a 
dissolution of attachment of bulky personal property 
shall be $1.00. 

(18) Attorney. See Power of Attorney. 

(14) Auction, License of Establishment for Closing 
Out. The fee for a license granted by the police com- 
missioner under section 18 of chapter 100 of the General 
Laws to conduct or maintain an establishment for hold- 
ing an auction represented or advertised by any such 
descriptive term as is set forth in said section 18 shall 
be $10.00. 

(15) Auction, License of Establishment for Sale of 
Jewelry, etc., at. The fee for a license granted by the 
police commissioner under section 14 of chapter 100 of 
the General Laws to conduct or maintain an establish- 
ment for the sale at auction of the articles or goods 
enumerated in said section 14 shall be $10.00. 

(16) . Auctioneer’s License (for Resident). The fee 
for an auctioneer’s license granted by the police com- 
missioner under section 2 of chapter 100 of the General 
Laws shall be $10.00. 

(17) <Aucttoneer’s Permit (for Non-Resident to Auc- 
tion Goods Brought into City for Sale by Auction). The 
fee for an annual auctioneer’s permit granted by the 
police commissioner under section 6 of chapter 100 of the 
General Laws shall be $25.00.

(18) Auctioneer’s Permit (for Non-Resident to Auc- 
tion Jewelry, etc., at Licensed Establishment). The fee 
for a permit to act as an auctioneer issued by the police 
commissioner under section 14 of chapter 100 of the 
General Laws shall be $2.00. 

(19) Auctioneer’s Special License (for Non-Resident 
to Auction Real Estate, Livestock and General Farm 
Equipment and Produce). The fee for a special auc- 
tioneer’s license granted by the police commissioner 
under section 2 of chapter 100 of the General Laws shall 
be $5.00 for each of the days for which it is granted. 

(20) Automatic Amusement Device Incense. The 
annual fee for a license granted by the licensing board 
under section 177A of chapter 140 of the General Laws 
for any automatic amusement device licensed there- 
under shall be $25.00. The fee for any such license 
granted after January thirty-first in any year shall be 
$3.00 for each calendar month in which the license may 
be exercised. The fee for every amendment of any such 
license by changing the premises specified shall be $3.00. 

(21) Badges, Medallions and Plates, Replacement of 
Lost. Except as otherwise expressly provided in this 
ordinance, the fee of any board or officer for replacing 
any lost badge, medallion or plate shall be $1.00. 

(22) Bathing Suits. The charge to be paid to the 
parks and recreation department for the use on one day 
of a bathing suit furnished by said department shall be, 
in the case of a child under age thirteen, 5¢, and in the 
case of any other person, 15¢. 

(23) Baths (Vapor, Pool, Shower or Other). The fee 
for an annual license granted by the health commis- - 
sioner under section 51 of chapter 140 of the General 
' Laws to conduct an establishment for the giving of 
vapor, pool, shower or other baths for hire or reward 
shall be $25.00. 

(24) Beacon Hill Architectural Commission Certificate 
of Appropriateness. The fee for the issuance of a 
certificate of appropriateness by the secretary of the 
Beacon Hill architectural commission under section 7 
of chapter 616 of the acts of 1955 shall be, in the case 
of the construction or reconstruction of the whole of 
such portion of the exterior of a structure as is designed 
to be open to view from a public way, $35.00, and in 
every other case, $5.00.

The fee 
for a permit granted by the health commissioner under 
section 10B of chapter 94 of the General Laws to engage 
in the business of manufacturing or bottling carbonated 
non-alcoholic beverages, soda waters, mineral or spring 
waters shall be that prescribed by said section 10B. 

(29) Bicycle Registration. The fee for the registra- 
tion of a bicycle and the issuance of a certificate of 
registration and registration plate by the police depart- 
ment under section 11A of chapter 85 of the General 
Laws shall be 25¢. 

(30) Bicycle Registration, Duplicate Plate. The 
charge of the police department for replacing a lost 
bicycle registration plate shall be 25¢.

(32) Birth, Entry of Delayed Record of. The fee of 
the city registrar for entering under section 13 or sec- 
tion 138A of chapter 46 of the General Laws a delayed 
record of birth shall be $1.00. 

(33) Birth, Marriage or Death, Amendment, Correc- 
tion or Supplementation of Record of. The fee of the 
city registrar for amending, correcting or supplementing 
under section 13 of chapter 46 of the General Laws the 
record of a birth, marriage or death, including amending 
thereunder the record of the birth of an illegitimate 
child upon legitimation, shall be $1.00. 

(34) Birth, Marriage or Death, Certificate as to Record 
of. The fee of the city registrar for furnishing a cer- 
tificate as to the record of a birth, marriage or death 
shall be $1.00. 

(35) Births, Marriages and Deaths, Copy of Record of. 
The fee of the city registrar for furnishing a certified 
copy of a record or paper relating to a birth, marriage 
or death shall be $2.00 for each page or part thereof; 
provided, that any person whom for cause the city 
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registrar deems entitled to exemption from said fee 
shall receive such copy for such reduced fee, or with- 
out fee, as the city registrar may determine. 

(36) Births, Marriages and Deaths, Search of Records 
of. The fee of the city registrar for searching, or causing 
to be searched, upon request, records or papers relating 
to births, marriages or deaths shall be 50¢ for each 
quarter hour or fraction thereof; provided, that any 
person whom for cause the city registrar deems entitled 
to exemption from said fee shall receive such service 
for such reduced fee, or without fee, as the city registrar 
may determine. 

(37) Blasting Bond The fee of the city clerk for 
receiving and filing a bond given under section 19 of 
chapter 148 of the General Laws in connection with a 
permit to use an explosive in the blasting of rock or 
other substance shall be $1.00. 

(38) Blasting Permit. The fee for a permit granted 
by the head of the fire department under section 10A 
of chapter 148 of the General Laws to use explosives 
shall be $5.00 for each blast or series of concomitant 
blasts thereby authorized. 

(39) Boat License. The fee for a license to run a 
steamboat or other boat propelled by power other than 
muscular power for the conveyance for hire of passen- 
gers on a lake, pond or waters not within the maritime 
jurisdiction of the United States granted by the city 
council under section 191 of chapter 140 of the General 
Laws shall be $50.00; and the fee of the city clerk for 
recording such a license under section 192 of said . 
chapter 140 shall be $1.00. 

(40) Boat or Raft, Permit to Moor. ‘The fee for a 
permit granted by the commissioner of public works 
to moor a boat or raft to property of the city under the 
charge of such commissioner shall be, for each monthly 
period in which such permit may be exercised, a primary 
fee of 50¢ and an additional fee of 50¢ for each five feet 
in the length of the boat or raft. 

(41) Bowling Alley License. The fees for a license 
to keep a bowling alley for hire, gain or reward granted 
by the licensing board under section 177 of chapter 140 
of the General Laws shall be a primary fee of $5.00 and 
an additional fee of $8.00 for each alley or bed. 

(42) Bowling Alley Sunday License. The fees for a 
license for the operation of a bowling alley between the 
hours of one and eleven postmeridian on the Lord’s 
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day granted by the city council, with the approval of 
the mayor, under section 4B of chapter 136 of the 
General Laws shall be a primary fee of $5.00 and an 
additional fee of $5.00 for each alley or bed. 

(43) Boxing Ring. The charge to be paid for the 
furnishing of a boxing ring by the parks and recreation 
department shall be $45.00 for the transportation, 
assembly and dismantling of the ring and $5.00 for each 
day of use; provided, that if such ring is furnished to 
a hospital, no charge shall be made either for transporta- 
tion, assembly and dismantling or for use. 

(44) Builder’s or Mechanic’s License. The fee for a 
license granted by the board of examiners under sec- 
tion 120 of the Boston Building Code shall be, in the case 
of an original license and of a renewal license in con- 
nection with which a reexamination is required, $10.00, 
and in the case of any other renewal license, $3.00. 

(45) Building Permit. The fees of the building com- 
missioner for receiving an application for a permit 
under paragraph (a) of section 111 of the Boston Building 
Code to erect, enlarge, alter or substantially repair a 
building or structure shall be a primary fee of $2.00 
and an additional fee of $1.00 for each five hundred 
dollars of the fair cost of the work to be authorized by 
such permit as determined by said commissioner; 
but in no event shall such additional fee exceed $2,000.00. 
The fees of the building commissioner for receiving an 
application for an amendment of such a permit shall be 
a primary fee of $2.00 and an additional fee of $1.00 
for each five hundred dollars of the fair cost of the ad- 
ditional work to be authorized by such amendment as 
determined by said commissioner; but in no event shall 
such additional fee be greater than the amount by which 
$2,000.00 exceeds the total of the additional fee for 
receiving the application for such permit and the ad- 
ditional fees for receiving prior applications, if any, for 
the amendment of such permit. The fees of the building 
commissioner for receiving an application for a permit 
under paragraph (c) of section 111 of the Boston Build- 
ing Code for ordinary repairs and minor alterations 
not involving vital structural changes, or for such a 
permit to erect, enlarge, alter or substantially repair 
one or more signs, permanent awnings, marquees or 
other projections or fire escapes, balconies or other like 
structures with or without ordinary repair and minor 
alterations as aforesaid, shall be a primary fee of $1.00 
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and an additional fee of $1.00 for each five hundred 
dollars of the fair cost of the work to be authorized by 
such permit as determined by said commissioner. The 
fee of the building commissioner for issuing under 
paragraph (d) of section 111 of the Boston Building Code 
a special permit for the foundations of a building shall 
be $5.00. 

(46) Building Demolition Permit. The fees of the 
building commissioner for receiving an application 
for a permit under paragraph (a) of section 111 of the 
Boston Building Code to demolish a building or structure 
shall be a primary fee of $3.00 and an additional fee of 
$3.00 for each story in the building or structure to be 
demolished and a further additional fee of $1.00 for 
each full five thousand cubic feet in such building or 
structure as measured by the outer side of the outside 
walls, the exterior of the roof and the top of the founda- 
tion walls. 

(47) Building Moving Permit. The fees of the 
building commissioner for receiving an application 
for a permit under paragraph (a) of section 111 of 
the Boston Building Code to move a building or structure 
shall be a primary fee of $5.00 and an additional fee 
of $3.00 for each five thousand cubic feet in the building 
as measured by the outer side of the outside walls, 
ce exterior of the roof and the top of the foundation 
walls. 

(48) Building Occupancy, Permit to Change. ‘The 
fee of the building commissioner for receiving an appli- 
cation for a permit under paragraph (a) of section 111 
of the Boston Building Code to change the occupancy 
of a building or structure shall be $5.00. 

(49) Building Plan Inspection Fee. The fee of the 
building commissioner for producing under paragraph 
(g) of section 109 of the Boston Building Code the 
plans of a building or structure for inspection more 
than two months after the completion of the work 
described in such plans shall be, in the case of a building 
or structure classified for occupancy in Group I, $1.00, 
and in the case of each other building or structure, $2.00. 

(50) Business Name, Certificate or Statement relative 
to. The fee of the city clerk for receiving, filing and 
indexing a certificate presented under section 5 of 
chapter 110 of the General Laws shall be $1.00 and 
for receiving, filing and indexing a statement presented 
under said section 5 shall be $1.00. 
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(61) Business Name, Certified Copy of Certificate or 
Statement relative to. The fee of the city clerk for 
furnishing a certified copy of a certificate or statement 
filed under section 5 of chapter 110 of the General 
Laws shall be $1.00. 

(52) Carousel License. The fee for a license granted 
by the mayor under section 186 of chapter 140 of the 
General Laws to establish, keep open and maintain a 
carousel at a carnival shall be $10.00 for each day on 
which such license may be exercised, except that in 
the case of a carousel exclusively for children under 
age thirteen, such fee shall be $3.00 for each such day. 
The fee for a license so granted to establish, keep open 
and maintain a carousel other than at a carnival shall 
be $15.00 for each monthly period in which such heense 
may be exercised, except that in the case of a carousel 
exclusively for children under age thirteen, such fee 
shall be $5.00 for each such monthly period. 

(53) Cemetery, Permit for. The fee for a permit 
granted by the mayor and city council under section 34 
of chapter 114 of the General Laws to use land for burial 
purposes shall be $100.00. 

(64) Cemetery Chapel, Use of. The charge to be 
paid to the cemetery division of the parks and recreation 
department for using for a funeral or memorial service a 
cemetery chapel shall be, when heating is required or 
desired, $15.00, and in all other cases, $10.00. 

(55) Cemetery Grave Opening Charges. The charge 
to be paid to the cemetery division of the parks and 
recreation department for opening a grave for an inter- 
ment or removal between the hours of 8:00 a.m. and 
4:00 p.m. on any day other than a Saturday, Sunday or 
legal holiday, hereinafter called regular cemetery hours, 
shall be, in the case of a first interment or a removal 
thereof, $30.00, and in the case of a second interment or a 
removal thereof, $25.00; and the charge to be paid as 
aforesaid for opening a grave for an interment or re- 
moval at any other time shall be, in the case of a first 
interment or a removal thereof, $40.00, and in the case 
of a second interment or a removal thereof, $35.00; 
provided, that the charge to be paid as aforesaid for 
opening a grave for the interment or removal of the 
remains of an infant dying before attaining the age of 
six months or the cremated remains of any deceased 
person shall be, in the case of such an interment or re- 
moval during regular cemetery hours, $10.00, and in the 
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case of such an interment or removal at any other time, 
$20.00; and provided also, that the charge to be paid as 
aforesaid for opening a grave for two simultaneous 
interments or two simultaneous removals during regular 
cemetery hours shall be $40.00, and at any other time 
$50.00, unless both interments or removals are of the 
remains of infants dying as aforesaid or of cremated 
remains, in which ease such charge shall be, if such 
interments or removals are during regular cemetery 
hours, $20.00, and if they are not during such hours, 
$30.00; and provided further, that the charge to be paid 
as aforesaid for raising from an opened grave the re- 
mains of any deceased person shall be $5.00 and for 
transporting such remains from one grave to another 
within the same cemetery, an additional $5.00. 

(56) Cemetery Interment Device Charge. ‘The charge 
to be paid to the cemetery division of the parks and 
recreation department for the use on one day of an inter- 
ment device furnished by said department shall be $5.00; 
and the charge to be so paid for the use on one day of an 
artificial grass mat so furnished shall be an additional 
$5.00. 

(57) Cemetery Monument Foundation Charge. The 
charge to be paid to the cemetery division of the parks 
and recreation department for constructing a foundation 
for a headstone or monument shall be $6.00 for each 
full square foot of surface area and $1.50 for each 
additional quarter of a square foot or fraction thereof. 

(58) Cemetery, Recording of Deed to Grave or Lot in. 
The fee of the parks and recreation commission for re- 
cording as agent of the city clerk under section 51 of 
chapter 550 of the acts of 1948 a deed to a grave or lot 
in any cemetery belonging to the city shall be $1.00; 
provided, that there shall be no fee for so recording a 
deed of the city executed under section 9 of chapter 22 
of these ordinances. 

(59) Cesspool, Permit for Emptying of. The fee fora 
permit to empty a cesspool, vault or privy granted by 
the health commissioner under section 16 of chapter 40 
of these ordinances shall be, in eases where the permit is 
eranted for a twelve-month period, $10.00, and, in cases 
where the permit is granted for a greater or less period, 
the amount bearing the same ratio to $10.00 as the num- 
ber of months for which the permit is granted bears to 
twelve, but in no event less than $1.00. 
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(60) Chiropodist’s Certificate. The fee of the city 
clerk for recording under section 21 of chapter 112 of the 
General Laws the name and address of a registered 
chiropodist and the date and number of his certificate 
shall be $1.00. 

(61) Church Records, Certified Copies of. The fee 
of the city clerk, and of the city registrar, for furnishing 
a certified copy of any record or registry in his custody 
under section 16 of chapter 66 of the General Laws shall 
be $2.00 for each page or part thereof. 

(62) City Clerk, Indexing of Instruments by. If any 
instrument or paper required by law to be recorded or 
filed with, and indexed by, the city clerk contains the 
names of more than two persons, there shall be added 
to the fee fixed by this section for recording or filing such 
instrument or paper the sum of 25¢ for each additional 
person whose name is to be indexed. 

(63) City Clerk, Recording of Instruments by. The 
fee of the city clerk for recording an instrument or paper 
shall, except as otherwise expressly provided by this 
section, be $1.00 for each page or part thereof. 

(64) Closing Out Sales. The fee of the city clerk 
for receiving and filing an inventory, bond and state- 
ment under section 28A of chapter 93 of the General 
Laws for a sale with any such designation as is set 
forth in said section 28A shall be $5.00. 

(65) Club License. The fee for a license granted by 
the licensing board under section 21K of chapter 140 of 
the General Laws to a club, society, association or 
other organization, either incorporated or unincorpo- 
rated, authorizing it to dispense food and beverages to 
be consumed on its premises, to its stockholders or 
members and their guests, but to no others, shall be 
$15.00. 

(66) Commissions of Constables. The fee of the city 
clerk for issuing the commission of a constable shall be 
$5.00. 

(67) Commissions of Weighers, etc. The fee of the 
city clerk for issuing the commission of a weigher, 
measurer or surveyor appointed under section 85 of 
chapter 41 of the General Laws, or of a public weigher 
of fish appointed under section 89 of said chapter 41, 
or of a weigher of beef appointed under section 140 of 
chapter 94 of the General Laws, or of a weigher of 
grain appointed under section 219 of said chapter 94, 
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or of a weigher of hay appointed under section 236 of 
said chapter 94, or of a weigher of coal appointed under 
section 2388 of said chapter 94, or of an inspector of 
lime appointed under section 262 of said chapter 94, 
or of a measurer or wood and bark provided for by 
section 296 of said chapter 94, or of a measurer of 
leather appointed under section 1 of chapter 95 of the 
General Laws, or of a weigher of vessels appointed 
under section 6 of chapter 102 of the General Laws, 
shall be $2.00. 

(68) Common Victualler’s License. The fees for a 
common victualler’s license granted by the licensing 
board under section 2 of chapter 140 of the General 
Laws shall be a primary fee of $15.00 and an additional 
fee of $15.00 for each fifty seats as determined by the 
maximum seating capacity. 

(69) Copies or Duplicates of Licenses and Permits. 
Iixcept as otherwise expressly provided in this ordi- 
nance, the fee for a certified copy or duplicate of any 
license or permit shall be $1.00. 

(70) Cows, Permit to Keep. The fee for an annual 
permit from the health commissioner to keep cows, 
whether granted under section 7 of chapter 40 of these 
ordinances or under a regulation made by such com- 
missioner under section 31 of chapter 111 of the General 
Laws, shall be $5.00 for each cow. 

(71) Cross Country Course. The charge to be paid 
for each setting up and removal by the parks and 
recreation department of the flags of a cross country 
course shall be $35.00. 

(72) Dancing School License. The fee for a dancing 
school license granted by the mayor under section 185H 
of chapter 140 of the General Laws shall be $5.00. 

(73) Day Care Agencies. The fee for a license to 
conduct an agency giving day care to children granted 
by the health commissioner under section 59 of chapter 
111 of the General Laws shall be $3.00. 

(74) Deaths. See Births, Marriages and Deaths. 

(75) Decorative Material Test. The charge to be 
paid for a determination by the testing laboratory in 
the fire department of the flammability of a sample of 
decorative material required by lawful rules of the head 
of said department to have a letter of approval before 
use in a public building or place of assembly shall be 
$1.00. 
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(76) Directional Sign. The charge to be paid for 
the erection by the Boston traffic commission of a 
directional sign upon the request of a charitable, re- 
ligious, educational, literary, recreational, social, civic 
or veterans’ organization or of a hospital shall be 
$10.00, which shall include maintenance for five years. 

(77) Dog License. The fee for a dog license issued 
by the police commissioner under section 147 of chapter 
140 of the General Laws shall be, in the case of a male 
dog or of a spayed female dog for which the certificate 
required by section 139 of said chapter 140 has been 
filed with the city clerk, $2.00, and in the case of any 
other female dog $5.00; except that a dog license shall 
be issued without charge in the case of a dog specially 
trained to lead or serve a blind person if the division 
of the blind of the commonwealth certifies that such dog 
is so trained and actually in the service of a blind person. 

(78) Dog License, Change in Record of. The fee of 
the police commissioner for changing under section 
138 of chapter 140 of the General Laws the record of a 
dog license to show the name and address of a new 
owner or keeper shall be 50¢. 

(79) Dogs, Spayed Female. The fee of the city clerk 
for receiving and filing under section 139 of chapter 
140 of the General Laws a certificate or statement 
that a female dog has been spayed and thereby deprived 
of the power of propagation shall be $1.00. 

(80) Dog Tag, Substitute. The fee for a substitute 
dog tag furnished by the police commissioner under 
Dee 137 of chapter 140 of the General Laws shall 

e 25¢. 

(81) Dog Transfer License. The fee for a dog transfer 
license granted by the police commissioner under 
a 146 of chapter 140 of the General Laws shall 

e o0¢. 

(82) Dump, Assignment of Place for. The fee for 
the assignment by the health commissioner under 
section 150A of chapter 111 of the General Laws of a 
place as a dumping ground for garbage, rubbish or 
other refuse shall be $100.00. 

(83) Dump Permit. The fee for an annual permit 
granted by the health commissioner to deposit or dump 
refuse or noxious or decaying liquid or solid matter or 
house-dirt, house-offal or other house refuse matter, 
whether granted under section 10 or section 14, or 
both, of chapter 40 of these ordinances, shall be $100.00. 
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(84) Duplicate Receipt. The charge to be paid for 
the issuance by any board or officer of the city of a 
duplicate receipt for any payment shall be 35¢. 

(85) Dynamo Installation Permit. The fee of the 
building commissioner for receiving an application for 
a permit under paragraph (a) of section 111 of the 
Boston Building Code to install one or more engines 
or dynamos shall be $5.00 for each engine or dynamo. 

(86) Eggs, License to Break and Can. The fee for 
an annual license granted by the health commissioner 
under section 89 of chapter 94 of the General Laws to 
carry on an establishment for the breaking and canning 
of eggs shall be $100.00. 

(87) Electric Wiring, etc., Permit for. The fees for a 
permit granted by the building commissioner under 
chapter 268 of the acts of 1898, as amended, shall be a 
primary fee of $1.00 and, according to the nature and 
extent of the work authorized, additional fees as follows: 

(a) Service Connection. For each so-called service 
connection installation, alteration or relocation author- 
ized, whether connection with public utility system or 
isolated generating plant, $1.00; 

(b) Main Switch. For each main switch or like cir- 
cuit breaker installation, alteration or relocation author- 
ized, $1.00 if the capacity thereof does not exceed one 
hundred amperes, and if the capacity thereof exceeds 
one hundred amperes, $1.00 for each hundred amperes 
but in no event more than $20.00; 

(c) Meter Loop. For each meter loop installation, 
alteration or relocation authorized, $1.00; 

(d) Panel Board. For each panel board installation, 
alteration or relocation authorized, if, but only if, no 
branch circuit installation, alteration or relocation 
authorized, $1.00; 

(e) Branch Circuit. For each branch circuit instal- 
lation, alteration or relocation authorized, $1.00; 

(f) ILnghting Fixtures, etc. For each incandescent 
lamp rated at 500 watts or over, each arc lamp and each 
mercury vapor lamp installation, alteration or relocation 
authorized, $1.00; and for each other lighting fixture 
(other than sign or outline lighting) installation, altera- 
tion or relocation authorized, and for each lighting cir- 
cuit switch outlet installation, alteration or relocation 
authorized, and for each lighting circuit plug receptacle 
installation, alteration or relocation authorized, 25¢; 
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(g) Signs. For each sign or outline lighting installa- 
tion, alteration or relocation authorized, whether fluores- 
cent, incandescent, neon or other or a combination of all 
or any thereof, $1.00 plus the amount payable under 
subclause (7) for each convertor included therein, plus 
the amount payable under subclause (k) for each trans- 
former connected therewith, plus $1.00 for each kilowatt 
of the aggregate capacity of the fluorescent tubes and 
incandescent lamps; P 

(h) Heating Devices, etc. For each heating device 
installation, alteration or relocation authorized, and for 
each heating circuit plug receptacle installation, altera- 
tion or relocation authorized, 25¢ for each kilowatt of 
the capacity thereof except that, where the authoriza- 
tion is for the installation, alteration or relocation of 
two or more of the aforesaid on the same premises at the 
same time and for the same person, the amount payable 
under this subclause shall be 25¢ for each kilowatt of the 
aggregate capacity thereof; provided, that in no event 
shall the total amount payable under this subclause be 
less than 50¢ for each such device or receptacle; and 
provided, further, that the capacity of any such device 
or receptable in excess of fifty kilowatts shall be ex- 
cluded in computing the amount payable under this 
subclause; 

(7) Motors, etc. For each motor installation, altera- 
tion or relocation authorized, and for each power circuit 
plug receptacle installation, alteration or relocation 
authorized, 25¢ for each horsepower of the capacity 
thereof except that, where the authorization is for the 
installation, alteration or relocation of two or more of 
the aforesaid on the same premises, at the same time 
and for the same person, the amount payable under this 
subclause shall be 25¢ for each horsepower of the aggre- 
gate capacity thereof; provided, that in no event shall 
the total amount payable under this subclause be less 
than 50¢ for each motor or receptacle aforesaid; and 
provided, further, that the capacity of any motor or 
receptacle aforesaid in excess of fifty horsepower shall 
be excluded in computing the amount payable under 
this subclause; 

(7) Generators, etc. For each generator installation, 
alteration or relocation authorized, and for each rectifier 
or other battery charging device installation, alteration 
or relocation authorized, $2.00 if the capacity thereof 
is not more than ten kilowatts, $3.00 if the capacity 
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thereof is more than ten, but not more than twenty-five, 
kilowatts, $5.00 if the capacity thereof is more than 
twenty-five, but not more than fifty, kilowatts, and 
$10.00 if the capacity thereof is more than fifty kilowatts, 
and in addition thereto, in each case, the amount payable 
under subclause (k) for the motors thereof, if any; and . 

(k) Transformers. For each ignition, neon sign, 

outline lighting or signalling transformer installation, 
altgration or relocation authorized, 50¢; and for each 
other transformer installation, alteration or relocation 
authorized, $2.00 if the capacity thereof is not more than 
ten kilovoltamperes, $3.00 if the capacity thereof is 
more than ten, but not more than twenty-five, kilo- 
voltamperes, $5.00 if the capacity thereof is more than 
twenty-five, but not more than fifty, kilovoltamperes, 
and $10.00 if the capacity thereof is more than fifty 
kilovoltamperes. 
The fees for a permit granted by the building commis- 
sioner under said chapter 268 for an installation, altera- 
tion or relocation to remain in place for thirty days or 
less shall be a primary fee of $1.00 and one third of the 
additional fees otherwise fixed by subclauses (a) to (k), 
inclusive. The fee of the building commissioner for 
reinspecting under said chapter 268, after alleged cor- 
rection, work found on previous inspection to be defective 
shall be $2.00. 

(88) Elevator or Escalator Installation, Alteration or 
Repair Permit. The fee of the building commissioner 
for receiving an application for a permit under para- 
graph (a) of section 111 of the Boston Building Code to 
install, alter or substantially repair one or more elevators 
shall be $12.00 for the first elevator and $3.00 for each 
additional elevator on the same premises or on adjacent 
premises in the same ownership or control; provided, 
that if such application relates exclusively to one or 
more builder’s hoists, the fee shall be $2.00 for each car; 
and provided, further, that if such application relates 
exclusively to one or more dumbwaiters, the fee shall 
be $1.00 for each car. The word “‘elevator’’, as used 
in this clause, shall be construed to include escalator. 

(89) Elevator and Escalator Inspection. ‘The fee of 
the building commissioner for inspecting and testing 
under section 64 of chapter 143 of the General Laws 
an elevator as defined in section 62 of said chapter 143 
shall be $8.00 for the first elevator and $2.00 for each 
additional elevator on the same premises or on adjacent 
premises in the same ownership or control; except that 
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in cases where, at the request of the owner or person 
in control of the premises where an elevator is located, 
such inspection and testing is done at a time other than 
when the office of the building commissioner is open 
for the transaction of public business, such fee shall be 
$12.00 for the first elevator and $3.00 for each ad- 
ditional elevator on such premises or on adjacent 
premises in the same ownership or control. 

(90) Elevator Operator’s License. The fee for a 
license to act as an operator of elevators granted by 
the building commissioner whether under chapter 714 
of the acts of 1913 or under regulations made by the 
state board of elevator regulations under section 69 
of chapter 143 of the General Laws shall be, in the case 
of an original license and of a license granted upon 
presentation of a license to act as an operator of elevators 
issued by another licensing authority and of a renewal 
license in connection with which a reexamination is 
required, $2.00, and in the case of any other renewal 
license, $1.00. 

(91) Engine Installation Permit. See Dynamo In- 
stallation Permit. 

(92) Entertainment License. The fee for a license 
granted by the licensing board under section 183A of 
chapter 140 of the General Laws (including a license 
so granted to an innholder or common victualler) shall be 
$100.00; provided, that in cases where the entertain- 
ment is solely through the use of television, radio, 
and music provided by mechanical or electrical means, 
the fee shall be $50.00; and provided also, that in cases 
where the entertainment is solely provided by not 
exceeding four instrumentalists, the fee shall be $75.00. 

(93) Explosives. See Flammable and/or Explosive 
Materials. 

(94) Factor’s Inen. ‘The fee of the city clerk for 
receiving, filing and indexing under section 42 of chap- 
ter 255 of the General Laws a notice of a factor’s lien 
shall be $3.00. 

(95) Factor’s Lien, Discharge of. The fee of the city 
clerk for receiving and filing under section 44 of chapter 
255 of the General Laws a certificate, or a certified copy 
of a certificate, of the discharge of a factor’s lien shall 
be $3.00. 

(96) Fence Viewers, Assignment by. The fee of the 
city clerk for recording an assignment by fence viewers 
uncer section 6 of chapter 49 of the General Laws shall 

e $1.00. 
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(97) Ferris Wheel License. The fee for a license 
granted by the mayor under section 186 of chapter 140 
of the General Laws to establish, keep open and main- 
tain a Ferris wheel at a carnival shall be $10.00 for 
each day on which such license may be exercised, 
except that in the case of a Ferris wheel exclusively for 
children under thirteen years of age, such fee shall be 
$3.00 for each such day. The fee for a license so granted 
to establish, keep open and maintain a Ferris wheel 
other than at a carnival shall be $15.00 for each monthly 
period in which such license may be exercised, except 
that in the case of a Ferris wheel exclusively for children 
under thirteen years of age, such fee shall be $5.00 for 
each such monthly period. 

(98) Fire (Large) in Open Air, Permit for. The fee 
for a permit granted by the fire commissioner under 
chapter 355 of the acts of 1948 to set, maintain or in- 
crease a fire or fires in the open air other than in an 
incinerator shall, except in the case of a permit coming 
within clause (99) or (100) of this section, be $15.00 for 
the first monthly period and $5.00 for each additional 
monthly period in which it may be exercised; provided, 
that there shall be no fee for a permit granted as afore- 
said to set, maintain or increase a fire or fires in con- 
nection with a patriotic or public celebration. 

(99) Fire (Small or Torch) in Open Air, Permit for. 
The fee for a permit granted by the fire commissioner 
under chapter 355 of the acts of 1943 to set, maintain or 
increase in the open air a flame or flames in connection 
with one or more appliances or devices using or producing 
flame or a fire or fires not exceeding four square feet in 
area each shall be $2.50 for each monthly period in 
which such permit may be exercised; provided, that if 
such permit limits such flame or flames or such fire or 
fires to a single estate, the fee for such permit shall be 
$1.00 for each such period. 

(100) Fire in Open Air for Burning Leaves, etc., 
Permit for. There shall be no fee for a permit granted 
by the fire commissioner under chapter 355 of the acts 
of 1943 to set, maintain or increase a fire or fires in the 
open air if such permit limits all fires thereunder to a 
single estate and to the burning of leaves, grass and brush 
from such estate and restricts each fire thereunder to 
four square feet in area. 

(101) Fire Fighting Exhibition License. The fee for 
a license granted by the mayor under section 186 of 
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chapter 140 of the General Laws to establish, keep 
open and maintain an outdoor exhibition of fire fighting 
for the amusement of the public shall be $25.00 for 
each day on which such license may be exercised. 

(102) Firearms, License to Carry or Possess. The 
fee for a license to carry a pistol or revolver in the 
commonwealth or to possess therein a machine gun, 
granted by the mayor or the police commissioner under 
section 131 of chapter 140 of the General Laws shall be 
$5.00. 

(103) Firearms, License to Purchase, Rent or Lease. 
The fee for a license to purchase, rent or lease a pistol 
or revolver granted by the mayor or the police com- 
missioner under section 131A of chapter 140 of the 
General Laws shall be $1.00. 

(104) Firearms, Incense to Sell, Rent or Lease. The 
fee for a license to sell, rent or lease firearms granted by 
the licensing board under section 122 of chapter 140 
of the General Laws shall be $25.00. 

(105) Fireworks Bond. The fee of the city clerk for 
receiving and filing a bond given under section 40 of 
of chapter 148 of the General Laws and conditioned upon 
the payment of any judgment for loss, damage or injury 
resulting from the storage or manufacture of fireworks 
shall be $1.00. 

(106) Fireworks Display Permit. The fee for a per- 
mit granted by the head of the fire department under 
section 10A of chapter 148 of the General Laws for a 
supervised display of fireworks shall be $5.00. 

(107) Fishing License. The fee for a fishing license 
issued by the city clerk under chapter 131 of the General 
Laws shall be as prescribed by sections 8 and 8A of 
said chapter 131. 

(108) Flammable Materials, Permit for. The fee for 
a permit granted by the head of the fire department 
under section 10A or section 23 of chapter 148 of the 
General Laws to keep, store or use one or more flammable 
fluids, solids or gases shall be, if such permit is granted 
for a twelve-month period, one half of the fee which 
would be payable under clause (109) of this section for 
a license granted under section 13 of said chapter 148 
for the keeping, storage or use of such fluids, solids or 
gases, and if such permit is granted for any other period, 
for each monthly period in which such permit may be 
exercised one twenty-fourth of the fee which would be 
so payable for such a license; provided, that the fee 
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for an annual permit granted as aforesaid solely for 
the keeping, storage and use of not exceeding one 
thousand gallons of light fuel oil shall be $1.00. 

(109) Flammable and/or Explosive Materials, License 
for. The fee for a license granted under section 13 of 
chapter 148 of the General Laws by the committee on 
licenses in the public safety commission to use land for 
the keeping, storage, manufacture or sale of one or more 
of the articles named in section 9 of said chapter 148 
shall be a primary fee of $20.00 and an additional fee 
equal, in the case of fluids, to $6.00 for each thousand 
of the first ten thousand gallons thereof, $3.00 for each 
thousand of the next ninety thousand gallons thereof, 
$3.00 for each ten thousand of the next four million 
nine hundred thousand gallons thereof, and $3.00 for 
each one hundred thousand gallons thereof in excess 
of five million gallons and equal, in the case of solids 
and gases, to $4.00 for each hundred of the first ten 
hundred cubic feet thereof, $2.00 for each thousand of 
the next four hundred ninety-nine thousand cubic feet 
thereof, and $2.00 for each ten thousand cubic feet 
thereof in excess of five hundred thousand cubic feet; 
provided, that the fee for a license granted as aforesaid 
which relates exclusively to all or part of an estate 
owned or occupied by the same person or persons for the 
whole or a part or parts of which a license or licenses 
held by such person or persons are in force under said 
section 13 shall be a primary fee of $20.00 and an 
additional fee equal to the amount by which the addi- 
tional fee which would be payable under this clause 
for a license granted under said section 13 to use such 
estate for the aggregate authorized by such licenses 
would be increased by the inclusion of the new license. 

(110) Flammable and/or Explosive Materials, Re- 
cording of Incense for. The fee of the city clerk for 
recording a license granted under section 13 of chapter 
148 of the General Laws by the committee on licenses 
in the public safety commission shall be $1.00 for each 
page or part thereof. 

(111) Flammable and/or Explosive Materials, Annual 
Registration of License for. The fee of the fire com- 
missioner for receiving under section 13 of chapter 148 
of the General Laws a certificate of registration setting 
forth the name and address of the holder of a license 
granted under said section 13 or corresponding provisions 
of earlier law shall be one half of the fee which would 
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have been payable for such license if clause (109) of 
this section had then been in force; provided, that 
where two or more such licenses are held by the same 
person or persons and relate to one estate owned or 
oecupied by such person or persons, although no two 
of such licenses relate to the same part of said estate 
and none of them to the whole of said estate, the fee 
of the fire commissioner for receiving under said section 
13 a certificate of registration setting forth the name 
and address of the holder of such licenses shall be one 
half of the fee which would be payable under clause 
(109) of this section for a license granted under said 
section 13 to use such estate for the aggregate authorized 
by such licenses. 

(112) Flammable and/or Explosive Materials, Annual 
Registration of Unlicensed but Lawful Use of Land for. 
The fee of the fire commissioner for receiving pursuant 
to section 2 of chapter 394 of the acts of 19386 from 
the owner or occupant of a building or other structure 
lawfully used for any of the purposes specified in section 
13 of chapter 148 of the General Laws without a license 
a certificate reciting such use shall be one half of the 
fee which would be payable under clause (109) of this 
section for a license granted under said section 13 
for such use. 

(113) Flashpoint Determination. ‘The charge to be 
paid for a determination by the testing laboratory 
in the fire department of the flashpoint of any flammable 
fluid or solid shall be $3.00. 

(114) Frozen Desserts, License to Manufacture for 
Sale at Retail. ‘The fee for a license granted by the 
health commissioner under section 651 of chapter 94 
of the General Laws to manufacture frozen desserts 
and ice cream mix, or either, for sale at retail shall 
be $5.00 for each premises specified in the license. 

(115) Frozen Desserts, License to Manufacture for 
Sale at Wholesale. ‘The fee for a license granted by 
the health commissioner under section 65I of chapter 
94 of the General Laws to manufacture frozen desserts 
and ice cream mix, or either, for sale at wholesale 
shall be, for the manufacture of not more than twenty- 
five thousand gallons, $25.00; for the manufacture 
of more than twenty-five thousand, but not more 
than one hundred thousand, gallons, $50.00; for the 
manufacture of more than one hundred thousand, 
but not more than two hundred and fifty thousand, 
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gallons, $100.00; for the manufacture of more than 
two hundred and fifty thousand, but not more than 
five hundred thousand, gallons, $150.00; and for the 
manufacture of more than five hundred thousand 
gallons, $200.00. 

(116) Frozen Desserts, Permit to Have for Sale. The 
fee for a permit to have frozen desserts and ice cream 
mix, or either, in custody or possession with intent 
to sell or to offer or expose for sale or to deliver in 
the city granted by the health commissioner under a 
regulation made by such commissioner under section 
65Q of chapter 94 of the General Laws shall be $1.00. 

(117) Fuel Oil Burner, Permit to Install or Alter. 
The fee for a permit granted by the head of the fire 
department under section 10A of chapter 148 of the 
General Laws for the installation or alteration of a 
fuel oil burner shall be, in the case of a power oil burner, 
$3.00, and in the case of any other oil burner, $1.00. 

(118) Fumigation of Certain Buildings, Permit for. 
The fee for a permit granted by the head of the fire 
department under section 10A of chapter 148 of the 
General Laws to fumigate a warehouse, factory or 
commercial building by the use of a volatile inflammable 
liquid or a material requiring flame shall be $3.00. 

(119) Funeral Director’s License. The fee for a 
license to act as a funeral director in Boston granted 
by the health commissioner under section 49 of chapter 
114 of the General Laws shall be $10.00.

(127) Golf Course, Franklin Park. The fee for a 
license from the parks and recreation commission permit- 
ting the licensee to use throughout the year for which it 
is given the Franklin Park golf course for the playing 
of golf shall be, in the case of a person resident in the 
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city, $25.00 and, in the case of any other person, $50.00. 
The fee for the use of such golf course for the playing of 
golf by a person without such a license shall be, on a 
Saturday, Sunday or legal holiday, $2.00 in the case of a 
person resident in the city and $3.00 in the case of any 
other person and, on any day other than a Saturday, 
Sunday or legal holiday, $1.50 in the case of a person 
resident in the city and $2.00 in the case of any other 
person; provided, that the fee for such use of such golf 
course by a person resident in the city commencing to 
play after 5:00 p.m. on any day other than a Saturday, 
Sunday or legal holiday shall be $1.00.

‘The fee for a 
license from the parks and recreation commission per- 
mitting the licensee to use throughout the year for which 
it is given the George Wright golf course for the playing 
of golf shall be, in the case of a person resident in the 
city, $40.00 and, in the case of any other person, $70.00, 
and in addition thereto in each case a locker fee of $5.00. 
The fee for the use of such golf course for the playing of 
golf by a person without such a license shall be, on a 
Saturday, Sunday or legal holiday, $2.50 in the case of a 
person resident in the city and $4.00 in the case of any 
other person and, on any day other than a Saturday, 
Sunday or legal holiday, $2.00 in the case of a person 
resident in the city and $2.50 in the case of any other 
person. The charge to be paid to the parks and recrea- 
tion department for the use of a turkish towel furnished 
by said department at said golf course shall be 15¢. 

(129) Golf Course Clubhouse, Use of George Wright. 
The charge to be paid for the use of the clubhouse at the 
George Wright golf course for a social, civie or similar 
event shall be $50.00. 

(130) Gravel Removal Permit. ‘The fee for a permit 
granted by the building commissioner under chapter 204 
of the acts of 1945 to excavate land to a depth of more 
than five feet for the purposes of obtaining and removing 
sand, gravel or loam shall be $5.00. 

(131 ) Gun Club License. The fee for a gun elub 
hieense granted by the city council under section 23 of 
chapter 40 of these ordinances shall be $15.00. 

(132) Hackney Carriage License. The fee for a 
license granted by the police commissioner under chap-

however, that until said board establishes for laboratory 
analyses a schedule of charges determined as aforesaid, 
each bed patient at the city hospital shall be charged 
a laboratory fee of $5.00 for the first day of each ad- 
mission and of $1.00 for each day he remains in the 
hospital thereafter, but in no event more than $18.00 
for any one admission. 

(151) Hospital Operating Room and Anesthesia. The 
charge to be paid for each use of an operating room at

The charge 
to be paid for any pharmaceutical preparation, biological 
product or intravenous solution furnished at the city 
hospital shall be such amount as the board of trustees 
in charge of the hospital department shall from time 
to time determine approximates the cost of furnishing 
such pharmaceutical preparation, biological product or 
intravenous solution; provided, however, that until 
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said board establishes for furnishing pharmaceutical 
preparations, biological products and intravenous solu- 
tions a schedule of charges determined as aforesaid, 
each bed patient at the city hospital, unless hospitalized 
solely for a tonsillectomy and adenoidectomy or either, 
shall be charged a pharmacy fee of $1.00 a day but in 
no event more than $12.00 for any one admission.

The fee for a 
license to establish or keep an intelligence office granted 
by the licensing board under section 42 of chapter 140 
of the General Laws shall be, in the case of a business 
employment bureau, $50.00, in the case of a domestics 
and laborers employment bureau, $25.00, and in the 
case of an intelligence office furnishing its services with- 
out charge to employer or employee, $2.00. 

(166) Jitney License. ‘The fee for a license granted 
by the city council, with the approval of the mayor, 
under section 1 of chapter 159A of the General Laws to 
operate a motor vehicle upon a public way for the car- 
riage of passengers for hire, in such a manner as to afford 
a means of transportation similar to that afforded by a 
railway company, by indiscriminately receiving and dis- 
charging passengers along the route on which the vehicle 
is operated or may be running, or for transporting 
passengers for hire as a business between fixed and 
regular termini shall be $25.00; and the fee for an 
amendment of any such license shall be $10.00. 

(167) Junk Collector's License. The fee for an an- 
nual junk collector’s license granted by the police com- 
missioner under section 1 of chapter 39 of these ordi- 
nances shall be $15.00. 

(168) Junk Shopkeeper’s License. The fee for an 
annual junk shopkeeper’s license granted by the police 
commissioner under section 1 of chapter 39 of these 
ordinances shall be $75.00. 

(169) Kennel License. ‘The fee for a kennel license 
granted by the police commissioner under section 137A 
of chapter 140 of the General Laws shall be $10.00 if 
four dogs or less are kept in the kennel, $25.00 if more 
than four, but not more than ten, dogs are kept in the 
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kennel, and $50.00 if more than ten dogs are kept in the 
kennel; except that a kennel license shall be issued with- 
out charge to any domestic charitable corporation in- 
eorporated exclusively for the purpose of protecting 
animals from cruelty, neglect or abuse and for the relief 
of suffering among animals. Dogs under the age of three 
months shall not be counted in determining the fee for a 
kennel license. 

(170) Kennel Transfer License. The fee for the 
issuance under section 137A of chapter 140 of the Gen- 
eral Laws of a new license in the case of the removal of a 
kennel to Boston shall be $3.00. 

(171) L Street Solarium. The fee for the use of either 
solarium at the L Street Bathhouse on any day shall be 
25¢ for any two hours or fraction thereof, which fee 
shall include a half-ounce piece of soap and the use of a 
locker and of a turkish towel furnished by the parks 
and recreation department. 

(172) Labor, Claim for. See Public Buildings and 
Works or Railroads and Railways. 

(173) Inbrary, Permit for Non-Resident to Borrow 
Materials from Public. The fee for a permit for a person 
not resident in the city to borrow books or other library 
material from the public library granted under section 8 
of chapter 78 of the General Laws by the board of 
trustees in charge of the library department shall be 
$1.00 for each four-month period in which such permit 
may be exercised. 

(174) Liquefied Petroleum Gas Equipment Permit. 
The fee for a permit granted by the head of the fire 
department under section 10A of chapter 148 of the 
General Laws to install or connect liquefied petroleum 
gas equipment shall be $1.00. 

(175) Loading Zone Permit. ‘The fee for an annual 
permit for a loading zone, so called, granted by the 
Boston traffic commission under section 2 of chapter 
263 of the acts of 1929 shall be $2.00 for each foot of 
curbing abutting on said zone, but in no event less than 
$40.00. 

(176) Locations. See Public Utility Locations. 

(177) Lodging House License. The fee for a lodging 
house license granted by the licensing board under sec- 
tion 23 of chapter 140 of the General Laws shall be, in 
the case of a lodging house having less than ten rooms 
let or adapted for letting to lodgers, $10.00, and in the

ease of a lodging house having ten or more, but less 
than twenty, such rooms, $20.00, and in the case of all 
other lodging houses, $45.00. 

(178) Lunch Cart License. The fee for an annual 
license to maintain a vehicle for the sale of food in a 
public way granted by the commissioner of public 
works and the police commissioner under section 49 
of chapter 140 of the General Laws shall be $120.00. 

(179) Manure, Permit for Removal of. The fee for 
an annual permit for the removal of manure granted by 
the health commissioner under section § of chapter 40 
of these ordinances shall be $3.00. 

(180). Marriage License. The fee of the city reg- 
istrar for entering notice of intention of marriage 
and issuing certificate thereof shall be that prescribed 
by clause 42 of section 34 of chapter 262 of the General 
Laws. 

(181) Marriages. See Births, Marriages and Deaths. 

(182) Marriages Solemnized outside Massachusetts, 
Recording of. The fee of the city registrar for receiving 
under section 36 of chapter 207 of the General Laws 
a certificate or declaration of marriage solemnized out- 
side Massachusetts shall be $2.00. 

(183) Married Woman’s Separate Business Certificate. 
The fee of the city clerk for recording under section 11 
of chapter 209 of the General Laws a certificate of a 
married woman who does or proposes to do business on 
her separate account shall be $1.00. 

(184) Massage License. The fee for an annual 
license to practice massage granted by the health 
commissioner under section 51 of chapter 140 of the 
General Laws shall be $25.00. 

(185) Materials, Claims for. See Public Buildings 
and Works or Railroads and Railways. 

(186) Milk License. The fee for a license granted 
by the inspector of milk under section 41 of chapter 94 — 
of the General Laws to deliver, exchange, expose for 
sale or sell, or have in custody or possession with intent 
so to do, milk, skimmed milk or cream shall be $1.00 
for each premises and $3.00 for each vehicle to be used 
under such license. | 

(187) Milk Dispenser Permit. The fee for a permit 
to serve milk from a dispenser at an establishment 
where food or drink is or may be served granted by the 
health commissioner under a regulation made by such 
commissioner under section 31 of chapter 111 of the 
General Laws shall be $1.00. 
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(188) Milk Pasteurization Plant License. The fee 
for a license granted by the health commissioner under 
section 48A of chapter 94 of the General Laws for the 
maintenance of an establishment for the pasteurization 
of milk shall be $25.00. 

(189) Mulk, Permit to Sell at Wholesale Where Dairy 
Farm Certificate Not Required. The fee for an annual 
permit granted by the health commissioner under sec- 
tion 43 of chapter 94 of the General Laws for a dealer 
in milk to sell or deliver for sale or have in possession 
with intent to sell or deliver for sale milk and cream, 
or either of them, in cases where a certificate of regis- 
tration issued under section 16C of said chapter 94 is 
not required for the issue of such permit, shall be $100.00. 

(190) Minor’s Badge, etc. The fee for a minor’s 
badge, whether issued by the city clerk under section

The fee for a 
certificate of taxes and other assessments, including 
water rates and charges, constituting liens on a parcel 
of real estate, furnished by the collector-treasurer 
under section 23 of chapter 60 of the General Laws 
shall be $3.00. 

(196) Musicians, Band or Group of Itinerant. The 
fee for an itinerant musicians’ license granted by the

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name of a person proposing to sell or offer for sale 
oleomargarine in a store, booth, stand or market place 
and the address of the proposed place of sale shall 
be $1.00 for each place of sale. 


(206) Optometrist’s Certificate. The fee of the city 
clerk for recording under section 70 of chapter 112 of 
the General Laws an optometrist’s certificate of regis- 
tration or for issuing thereunder a certified copy of 
such a certificate or for receiving and filing thereunder 
such a certified copy shall be $1.00.

(213) Parkway Opening Permit. The fee of the parks 
and recreation commission for a permit to open a park- 
way or other way under the control of said commission 
or portion thereof shall be, in the case of an opening for 
the purpose of constructing a driveway, and also in 
the case of an opening for the purpose of entering a 
particular drain into a public sewer, $5.00, and in the 
cease of an opening for the purpose of constructing, 
reconstructing or repairing the roadways and sidewalks 
or either, $1.00 for each hundred linear feet of opening 
as measured by the sideline of such parkway or other 
way but in no event less than $1.00, and in the case of 
an opening for any other purpose, $1.00 for each two 
hundred square feet of such parkway or other way to be 
opened but in no event less than $1.00. 

(214) Parkway Sidewalk Crossing Permit. ‘The fee of 
the parks and recreation commission for an annual 
permit to drive a motor vehicle upon or across the side- 
walk of a parkway or other way under the control of 
said commission for the purpose of delivering coal or 
other fuel to an estate shall be $1.00 for each location. 

(215) Pawnbroker’s License. The fee for a pawn- 
broker’s license granted by the police commissioner 
under section 70 of chapter 140 of the General Laws 
shall be that prescribed by section 77 of said chapter 140. 

(216) Peddlers. See Hawkers and Peddlers. 

(217) Personal Property in Pledge, Notice of Intention 
to Sell. The fee of the city clerk for recording under 
section 3 of chapter 255 of the General Laws a written 
notice of intention to enforce payment or performance — 
by a sale of personal property in pledge, including 
affidavit of service of such notice, shall be $1.50. 

(218) Personal Property Mortgages, etc., Recording of. 
The fee of the city clerk for recording under chapter 
255 of the General Laws a mortgage of personal property 
(including a mortgage given under section 7A of said

chapter 255), a bill of sale of personal property given

(237) Public Utility, Condensed Return. The fee of 
the city clerk for receiving and filing under section 
84A of chapter 164 of the General Laws or under sec- 
tion 12A of chapter 166 of the General Laws, a copy 
of a condensed return of business and financial condi- 
tion shall be $1.00. 

(238) Public Utility Locations Granted by Building 
Commissioner. The fee of the city clerk for recording 
under section 22 of chapter 166 of the General Laws 
an attested copy of an order of the building commis- 
sioner granting under chapter 268 of the Special Acts 
of 1915 a location for underground wires, cables, con- 
ductors or conduits shall be $5.00. 

(239) Public Utility Locations Granted by Public 
Improvement Commission.

The fee of the city clerk for receiving and 
filing a sworn statement executed under section 99 of 
chapter 159 of the General Laws shall be $1.00. 

(245) Railroads and Railways, Claim (for Materials) 
against. ‘The fee of the city clerk for receiving and filing 
under section 98 of chapter 159 of the General Laws a 
written notice of intention to claim a right of action 
under section 96 of said chapter against a railroad or 
railway shall be $1.00. 

(246) Real Estate Tax Payment Certificate. The fee 
for a certificate of the payment of a tax given by the 
collector-treasurer under section 60 of chapter 60 of 
the General Laws shall be $1.00. 

(247) Refuse, Removal of. The charge to be paid 
the public works department for removing refuse which 
by section 1 of chapter 27 of these ordinances said 
department is authorized but not required to remove 
shall be 20¢ a barrel.

(257) Sausages and Chopped Meat, License to Manu- 
facture. The fee for an annual license granted by the 
health commissioner pursuant to section 144 of chap- 
ter 94 of the General Laws to carry on an establishment 
for the manufacture of sausages and chopped meat, or 
either, shall be $100.00. 


(258) Second Hand Dealer’s License. The fee for an 
annual license to be a dealer in, or keeper of a shop for 
the purchase, sale or barter of, second hand articles 
seranted by the police commissioner under section 1 of 
chapter 39 of these ordinances shall be $30.00. 


(259) Second Hand Motor Vehicles. ‘The fees for 
used car dealer’s licenses, agent’s or seller’s licenses and 
motor vehicle junk licenses granted by the police com- 
missioner under section 59 of chapter 140 of the General 
Laws shall be as respectively fixed by the police com- 
missioner under said section 59. 


(260) Sewer Entrance Permit. The fee for a permit 
granted by the commissioner of public works under 
section 10 of chapter 27 of these ordinances to enter a 
particular drain into a public sewer shall be three cents 
for each square foot of land lying within one hundred 
feet of the street or strip of land in which the public 
sewer is laid and constituting part of the estate from 
which the entry is made; provided, that such a permit , 
shall be issued without fee if a betterment assessment 
levied upon such estate for the construction of the 
public sewer has been paid. 


(261) Shellfish Permits. The fee for every family use 
shellfish permit granted by the city council under 
section 22A of chapter 40 of these ordinances shall be 
$1.00; and the fee for every commercial use shellfish 
permit so granted shall be $5.00. 
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(262) Shooting Gallery License. The fee for a 
shooting gallery license granted by the licensing board 
under section 56A of chapter 140 of the General Laws 
shall be $50.00. The city clerk shall receive no fee for 
receiving and filing the bond provided for by said 
section 56A. 


(263) Shooting Gallery Sunday License. The fee for a 
license granted by the mayor under section 4A of chapter 
136 of the General Laws to maintain and operate a 
shooting gallery on a specified Sunday shall be $3.00. 


(264) Sidewalk Crossing Permit. The fee of the 
commissioner of public works for an annual permit to 
drive a motor vehicle upon or across the sidewalk at a 
specified location shall be, in the case of a motor vehicle 
other than a motor vehicle used (or designed for use) 
for business purposes, $5.00 for each location, and in the 
case of a motor vehicle used (or designed for use) for 
business purposes, $25.00 for each location; provided, 
that the fee of the commissioner of public works for an 
annual permit to drive a motor vehicle upon or across 
the sidewalk at a specified location for the purpose of 
delivering coal or other fuel to an estate shall be $1.00 
for each location. 


(265) Sight-Seeing Automobiles. The fee for a li- 
cense granted by the police commissioner under section 3 
of chapter 399 of the acts of 1931 for a sight-seeing 
automobile shall be $2.00 for each seating accommoda- 
tion for a sightseer. 


(266) Szght-Seeing Automobile Drivers. The fee for a 
sight-seeing automobile driver’s license granted by the 
police commissioner under section 3 of chapter 399 of 
the acts of 1931 shall be $2.00. 


(267) Slaughtering License. The fees for a license 
granted by the health commissioner under section 119 
of chapter 94 of the General Laws to carry on the busi- 
ness of slaughtering neat cattle, horses, mules, sheep or 
swine shall be a primary fee of $100.00, payable at the 
time of the issuance of the license, and the following 
additional fees, payable at the close of the last business 
day of each month during the term of the license: 5¢ 
for every calf, swine, sheep or goat slaughtered under 
the license during such month, and 15¢ for every other 
animal so slaughtered; provided, however, that no 
additional fee shall be required for any animal slaugh- 
tered under federal inspection. 
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(268) Soft Drink License. The fee for a license to 
keep open a place of business for the retail sale of soft 
drinks, so called, granted by the licensing board acting 
under section 21A of chapter 140 of the General Laws 
shall be $3.00. 

(269) Sound Trucks. The fee for an itinerant 
musician’s license granted by the police commissioner 
under section 47 of chapter 40 of these ordinances for 
a sound truck engaged in advertising goods, wares or 
merchandise for sale shall be $2.00 for each day for which 
such license is granted. 

(270) Special Police Officers. The fee of the police 
commissioner for appointing a person a special police 
officer under chapter 282 of the acts of 1898 shall be 
$5.00. 

(271) Sporting License. The fee for a sporting 
license issued by the city clerk under chapter 131 of 
the General Laws shall be as prescribed by section 8 
of said chapter 131. 

(272) Sprinkler System, Permit for Installation, Alter- 
ation or Repair of. The fees of the building com- 
missioner for receiving an application for a permit 
under paragraph (a) of section 111 of the Boston 
Building Code to install, alter or substantially repair 
a sprinkler system or other fire extinguishing apparatus 
shall be a primary fee of $2.00 and an additional fee 
of $1.00 for each five hundred dollars of the fair cost 
of the work to be authorized by such permit as deter- 
mined by said commissioner. 

(273) Sprinkler System, Permit for Disconnection of. 
The fee for a permit granted by the head of the fire 
department under section 27A of chapter 148 of the 
General Laws shall be $5.00. 

(274) Stables. The fee for a license to occupy or 
use a building for a stable granted by the health com- 
missioner under chapter 89 of the acts of 1889 shall 
be $100.00. 

(275) Stallion Registration. The fee of the city 
clerk for recording under section 176 of chapter 140 
of the General Laws the certificate for a stallion kept 
for breeding purposes shall be $1.00. 

(276) Standpipe Disconnection. See Sprinkler 
System Disconnection. 

(277) Street Occupancy Permit for Advertising by 
Placard. The fee for a permit granted by the commis- 
sioner of public works under section 35 of chapter 40 of 
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these ordinances for a person, while on foot in a street, 
to carry and display one or more show cards, placards 
or signs for the purpose of advertising goods, wares or 
merchandise for sale shall be $5.00, except that, in cases 
where such a permit is granted for a period longer than 
one month, the fee therefor shall be $5.00 for each 
monthly period for which it is granted. 

(278) Street Occupancy Permit for Advertising by 
Distribution of Handbills. The fee for a permit granted 
by the commissioner of public works under section 35 of 
chapter 40 of these ordinances for a person to distribute 
to persons in a street handbills, cards, circulars or papers 
(other than newspapers) for the purpose of advertising 
goods, wares or merchandise for sale shall be $5.00 for 
each day for which such permit is granted. 

(279) Street Occupancy Permit for Advertising Vehicle. 
The fee for a permit granted by the commissioner of 
public works under section 35 of chapter 40 of these 
ordinances for a person to operate in the streets north 
and east of Massachusetts avenue or any of them a 
vehicle used principally for advertising shall be $2.00 
for each day for which such permit is granted. 

(280) Street Occupancy Permit for Awning, Canopy 
or Marquee. The fees for an annual permit granted by 
the public improvement commission under section § of 
chapter 85 of the General Laws for the permanent 
projection over a public way of an awning, canopy or 
marquee shall be, in the case of an awning, canopy or 
marquee without sign, a primary fee of $10.00 and an 
additional fee of $1.00 for each hundred square feet of 
public way covered thereby, and in the case of an 
awning, canopy or marquee with sign, a primary fee of 
$15.00 and an additional fee of $1.00 for each hundred 
square feet of public way covered thereby and a further 
additional fee of $1.00 for each twenty square feet of the 
face area of the sign or signs determined by aggregating 
the face area of each sign as computed without regard to 
its shape by multiplying its maximum height by its 
maximum width within the limits of the public way. 
The fees for an annual permit granted by the commis- 
sioner of public works under said section 8 for the projec- 
tion over a public way or ways from a single estate of 
one or more retractable awnings shall be a primary fee 
of $5.00 and an additional fee of 50¢ for each hundred 
square feet of public way covered thereby. The fee for 
a permit granted by the commissioner of public works 
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under said section 8 for the temporary projection over a 
public way of a cloth or canvas canopy shall be $3.00 
for each day for which such permit is granted. 

(281) Street Occupancy Permit for Awning Work. The 
fee for a permit granted by the commissioner of public 
works under section 9 of chapter 27 of these ordinances 
to occupy or obstruct a portion or portions of a street or 
streets for the purpose of placing, repairing or removing 
one or more awnings on a specified building or structure 
shall be $1.00 for each monthly period for which such 
permit is granted; and the fee for an annual permit so 
granted to occupy and obstruct portions of streets for 
the purpose of placing, repairing and removing awnings 
on buildings and structures shall be $100.00. 

(282) Street Occupancy Permit for Building Construc- 
tion, Repair, Demolition, etc. The fees for a permit 
granted by the commissioner of public works under 
section 9 of chapter 27 of these ordinances to occupy or 
obstruct a portion or portions of a street or streets in 
connection with the erection, alteration, repair, painting, 
cleaning, decorating, demolition, or removal of a build- 
ing or structure shall be, for each monthly period in 
which such permit may be exercised, a primary fee of 
$3.00 and an additional fee of $1.00 for each ten square 
feet of street to be occupied or obstructed at any one 
time in such period, except that the total fee for a permit 
so granted to occupy or obstruct a portion or portions of 
a street or streets for the purpose of making to a specified 
building or structure alterations or repairs requiring not 
more than three consecutive working days to complete 
shall be $1.00 and except further that the total fee for an 
annual permit so granted to occupy or obstruct a portion 
or portions of a street or streets for the purpose of 
cleaning decorative and sign work on a specified building 
or structure or removing stains from such building or 
structure or for both purposes shall be $5.00. 

(283) Street Occupancy Permit for Building Moving. 
The fee for a permit granted by the commissioner of 
public works under section 18 of chapter 85 of the 
General Laws or section 9 or 13 of chapter 27 of these 
ordinances to move a building in a street or streets shall 
be $150.00 for the first day, and $75.00 for each ad- 
ditional day, on which it may be exercised. 

(284) Street Occupancy Permit for Heating Plant 
Cleaning. The fee for a permit granted by the com- 
missioner of public works under section 9 of chapter 
27 of these ordinances to occupy or obstruct a portion 
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of a street for the purpose of cleaning the heating plant 
or plants of a specified building or structure shall be 
$3.00; and the fee for an annual permit so granted to 
occupy and obstruct portions of streets for the purpose of 
cleaning heating plants of buildings and _ structures 
shall be $100.00. 

(285) Street Occupancy Permit for Oversize Vehicle, 
etc. The fee for a permit granted by the commissioner 
of public works under section 19 of chapter 90 of the 
General Laws to operate on a public way a motor 
vehicle or trailer having an outside width of more than 
ninety-six inches or an extreme over-all length of more 
than thirty-three feet shall be $5.00 a day. 

(286) Street Occupancy Permit for Overweight Vehicle, 
etc. The fee for a permit granted by the commissioner 
of public works under section 30 of chapter 85 of the 
General Laws to operate or move on a public way a 
vehicle or object weighing more than fourteen tons or, 
in the case of a vehicle equipped with pneumatic tires, 
more than fifteen tons shall be $5.00 a day. 

(287) Street Occupancy Permit for Public Utility 
Work. The fee for an annual permit granted by the 
commissioner of public works to a public service cor- 
poration under section 9 or 14 of chapter 27 of these 
ordinances to occupy or obstruct portions of streets for 
the purpose of clearing manholes and placing and testing 
equipment shall be $18.00 for each ward for which such 
permit is granted. 

(288) Street Occupancy Permit for Raising or Lowering 
Goods. The fee for a permit granted by the commis- 
sioner of public works under section 9 or 11 of chapter 
27 of these ordinances to occupy, obstruct or use a 
portion of a street for the purpose of raising or lowering 
goods or merchandise into or from a specified building 
or structure shall be $3.00, provided, that the fee for an 
annual permit so granted shall be $30.00. 

(289) Street Occupancy Permit for Sign. The fees 
for an annual permit granted by the public improve- 
ment commission under section 8 of chapter 85 of the 
General Laws for the placement on, or the projection 
over, a public way of a sign, advertising device, clock 
or other like structure shall be a primary fee of $5.00 
and an additional fee of $1.00 for each twenty square 
feet of the total face area thereof determined by ag- 
gregating the area of each face as computed without 
regard to its shape by multiplying its maximum height 
by its maximum width within the limits of the public 
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way. The fee for a permit granted by the commissioner 
of public works under section 8 of chapter 85 of the 
General Laws for the temporary projection over a 
public way of a sign or advertising device shall be $1.00 
for each day for which such permit is granted. 

(290) Street Occupancy Permit for Sign Work. The 
fee for a permit granted by the commissioner of public 
works under section 9 of chapter 27 of these ordinances 
to occupy or obstruct a portion or portions of a street 
or streets for the purpose of placing, painting, repairing 
or removing a sign on a specified building or structure 
shall be $3.00 for each monthly period for which such 
permit is granted; and the fee for an annual permit so 
granted to occupy and obstruct portions of streets for the 
purpose of placing, painting, repairing and removing 
signs on buildings and structures shall be $300.00. 

(291) Street Occupancy Permit for Snow Removal 
from Building. The fee for an annual permit granted 
by the commissioner of public works under section 9 
of chapter 27 of these ordinances to occupy or obstruct 
a portion or portions of a street or streets for the purpose 
of removing snow and ice from a specified building or 
structure shall be $1.00. 

(292) Street Occupancy Permit for Storage and Sale of 
Merchandise. ‘The fee for a license to use specified parts 
of public streets for the storage and sale of merchandise 
sranted by the commissioner of public works under sec- 
tion 1 of chapter 584 of the acts of 1907 shall be such 
sum, not less than $5.00 nor more than $3,000.00, as 
said commissioner shall determine approximates the 
value of the privilege granted. 

(293) Street Occupancy Permit for Window Cleaning. 
The fee for an annual permit granted by the commis- 
sioner of public works under section 9 of chapter 27 of 
these ordinances to occupy or obstruct a portion or por- 
tions of a street or streets for the purpose of cleaning one 
or more windows of a specified building or structure shall 
be $1.00; and the fee for an annual permit so granted to 
occupy and obstruct portions of streets for the purpose of 
enue the windows of buildings and structures shall 
be $50.00. 

(294) Street Occupancy Permit for Window Glazing. 
The fee for a permit granted by the commissioner of pub- 
lic works under section 9 of chapter 27 of these ordinances 
to occupy or obstruct a portion or portions of a street or 
streets for the purpose of glazing one or more window 
sashes of a specified building or structure shall be $1.00 
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for each monthly period for which such permit is granted; 
and the fee for an annual permit so granted to occupy 
and obstruct portions of streets for the purpose of 
glazing window sashes of buildings and structures shall 
be $100.00. 

(295) Street Opening Permit. The fee for a permit 
granted by the commissioner of public works under sec- 
tion 9 of chapter 27 of these ordinances to open a street 
or portion thereof shall be, in the case of an opening for 
the purpose of constructing a driveway, and also in the 
case of an opening for the purpose of entering a particular 
drain into a public sewer, $5.00, and in the case of an 
opening for the purpose of constructing or reconstructing 
roadways and sidewalks or either, $1.00 for each hundred 
linear feet of opening as measured by the sidelines of the 
street but in no event less than $1.00, and in the case of 
an opening for any other purpose, $1.00 for each two 
hundred square feet of street to be opened but in no 
event less than $1.00; provided, that the fee for an annual 
permit granted by the commissioner of public works 
under said section 9 to a so-called district contractor to 
open streets or portions thereof for the purpose of repair- 
ing roadways and sidewalks in his district shall be $10.00. 

(296) Street Railway Motormen, Conductors and Des- 
patchers. ‘The fee for a license granted by the police 
commissioner under section 1 of chapter 59 of the acts of 
1879 to act in the capacity of a conductor, motorman or 
driver of a street railway car or trackless trolley vehicle 
or of a starter or despatcher of such cars and vehicles 
shall be $1.00. 

(297) Sunday Arcade License. 'The fee for a license 
granted by the mayor under section 4A of chapter 136 of 
the General Laws to maintain and operate on a specified 
Sunday games and such amusement devices as may be 
lawfully operated on secular days shall be $10.00. 

(298) Sunday Entertainment License. The fees for a 
license granted by the mayor under section 4 of chapter 
136 of the General Laws to hold a public entertainment 
on one Sunday shall be a primary fee of $10.00 and, if a 
payment of money or other valuable consideration is 
charged for admission thereto and the licensee or a 
predecessor of the licensee has previously given in this 
city on a Sunday a similar public entertainment, an 
additional fee of $5.00 for each thousand of the average 
Sunday paid attendance during the last such public 
entertainment so given; provided, that in cases where 
there is no admission or cover charge and there is only 
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entertainment through the use of television, radio, and 
music provided by mechanical or electrical means, the 
fee shall be $2.00; and provided also, that in cases where 
there is no admission or cover charge and the enter- 
tainment is solely provided by not exceeding four 
instrumentalists, the fee shall be $5.00. The fee for an 
annual license granted by the mayor under said section 
4 to hold on Sunday a public entertainment solely 
through the use of motion pictures shall be $100.00. 
The fee for an annual license granted by the mayor 
under said section 4 to hold on Sunday a public enter- 
tainment solely through the use of television, radio, 
and music provided by mechanical or electrical means 
shall be $50.00. The fees fixed by this clause shall be 
in addition to any sum payable to the state commissioner 
of public safety. 

(299) Sunday Photographic Studio License. The fee 
for a license granted by the mayor under section 4A of 
chapter 136 of the General Laws to maintain and operate 
a photographic gallery or studio on a specified Sunday 
shall be $2.00. 

(300) Sunday Retail Dealer’s License. The fee for a 
license to keep open a place of business on the Lord’s 
day for the sale of frozen desserts and/or ice cream mix, 
confectionery, soda water or fruit granted by the licens- 
ing board under section 7 of chapter 136 of the General 
Laws shall be $6.00. 

(301) Sunday Sports License. The fee for a license 
eranted by the city council with the approval of the 
mayor under section 22 of chapter 136 of the General 
Laws to conduct on the Lord’s day at a designated 
playground, park or other place an outdoor athletic 
sport or game or an indoor hockey or basketball game, 
if granted for a term specified in clause 5 of section 25 
of chapter 41 of these ordinances, shall be, if the place 
designated has a seating capacity of not more than ten 
thousand, $100.00, and if the place designated has a 
seating capacity of more than ten thousand but not 
more than twenty thousand, $500.00, and if the place 
designated has a seating capacity of more than twenty 
thousand, $1,000.00. The fee for a license granted as 
aforesaid, if granted for a term specified in clause 7 of 
said section 25, shall be one half of the fee which would 
be payable under this clause for a license for the place 
designated if granted for a term specified in clause 5 
aforesaid. The fee for a license granted as aforesaid, if 
eranted for a single Sunday, shall be $100.00. 
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(302) Taxicab Licenses. See Hackney Carriage 
Incenses. 

(303) Taxes. See Assessors’ Certificate, also Munici- 
pal Inen Certificate, also Real Hstate Tax Payment 
Certificate. 

(304) Torch in Open Air. See Fire (Small or Torch) 
in Open Air. 

(305) Towels. The charge to be paid to the parks 
and recreation department for a half-ounce piece of 
soap furnished by said department shall be 1¢; and the 
charge to be paid to said department for the use on 
one day of each cotton crash towel furnished by said 
department shall be 2¢. 

(306) Trailer Coach Park License. The fee for a 
trailer coach park license granted by the health com- 
missioner under section 32B of chapter 140 of the 
General Laws shall be, in the case of an original license, 
$50.00 plus the cost of publishing the notice of hearing, 
and, in the case of a renewal license, $25.00. The fee 
provided for by the preceding sentence shall be in 
addition to the additional license fee prescribed by 
section 32G of said chapter 140. The city clerk shall 
receive no fee for receiving and filing any copy of a 
trailer coach park license sent him by the health com- 
missioner pursuant to section 32F of said chapter 140. 

(307) Transient Vendor’s License. The fee for a 
license issued to a transient vendor by the city clerk 
under section 5 of chapter 101 of the General Laws shall 
be an amount equal to the tax assessable under the tax 
levy last preceding the issue of such license upon 
property having a valuation equal to the valuation certi- 
fied under section 19 of chapter 39 of these ordinances. 

(308) Trapping License. The fee for a trapping 
license issued by the city clerk under chapter 131 of the 
General Laws shall be as prescribed by section 8 of said 
chapter 131. 

(309) Trust Instruments and Amendments. The fee 
of the city clerk for receiving and filing under section 2 
of chapter 182 of the General Laws a copy of a written 
instrument or declaration of trust, or a copy of an 
amendment thereof, shall be $5.00. 

(310) Use Permit. The fee of the building com- 
missioner for issuing a use permit under section 18 of 
chapter 488 of the acts of 1924 shall be $3.00. 

(311) Used Car Dealer’s License. See Second Hand 
Motor Vehicles. 
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(312) Vessels, Liens on. The fee of the city clerk 
for recording a statement filed under section 15 of 
chapter 255 of the General Laws to enforce a lien on a 
vessel shall be $1.00 for each page or part thereof, but 
in no event less than $3.00. 

(313) Voter, Certificate of Appearance on Voting Last 
of Name of Certain. The fee of the board of election 
commissioners for furnishing a certificate as to the 
appearance on an annual register of voters of the name 
of a particular person shall be $1.00, except that, in 
cases where the board’s minutes of the naturalization 
of such person are included therein on request of the 
applicant therefor, the fee shall be $2.00. 

(314) Wagon and Handcart Licenses. The fee for an 
annual license granted by the police commissioner under 
rules made by him in the exercise of such of the powers 
arising from section 22 of chapter 40 of the General 
Laws as are vested in him by or under the city charter 
shall be $2.00. 

(315) Water Meter, Examination and Test of. The 
fee of the commissioner of public works for examining 
and testing a water meter under section 10 of chapter 
165 of the General Laws shall be $3.00. 

(316) Weights and Measures, Adjustment of. ‘The 
charge to be paid for the repair, alteration or adjust- 
ment of any, weight, scale, balance, measure, or measur- 
ing device shall be 10¢ for each minute or fraction thereof. 

(317) Weights and Measures, Sealing of. ‘The fee 
for the sealing of a weight or measure under sections 
41 to 53, inclusive, or any of them, of chapter 98 of the. 
General Laws shall be:— 

(a) In the case of a machine or other mechanical 
device used for determining linear or area measurement, 
$1.00; and 

(b) In the case of a liquid capacity measure (other 
than a vehicle tank) with a measuring capacity of more 
than one gallon or a measure on a pump, 25¢; and 

(c) In the case of a liquid measuring meter (other 
than a water meter) having an inlet pipe with a diameter 
of one inch or less, $1.00; and in the case of such a 
meter having an inlet pipe with a diameter of more 
than one inch, $3.00; and 

(d) In the ease of milk and cream bottles and 
jars, 50¢ a gross; and 

(e) In the ease of a scale or balance with a weighing 
capacity of less than 100 pounds, 50¢; and in the case 
of a scale or balance with a weighing capacity of 100 
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pounds or more but less than 5,000 pounds, $1.00; 
and in the case of a scale or balance with a weighing 
capacity of 5,000 pounds or more but less than 10,000 
pounds, $2.00; and in the case of a scale or balance with 
a ba capacity of 10,000 pounds or more, $5.00; 
an 

(f) In the case of a taximeter or measuring device 
upon a vehicle to determine the cost of transportation, 
$1.00; and 

(g) In the case of a farm milk tank or a vehicle 
tank used in the sale of a commodity by liquid measure 
and having a single compartment, and in the case of 
each compartment of a farm milk tank or a vehicle 
tank so used having two or more compartments, a 
primary fee of 50¢ and an additional fee of 50¢ for 
each 100 gallons, or fraction thereof, of capacity; and 

(h) In the case of a weight or any other measure, 10¢. 

(318) Welder’s Certificate of Qualification. The 
charge of the building commissioner for issuing under 
paragraph (7) of section 2809 of Boston Building Code 
a certificate of qualification as a welder shall be $3.00. 
The charge of the building commissioner for examining 
an applicant for a certificate of qualification as a welder 
shall be the cost of structural steel bar stock and welding 
wire required therein not supplied by the applicant 
plus the expense of testing completed specimens not 
otherwise defrayed by the applicant. 

(819) Zoning Map Change. The entry fee which 
shall be paid to the board of zoning adjustment for 
each petition for changing the zoning map shall be 
$35.00. 

Section 2. Except as otherwise expressly provided by 
section one, the entire fee fixed by said section for a 
permit or license shall be payable at the time of the 
issuance of such permit or license. The entire fee or 
charge fixed by section one for furnishing an article or 
the use thereof or the use of a place, and the entire fee 
or charge so fixed for furnishing a copy or certified copy 
of a record or paper, and the entire fee or charge so fixed 
for furnishing service or work shall be payable at the time 
of application therefor, except that charges fixed by 
clauses (144) to (157), inclusive, of said section and not 
waived under clause (143) of said section shall become 
due and payable only upon presentation of bill therefor. 

Section 3. Except as otherwise expressly provided 
in section one, the fee for the renewal of a license or 
permit shall equal the fee which would be payable 
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under section one for an original license or permit for 
the same purpose. 

Section 4. Nothing in section one shall be construed 
to affect in any way the exemption from a fee or charge 
for a permit or license provided by section 6 of chapter 
572 of the acts of 1949 or by section 6 of chapter 669 
of the acts of 1953 or by any similar statute. 

Section 5. Neither the Boston Housing Authority 
nor any person acting in its stead shall be charged any 
fee for any license or permit for which the fee may 
be fixed by ordinance under chapter 222 of the acts of

Section 6. The charge to be paid by boards and. 
officers for the publication of advertisements in the 
City Record shall be $1.00 for each quarter of an inch 
or fraction thereof. The City Record shall be sold on 
the following terms payable in advance: — annual sub- 
scription, $5.00; single copy, 15¢.

CoNCERNING AUTOMATIC AMUSEMENT DEVICEs. 


Chapter forty of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 is 
hereby amended by inserting after section one hundred 
and one the following: 


AUTOMATIC AMUSEMENT DEVICES. 

Section 101A. (1) On and after May 1, 1948, no 
person managing or controlling any restaurant, cafe, 
tavern or other eating or drinking establishment or 
any inn, hotel, club or public lodging house or any 
store, terminal, public hall, bowling alley, place of 
amusement or other place to which members of the 
public may resort, shall keep or offer for operation 
therein or allow to be kept or offered for operation 
therein any automatic amusement device, unless and 
until such automatic amusement device has been 
licensed by such licensing authority as the mayor shall 
from time to time appoint. Such authority may, upon 
written application and upon such reasonable terms 
and conditions as the mayor may prescribe, grant a 
license for any or all automatic amusement devices 
and may, after written notice to the licensee, suspend 
or, after hearing, revoke the same. The licensing 
authority shall act upon every application for a license 
under this section within fifteen days after the filing 
of such application, shall not deny any application 
except for good cause, and upon the denial of any 
application shall forthwith endorse thereon the reason 
for such denial. No license shall be granted under this 
section for any automatic amusement device unless 
such device is of a type approved by the director of 
standards and necessaries of life under section two hun- 
dred eighty-three of chapter ninety-four of the General 
Laws. No license shall be granted under this section 
for any automatic amusement device to be kept or 
offered for operation upon premises within a radius of 
three hundred feet of a church or a school except after

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a public hearing of which notice shall be given by the 
licensing authority, at the expense of the applicant, to 
the minister, priest, rabbi or other person in charge of 
the church, or the headmaster, principal or other person 
in charge of the school, by registered mail sent at least 
five days (Saturdays, Sundays and holidays excluded) 
before the hearing. 

(2) The term ‘‘automatic amusement device” as 
used in this section shall be construed as meaning any 
mechanism whereby, upon the deposit therein of a coin 
or token, any apparatus is released or set in motion or 
put in a position where it may be set in motion for the 
purpose of furnishing music or other entertainment 
or for the purpose of playing any game involving, in 
whole or in part, the skill of the player, including, but 
not exclusively, such devices as are commonly known 
as juke boxes, music boxes, phonographs, pinball 
machines (including free play pinball machines), marble 
games, diggers, grab machines, baseball or football 
game machines, bowlers, roll-down machines, target 
machines and horse racing machines. 

(3) Licenses granted under this section, unless 
sooner revoked, shall expire on December thirty-first 
of each year. Every such license shall specify the 
street and number of the premises where the automatic 
amusement device is to be kept or offered for operation 
or give some particular description of such premises, 
shall name the person managing or controlling such 
premises, shall state the type of the automatic amuse- 
ment device to which it relates, and shall protect any 
automatic amusement device of the same type which 
as a substitute or replacement for the automatic amuse- 
ment device licensed may, during the term of the 
license, be kept or offered for operation on the premises 
specified while managed or controlled by the person 
named; but such license shall under no circumstances 
protect an automatic amusement device of a type other 
than the type stated in such license; and such license 
shall not protect the automatic amusement device if in 
any place other than the premises from time to time 
specified in such license or if such premises be managed 
or controlled by any person other than the person from 
time to time named in such license. No such license 
shall specify more than one premises at one time. 
Upon written application, the licensing authority may 
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from time to time amend any license granted under this 
section by changing the premises specified or by chang- 
ing the person named as managing or controlling the 
premises or by changing both; provided, however, that 
no premises within a radius of three hundred feet of a 
church or a school shall be specified by amendment 
except after a public hearing of which notice shall have 
been given as hereinbefore provided. 

(4) The annual fee for a license under this section 
for any automatic amusement device other than a 
pinball machine (including a free play pinball machine), 
or for any renewal thereof, shall be twelve dollars. 
The annual fee for such a license for a pinball machine 
(including a free play pinball machine), or for any 
renewal thereof, shall be thirty dollars. The fee for 
any license issued after January thirty-first in any year 
shall be prorated on the basis of the number of months 
in which the license is to be in force compared with 
twelve months. The fee for every change of premises 
and the fee for every change of person shall be two 
dollars. 

(5) Automatic amusement devices licensed under 
this section shall be so installed on the premises described 
in the license as to be in open view at all times while in 
operation, and shall at all times be available for inspec- 
tion by the mayor and the police commissioner of the 
city of Boston or their authorized agents. 

(6) No person keeping or offering for operation or 
allowing to be kept or offered for operation any auto- 
matic amusement device licensed under this section 
shall permit a minor to operate the same; nor shall he 
use or permit the same to be used for the purpose of 
gambling. 

(7) Any violation of any provision of this section 
or of chapter one hundred and thirty-six of the General 
Laws by any person managing or controlling any 
premises where an automatic amusement device licensed 
under this section is kept or offered for operation shall 
be cause for the revocation of all licenses for automatic 
amusement devices kept or offered for operation on 
such premises. 

(8) The mayor may make rules regulating the use 
and operation of automatic amusement devices licensed 
under this section and may require, from time to time, 
the furnishing of reports concerning the ownership of 
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such devices or any interest therein, and any other 
information which he may deem pertinent concerning 
such devices and their use and operation. 

(9) If any of the provisions of this section shall be 
invalid, such invalidity shall not affect other provisions 
which can be given effect without the invalid provisions, 
and to this end the provisions of this section are hereby 
declared to be severable.

CONCERNING THE ORGANIZATION, POWERS AND 
DUTIES OF THE CiTy PLANNING BOARD. 


Chapter 12 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 is 
hereby amended by striking out sections 1, 2 and 3 and

SEcTION 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the city planning department, which shall be 
under the charge of a board, known as the city planning 
board, consisting of nine planning commissioners ap- 
pointed by the mayor, of whom at least one shall be 
a registered professional engineer, one a registered archi- 
tect, one a landscape architect or city planner, and one 
a woman. No planning commissioner shall hold any 
office or position under the city government, except 
the office of planning commissioner and offices held 
ex officio by virtue of being chairman of the city plan- 
ning board; nor shall a planning commissioner hold 
any office or position under any other public body 
politic and corporate or political subdivision of the 
commonwealth exercising powers within the limits of 
the city. 

On or before September 1, 1952, the mayor shall ap- 
point nine planning commissioners to hold office for 
terms commencing September 1, 1952, and expiring, 
in the case of three commissioners, two years, in the 
case of three other commissioners, four years, and in the 
case of three other commissioners, six years, respectively, 
from May 1, 1952. As the term of any planning com- 
missioner so appointed, or of any subsequent planning 
commissioner, expires, his successor shall be appointed 
by the mayor for a term of six years. Any vacancy in 
the office of a planning commissioner shall be filled 
by the mayor for the unexpired term. Notwithstanding 
the provisions of their respective appointments, the 
terms of the members of the city planning board in 
office when this section takes effect shall expire on 
September 1, 1952. 

The city planning board shall elect one of its members 
as chairman and another as vice chairman. Said board 
shall also elect a secretary who need not be a member of 
said board. The members of the city planning board

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shall serve without compensation, but shall be reim- 
bursed for their traveling and other necessary expenses 
incurred in the performance of their duties. 

Sect. 2. Subject to the civil service laws and rules, 
so far as the same may be applicable, the city planning 
board shall appoint a director of city planning and such 
other officers and employees as said board may deem 
necessary or expedient, and may remove the same, and 
define their duties, and fix their compensation; provided, 
however, that no person shall be appointed director of 
city planning without the approval of the mayor. 

Sect. 3. The city planning board shall have the 
powers and perform the duties from time to time con- 
ferred or imposed upon planning boards created under 
section 70 of chapter 41 of the General Laws. The city 
planning board shall also from time to time make studies 
and reports on the resources, possibilities and needs of 
the city, and acting by a majority of all its members, 
shall make and from time to time add to or amend a 
master plan for the improvement and development of 
the city, showing, in addition to such other things as in 
the opinion of said board will promote the coordinated 
improvement and development of the city and the 
health, safety and welfare of its inhabitants, existing 
and recommended use and bulk districts and pierhead 
and bulkhead lines, existing and recommended use of 
land for public and private purposes, existing and recom- 
mended public and private ways and parkways, existing 
and recommended bridges, viaducts and tunnels, exist- 
ing and recommended transportation facilities, existing 
and recommended parks, playgrounds and recreational 
facilities, and existing and recommended sites of public 
buildings, works and projects, including housing and 
urban redevelopment projects and off-street parking 
facilities. 

Sect. 4. No board or officer of the city or county 
having power to incur, in carrying on the work of the 
department, office or undertaking entrusted to it or him, 
obligations payable from the treasury of the city shall 
request the mayor to originate any appropriation or 
loan order for any capital improvement unless within 
the preceding six months such board or officer has re- 
ferred such capital improvement to the city planning 
board and requested said board to report specifically 
upon such capital improvement and accompanies the 
request to the mayor with the report of said board 
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thereon or a certificate by the secretary of said board 
that said board was duly requested to report specifically 
on such capital improvement but has allowed two 
months to elapse without making such report. Referral 
of capital improvements to the city planning board 
under this section shall be deemed mandatory. 

Sect. 5. Every board and officer of the city and 
county having power to incur, in carrying on the work 
of the department, office or undertaking entrusted to it 
or him, obligations payable from the treasury of the 
city, shall submit to the city planning board on or before 
October first in each year, in such form as said board 
shall require, a list of all capital improvements proposed 
to be made in carrying on the work of such department, 
office or undertaking in the six succeeding years. The 
city planning board shall forthwith after October first 
in each year proceed to prepare, upon the basis of such 
lists and of its own studies, a capital improvement 
program for each of the six succeeding years, and shall, 
not later than the second Monday of the succeeding 
January, submit such programs, with its report and 
recommendations pertaining thereto, to the mayor, who, 
not later than the first Monday of the succeeding March, 
shall submit such programs, revised as he shall think 
proper, to the city council. Subject to such further 
revisions as the mayor shall from time to time consider 
advisable, the programs so submitted to the city council 
shall be deemed the capital improvement program of the 
city until the second Monday of the succeeding Janu- 
ary.

Every family use, and every commercial use, 
shellfish permit, shall, unless sooner revoked, expire on 
the fifteenth day of whichever of the months of Jan- 
uary, May or September next succeeds the month in 
which such permit is granted. The fee for every family 
use shellfish permit, and for every renewal thereof, 
shall be one dollar; and the fee for every commercial 
use shellfish permit, and for every renewal thereof, 
shall be five dollars. 


(2) Any inhabitant of the commonwealth holding 
a family use shellfish permit granted under paragraph 
(1) of this section may, on and after January 1, 1953, 
take, for his own family use, shellfish from the following 
area in the city of Boston, to wit: the flats and coastal 
waters adjoining on the south such portion of the road 
leading from Marine Park to Castle Island as lies 
within fifteen hundred feet of the upland of Castle 
Island; provided, however, that no shellfish shall be 
taken from said area of a size or at a season prohibited 
by law; and provided, further, that the amount taken 
for any family shall not exceed in any one week one 
bushel of any or all kinds of shellfish; and provided, 
further, that no shellfish shall be taken from so much 
of said area as shall from time be determined under 
section 74 of chapter 130 of the General Laws to be 
contaminated except in accordance with a permit 
granted under section 75 of said chapter 130. 
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(3) Except as otherwise provided in paragraph (2) 
of this section, on and after January 1, 19538, no person 
shall take any kind of shellfish within the city of Boston 
unless he holds a commercial use shellfish permit granted 
under paragraph (1) of this section.

Each member of the board of examiners, and the ap- 
pointive member of the board of examiners of gas- 
fitters, shall receive for every day or part thereof of 
actual service fifteen dollars, but in no event more than 
fifteen hundred dollars in any one year.

Every family use, and every commercial use, shellfish 
permit, shall be upon the following conditions: (a)

Any officer may, with the approval of 
the mayor, by a writing deposited with the city auditor, 
or in the case of the city auditor with the city treasurer, 
designate a subordinate, who shall, for such time, not 
exceeding four weeks from the date of such designation,

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as shall be specified in the writing, be authorized to 
perform the duties required of such officer, and for the 
acts of such subordinate such officer shall be responsible. 
SecTION 9. The Revised Ordinances of 1947 are 
hereby amended by inserting after chapter 3 the follow- 
ing new chapter: 
CHAPTER 3A. 


ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES DEPARTMENT. 


* Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Administrative Services Department, 
which shall be under the charge of a board, known as 
the Administrative Services Board, consisting of an 
officer, known as the Director of Administrative Services, 
who shall be chairman of the board, an officer known as 
the Supervisor of Personnel, an officer known as the 
Purchasing Agent, and the city auditor and the city 
treasurer, ex officiis. The director of administrative 
services, the supervisor of personnel, and the purchasing 
agent shall be appointed by the mayor for a term expir- 
ing on the first Monday of the January following the 
next biennial municipal election at which a mayor is 
elected, and shall devote their whole time to the duties 
of their respective offices. The director of administrative 
services shall exclusively have the powers, and perform 
the duties, of a department head with respect to the 
appointment, suspension, discharge, compensation and 
indemnification of subordinates for the administrative 
services department and the several officers thereof. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the administrative 
services board, and more especially of the director of 
administrative services, to make, under the mayor, 
studies and recommendations with respect to the organ- 
ization, activities, policies and procedures of all depart- 
ments, boards and officers so that the administration 
thereof shall be economical and efficient. The adminis- 
trative services board shall divide the administrative 
services department from time to time into such divisions 
as said board shall adjudge necessary for the proper 
conduct of the department. The director of administra- 
tive services shall, from time to time as written studies 
and recommendations are made by him or by the ad- 
ministrative services board, and at such times as the 
city council may order, file a copy thereof with the

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city clerk for transmission to the city council, and 
shall cause to be included in the annual report of said 
board, summaries of all such studies and recommenda- 
tions. 

* Section 3. The director of administrative services 
shall, under the direction of the mayor, prepare in 
segregated form the annual and all supplementary 
budgets to be submitted by the mayor to the city council, 
and shall report to the mayor on all subsequent revisions 
of the items in any budget. The director of adminis- 
trative services shall also prepare under the direction 
of the mayor all transfer orders to be submitted by the 
mayor to the city council under section 3B of chapter 
486 of the acts of 1909. The director of administrative 
services shall further prepare under the direction of the 
mayor the form of estimate sheets to be used by each 
officer, board and department, and each division of a 
department, for which the city appropriates money, 
and the form of monthly report of such officer, board 
and department, and each division thereof, showing 
expenditures to date of all appropriations by item. The 
director of administrative services shall, in addition, 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or 
imposed on the budget commissioner by any statute 
other than section 56 of chapter 35 of the General Laws. 

Section 4. The supervisor of personnel shall (a) estab- 
lish and maintain personnel records, as complete as 
practicable, for all persons in the service of the city, 
(6) make a continuing study of personnel problems, 
employment conditions and economic changes affecting 
the several departments of the city, (c) recommend, 
from time to time to the mayor and the several officers 
appointing subordinates, programs designed to provide 
opportunities for career service with the city and admin- 
istrative policies tending to improve and coordinate 
the handling of personnel matters, (d) supervise the 
administration of all compensation plans established 
for employees of the city and recommend such changes 
in those plans as from time to time shall seem to him 
necessary or advisable, and (e) have the powers and 
perform the duties conferred or imposed on the budget 
commissioner by section 56 of chapter 35 of the General 
Laws. The supervisor of personnel shall furnish the 
director of administrative services such assistance as 
said director shall require in connection with the per-

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formance by said director of his duties under section 
three of this chapter. 

Section 5. The purchasing agent shall, when satis- 
fied of the legality of any requisition in writing signed 
by the officer in charge of a department requiring 
material or supplies of any kind, at once comply with 
such requisition and furnish the material or supplies 
requisitioned, shall require suitable evidence that the 
material or supplies furnished are accepted by the 
officer issuing the requisition, and shall keep suitable 
records of all requisitions received and materials and 
supplies furnished. 


Section 6. The purchasing agent shall have charge 
of the printing plant, shall, when satisfied of the legality 
of any requisition in writing signed by any officer to 
whom the city is required by law to furnish printing 
or binding, supply the printing or binding requisitioned, 
and shall, wherever practicable, standardize all such 
printing and binding. All printed matter done for the 
city shall, so far as it can legally do so, bear the imprint 
of the union label of the Allied Printing Trades Council 
of Boston. 

Section 7. The purchasing agent shall number and 
print as city documents copies of the mayor’s inaugural 
or annual address, the department reports and such 
other matter as may be ordered to be printed in the 
form of a city document by the city council or by the 
mayor. The number of copies of each document to be 
printed shall, unless specified by the city council, be 
determined by the mayor; provided, however, that the 
minimum shall be two hundred, of which number one 
hundred copies shall be bound in sets of volumes con- 
taining all such city documents with an alphabetical 
index. All city documents and sets of volumes shall 
be delivered to the city messenger and distributed in 
such manner as the city council may direct. Special 
publications shall, from time to time, be printed on 
order of the city council approved by the mayor, to 
which the provisions of this section except as to distri- 
bution, shall not apply. 

Section 8. There shall be in the administrative 
services department a board, known as the Art Com- 
mission, consisting of five commissioners appointed 
by the mayor as follows:— one from three candidates 
nominated by The Boston Society of Architects, one 
from three candidates nominated by the Copley Society

of Boston, one from three candidates nominated by 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, one from 
three candidates nominated by the Museum of Fine 
Arts, and one from three candidates nominated by 
the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston. 
The members of the board of art commissioners in 
office immediately prior to the taking effect of this 
ordinance and hereinafter called the expiring board 
shall, without further nomination or appointment, 
become the initial commissioners of the art commission 
created by this ordinance and shall serve in the case 
of the member appointed upon nomination of The 
Boston Society of Architects, for a term expiring 
May 1, 1955, in the case of the member appointed 
upon nomination of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, for a term expiring May 1, 1954, in the 
case of the member appointed upon nomination of the 
Museum of Fine Arts, for a term expiring May 1, 1958, 
in the case of the member appointed upon nomination 
of the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of 
Boston, for a term expiring May 1, 1956, and in the 
case of the member appointed upon nomination of the 
Boston Art Club, for a term expiring upon the qualifi- 
cation of the commissioner first appointed upon nomi- 
nation of the Copley Society of Boston, who shall 
serve for a term expiring May 1, 1957. As the term 
of any initial commissioner other than the member 
of the expiring board appointed upon nomination 
of the Boston Art Club, or of any subsequent com- 
missioner, expires, his successor shall be appointed 
in like manner as such commissioner for a term of 
five years. Vacancies in the commission shall be 
filled in the same manner for the unexpired term. 
The members of the art commission shall serve without 
compensation. Any secretary elected by the commission 
outside of its own membership shall also serve without 
compensation. 


The art commission shall not be subject to the super- 
vision or control of the administrative services board 
or any member thereof; but unless otherwise ordered 
by the mayor, the art commission shall not communicate 
with the mayor except through the director of adminis- 
trative services and shall not make any annual or other 
report except through the administrative services board. 


The art commission shall have the powers and per- 
form the duties conferred or imposed by law on the 
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board of art commissioners in existence immediately 
prior to the taking effect of this ordinance. 


Section 10. Chapter 4 of the Revised Ordinances of 
1947 is hereby repealed; and the art department, includ- 
ing the board of art commissioners, is hereby abolished; 
and the powers, duties and appropriations of said de- 
partment are hereby transferred to the art commission 
created in the administrative services department by 
section 9 of this ordinance. 


Section 11. Chapter 6 of the Revised Ordinances of 
1947 is hereby amended by striking out section 6 and 
inserting in place thereof the following section: 


Section 6. The auditor, at the close of each month, 
shall charge as an expenditure of a department the 
transaction, act, or neglect of which caused a claim or 
suit, the amount paid in settlement, or on execution, 
therefor, unless provision is made for such payment 
out of some other appropriation; shall charge the amount 
of every bill allowed by him for printing or binding 
furnished any department by the purchasing agent 
during such month, except city documents, to the ap- 
propriation for the department to which the same was 
furnished, and shall credit such amount to the general 
revenue of the city; and shall charge to the appropri- 
ation for each division of the public works department, 
or to the appropriation for any special work, the amount 
of all bills for materials, tools or machinery furnished 
for such division, or for such work, by other divisions 
of said department, and shall credit such amount to 
the general revenue of the city, unless such materials, 
tools or machinery have been furnished by the water 
service, in which case the amount charged shall be 
credited to the water income. 


SrecTion 12. Chapter 8 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the budget department, 
including the office of budget commissioner, is hereby 
abolished; and the powers and duties conferred or im- 
posed on the budget commissioner by section 56 of 
chapter 35 of the General Laws and the appropriations 
relating to such powers and duties, are hereby trans- 
ferred to the supervisor of personnel created by section 9 
of this ordinance; and all other powers, duties and appro- 
priations of said budget department are hereby trans- 
ferred to the director of administrative services created 
by said section 9. 
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SecTIoNn 13. Chapter 24 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947, as amended by sections 2, 3 and 4 of chapter 3 
of the Ordinances of 1952, is hereby repealed; and the 
printing department, including the office of superin- 
tendent of printing, is hereby abolished; and the powers, 
duties and appropriations of said superintendent with 
respect to the appointment, suspension, discharge, 
compensation and indemnification of subordinates are 
hereby transferred to the director of administrative 
services created by section 9 of this ordinance; and all 
other powers, duties and appropriations of the printing 
department are hereby transferred to the purchasing 
agent created by said section 9. 

SecTION 14. Chapter 34 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947, as amended by sections 6 and 7 of chapter 3 of 
the Ordinances of 1952, is hereby repealed; and the 
supply department, including the office of superintendent 
of supplies, is hereby abolished; and the powers, duties 
and appropriations of the superintendent of supplies 
with respect to the appointment, suspension, discharge, 
compensation and indemnification of subordinates are 
hereby transferred to the director of administrative 
services created by section 9 of this ordinance; and all 
other powers, duties and appropriations of said depart- 
ment are hereby transferred to the purchasing agent 
created by said section 9. 

SEcTION 15. Every person holding an office or posi- 
tion subject to the civil service laws and rules shall, if 
the office or position is abolished by this ordinance, be 
reappointed without civil service examination or regis- 
tration to a similar office or position with similar status 
in a department or agency created, or a department or 
agency not abolished, by this ordinance; and every such 
person shall, upon such reappointment, retain all rights 
to retirement with pension that shall have accrued or 
would thereafter accrue to him; and his services shall be 
deemed to have been continuous to the same extent as 
if such abolition had not taken place. As used in this 
section, the term ‘‘agency”’ shall be construed as defined 
in section 5 of chapter 486 of the acts of 1909 as amended 
by section 1 of chapter 473 of the acts of 1953. 

Section 16. This ordinance shall be deemed to be 
made under section 5 of chapter 486 of the Acts of 1909, 
as amended by section 1 of chapter 473 of the acts of 
1953, and shall be so construed that no person holding, 
whether under general or special law or otherwise, an 
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office or position subject to the civil service laws and 
rules shall, by reason of the adoption of this ordinance, 
be without a similar office or position or be reduced in 
rank or, except as provided in section 3 of this ordinance, 
be reduced in compensation. | 

Section 17. Anything in section 3 of chapter 1 of 
the Revised Ordinances of 1947 to the contrary not- 
withstanding, this ordinance shall be published by the 
action of the city council in passing the same. 

Section 18. This ordinance shall take effect on 
January 1, 1954. [Approved December 31, 1953.

PROVIDING FOR Notice oF HEARING ON PETITIONS 
FOR JITNEY LICENSES. 


Chapter 40 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 is 
hereby amended by inserting after Section 92 the fol- 
lowing new section :— 

Section 92A. No person shall prosecute a petition 
to the city council for a license under Section 1 of 
Chapter 159A of the General Laws unless at his own 
expense he has caused to be published, in a newspaper 
of general circulation published in the city, at least 
seven days before the public hearing to be held by the 
committee on licenses of the city council, a notice of 
the time and place of such hearing, nor unless at his 
own expense he has also sent by registered mail not 
less than seven days before such hearing a copy of 
such notice to the police commissioner, the Metro- 
politan Transit Authority, and such persons as shall 
file with the clerk of committees a written request for 
notices under this section.

FurTHER REGULATING THE TAKING OF SHELLFISH IN

Section 22A of chapter 40 of the Revised Ordinances

ABOLISHING A CERTAIN OFFICE IN THE Ciry MESSENGER 
DEPARTMENT AND A CERTAIN OFFICE IN THE 
CLERK OF COMMITTEES DEPARTMENT. 


SecTION 1. Section 1 of Chapter 11 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out, in 
the first sentence, the words ‘‘the second assistant city 
messenger. ”’ 


Sect. 2. Section 1 of Chapter 13 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out, in 
the first sentence, the word ‘‘four”’ and inserting in place 
thereof the word ‘‘three.”’ 


Sect. 3. This ordinance shall take effect upon the 
approval by the Mayor of the order passed by the City 
Council on January 11, 1954, providing for two addi- 
tional temporary clerks and/or stenographers in the 
Clerk of Committees Department.

CHAPTER 2. 


REORGANIZING CERTAIN BOARDS AND DEPARTMENTS 
OF THE CITY. 


SECTION 1. Section 4 of chapter 1 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947 is hereby amended by striking 
out, in clause Fifth, the words ‘‘park department”’ and 
inserting in place thereof the words ‘‘parks and recrea- 
tion department” and by striking out, in clause Twelfth, 
the words ‘‘street commissioners”’ and inserting in place 
thereof the words ‘‘commissioner of public works”’; 
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and section 6 of said chapter 1 is hereby amended by 
striking out, in the last sentence, the words ‘‘superin- 
tendent of public buildings’ and inserting in place 
thereof the words ‘‘assistant commissioner of real 
property ’’. 

SECTION 2. Chapter 2 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out section 1, 
as amended by section 1 of chapter 3, and section 2 of 
chapter 8, of the Ordinances of 19538, and inserting 
in place thereof the following section :— 


Section 1. The mayor shall appoint heads of 
departments and members of municipal boards and 
fill vacancies therein in the manner provided by law. 
He shall, in the municipal year in which the term of 
the incumbent expires, appoint the following officers, 
to serve for the terms hereinafter specified: 


For the term of three years, beginning with the first 
day of May in the year of appointment: four overseers 
of the public welfare. 


For the term of four years, beginning with the first 
day of May in the year of appointment: the fire com- 
missioner, the corporation counsel, and the penal institu- 
tions commissioner. 


*For the term of five years, beginning with the first 
day of April in the year of appointment, one assessor. 


For the term of five years, beginning with the first 
day of May in the year of appointment: one trustee of 
the Boston city hospital and one trustee of the Boston 
public library. 

SECTION 38. Section 2 of said chapter 2 is hereby 
amended by striking out, in the last sentence, the 
words ‘‘city treasurer” and inserting in place thereof 
the word ‘‘collector-treasurer’’. 


SECTION 4. Said chapter 2 is hereby further 
amended by striking out section 5 and inserting in place 
thereof the following section :— 


Section 5. The mayor may, upon payment to the 
collector-treasurer of the amount due on the mortgage of 
an estate mortgaged to the city, discharge or release the 
mortgage, or assign the same without recourse to the 
city, and may execute and deliver in behalf of the city 
any and all legal instruments necessary to effectuate 
such discharge, release or assignment.

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SECTION 5. Section 8 of said chapter 2 is hereby 
amended by striking out the words ‘‘city treasurer’ 
and inserting in place thereof the word ‘‘collector- 
treasurer ’’. 

SECTION 6. Chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out sections 2, 
3 and 4 and inserting in place thereof the following 
three sections:— 

Section 2. The collector-treasurer and the city auditor, 
before, and the city clerk, within five days after, enter- 
ing upon the duties of their respective offices and 
annually thereafter and at such other times as the 
mayor shall determine, shall give bond to the city, in the 
case of the collector-treasurer, in the penal sum of five 
hundred thousand dollars, in the case of the city auditor, 
in the penal sum of one hundred thousand dollars, and 
in the case of the city clerk, in the penal sum of five 
thousand dollars. 

Every bond given under this section shall be upon 
the condition that the person named therein as principal 
and all his subordinates shall, while he continues in 
office, by reappointment, re-election or otherwise, faith- 
fully discharge their duties and trusts, and safely hold 
and lawfully dispose of and account for all money and 
other property belonging to the city or county which 
may come into his possession or that of his subordinates; 
and that he shall deliver, according to law, to his suc- 
cessor in office or such other person as may be author- 
ized to receive the same all money and other property 
in his possession or that of his subordinates belonging 
to the city or county. Every bond given under this 
section shall be executed by a surety company author- 
ized to transact business in Massachusetts as surety, 
shall be approved by the mayor, and shall be filed 
with the city auditor except that the bond of the city 
auditor shall be filed with the collector-treasurer. 

Section 3. Every person intrusted with the collection, 
custody or disbursement of public moneys who is not 
required by statute or other ordinance to give bond shall, 
if the officer appointing him so requires, give before 
entering upon the duties of his office or position and 
annually thereafter and at such other times as such 
officer shall determine, a bond running to the city or, 
if such officer is bonded to the city upon the condition 
set forth in section two, to such officer, in such penal 
sum not exceeding twenty thousand dollars, with such 
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surety, and upon such condition as such officer shall 
prescribe. Every bond given under this section running 
to the city shall be filed with the city auditor. 


Section 4. The premium for the surety upon any 
bond given under section two or section three of this 
chapter or section four of chapter thirty-six shall be 
allowed and paid as an expense of the department of 
which the principal on the bond is an officer or employee. 


SECTION 7. The first paragraph of section 5 of said 
chapter 3, as most recently amended by sections 3 and 4 
of chapter 8 of the Ordinances of 1953, is hereby further 
amended as follows :— 


By striking out clause (8) and inserting in place thereof 
the following clause:— (8) The corporation counsel, 
thirteen thousand five hundred dollars. 


By striking out clause (11) and inserting in place 
thereof the following clause:— (11) The health com- 
missioner, eleven thousand dollars. 


By striking out clause (14) and inserting in place 
thereof the following clause:— (14) The commissioner 
of parks and recreation, eleven thousand dollars. 


By striking out clause (18) and inserting in place 
thereof the following clause:— (18) The commissioner 
of public works, thirteen thousand five hundred dollars. 

By striking out clause (19) and inserting in place 
thereof the following clause:— (19) The commissioner 
of real property, ninety-five hundred dollars; and the 
assistant commissioner of real property, eighty-five 
hundred. dollars. 

By striking out clause (25) and inserting in place 
thereof the following clause:-— (25) The collector- 
treasurer, twelve thousand dollars. 

By striking out clause (26) and inserting in place 
thereof the following clause:— (26) The veterans bene- 
fits and services commissioner, eighty-five hundred 
dollars. 

And by striking out clauses (7), (12), (17), (20), 
(22) and (27). | 

SECTION 8. Said section 5 of said chapter 3 is 
hereby further amended by striking out the last two 
paragraphs, as appearing in section 1 of chapter 6 of the 
Ordinances of 1952, and inserting in place thereof the 
following two paragraphs :— 

Kach member of the board of appeal in the building 
department shall receive for every day or part thereof 
of actual service twenty-five dollars; but in no event 
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shall any member of said board receive in any one year 
more than thirty-five hundred dollars in the aggregate 
for services rendered by him under the building code 
and the zoning law. Each member of the board of 
. examiners in the building department, and the ap- 
pointive member of the board of examiners of gasfitters 
in said department, shall receive for every day or part 
thereof of actual service fifteen dollars, but in no event 
more than fifteen hundred dollars in any one year. 

The deputy assessors shall be compensated as if they 
held an office allocated to Grade No. 30 of the compensa-

Section 10. Except as otherwise ordered by the 
mayor under section nine of chapter two of these ordi- 
nances, the collector-treasurer shall daily have an office 
open for the receipt and disbursement of money from 
nine o’clock in the forenoon until two o’clock in the 
afternoon and every other officer in charge of a depart- 
ment shall daily have an office open for the transaction 
of public business for not less than eight hours; provided, 
however, that every public office in the city shall remain 
closed on all Sundays and legal holidays and may remain 
closed on all Saturdays, except that the health com- 
missioner shall have an office open for the issuance of 
burial permits and permits for the removal of dead 
bodies from ten o’clock in the forenoon until twelve 
o’clock noon on every day in the year.

‘city treasurer” and inserting in place thereof the word 
‘“collector-treasurer ”’. 
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SECTION 12. Section 24 of said chapter 3 is hereby 
amended by adding at the end thereof the following 
sentence:— Every board within a department not sub- 
ject to the supervision or control of the officer in charge 
of the department shall make an annual report con- 
taining a statement of its acts and doings and such 
other matters as may be required by law or as it or the 
mayor may deem to be of public interest, which report 
shall be annexed by the officer in charge of the depart- 
ment as an appendix to his annual report.

‘‘the collector-treasurer’’. 

SECTION 15. Section 1 of chapter 6 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947 is hereby amended by striking 
out the words “‘the city auditor, who” and inserting in 
place thereof the words ‘‘a city auditor who shall be 
appointed by the mayor, and hold office, subject to the 
civil service laws and rules and who”’, and by striking 
out, wherever appearing in said section, the words ‘‘the 
city treasurer” and ‘‘the treasurer’? and inserting in 
place thereof, in each instance, the words ‘‘the collector- 
treasurer’’, and by striking out the words “‘sinking-funds 
commissioners”’ and inserting in place thereof the words 
‘“commissioners of sinking funds’’. 

SECTION 16. Section 2 of said chapter 6 is hereby 
amended by striking out, wherever appearing in said 
section, the word ‘‘treasurer”’ and inserting in place 
thereof, in each instance, the word ‘‘collector-treasurer’”’. 

SECTION 17. Section 3 of said chapter 6 is hereby 
amended by striking out, wherever appearing in said 
section, the word ‘‘treasurer”’ and inserting in place 
thereof, in each instance, the word ‘‘ collector-treasurer”’. 

SECTION 18. Section 4 of said chapter 6, as 
amended by section 2 of chapter 9 of the Ordinances 
of 1949, is hereby further amended by striking out, 
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wherever appearing in the second sentence, the words 
‘city treasurer”’ and inserting in place thereof, in each 
instance, the word ‘‘collector-treasurer ’’. 

SECTION 19. Section 8 of said chapter 6 is hereby 
amended by striking out all after the words ‘‘in the 
sinking funds” and inserting in place thereof the words 
‘“‘which statement shall be arranged so far as practicable 
to conform to the accounts of the collector-treasurer.” 

SECTION 20. Section 1 of chapter 9 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947 is hereby amended by adding at the 
end the following sentence:—The building commissioner 
shall also have the powers and perform the duties con- 
ferred or imposed by statute on the wire commissioner 
and on the fire commissioner as successor to the wire 
commissioner, and shall carry out the provisions and 
requirements of law relating to wires and inspection of 
wires and the installation and use of electrical con- 
ductors and appliances in buildings in the city. 

SECTION 21. Said chapter 9 is hereby further 
amended by striking out section 2 and inserting in place 
thereof the following section :— 

Section 2. There shall be in the building department 
a board, known as the Board of Appeal, consisting of 
five members appointed by the mayor as follows:— one 
member from two candidates nominated, one by The 
Boston Society of Architects and one by the Boston 
Society of Civil Engineers, one member from two candi- 
dates nominated by the Building Trades Council of 
Boston and Vicinity, one member from two candidates 
nominated, one by the Boston Real Estate Board and 
one by the Massachusetts Real Estate Association, one 
member from three candidates nominated, one by The 
Master Builders’ Association of Boston, one by the 
Building Trades Employers’ Association of the City of 
Boston and one by the Associated General Contractors 
of Massachusetts, Inc., and one member selected at 
large by the mayor. All members of the board of appeal 
shall be residents of, or engaged in business in, Boston. 
The members of the board of appeal in office when this 
ordinance takes effect shall serve, in the case of the 
member appointed upon nomination of The Boston 
Society of Architects or the Boston Society of Civil 
Engineers, for a term expiring five years, in the case of 
the member appointed upon nomination of the Building 
Trades Council of Boston and Vicinity, for a term ex- 
piring one year, in the case of the member appointed 
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upon nomination of the Boston Real Estate Board or 
the Massachusetts Real Estate Association, for a term 
expiring two years, in the case of the member appointed 
upon nomination of The Master Builders’ Association 
of Boston, the Building Trades Employers’ Association 
of the City of Boston or the Associated General Con- 
tractors of Massachusetts, Inc., for a term expiring 
three years, and, in the case of the member selected at 
large by the mayor, for a term expiring four years, re- 
spectively, from May 1, 1958. As the term of any such 
member, or of any subsequent member, expires, his suc- 
cessor shall be appointed in like manner as such member 
for a term of five years. Vacancies in the board shall 
be filled in the same manner for the unexpired term. 
No member of the board shall act in any case in which 
he has a personal interest; and when a member is so dis- 
qualified or absent or when there is a vacancy in the 
office of a member, the remaining members shall desig- 
nate a substitute. 


The board of appeal shall not be subject to the super- 
vision or control of the building commissioner; but unless 
otherwise ordered by the mayor, the board of appeal 
shall not communicate with the mayor, or make any 
annual or other report, except through the building 
commissioner. 


SECTION 22. Said chapter 9 is hereby further 
amended by striking out section 4 and inserting in place 
thereof the following section :— 


Section 4. There shall also be in the building depart- 
ment a board, known as the Board of Examiners, con- 
sisting of three members appointed by the mayor, of 
whom one shall be an architect or engineer with at least 
five years’ experience in the city, one a contractor or 
person well qualified in the supervision of construction 
work with at least five years’ experience in the city, and 
one a lawyer or other person with proper legal qualifica- 
tions. The members of the board of examiners in office 
when this ordinance takes effect shall serve according to 
the provisions of their respective appointments for terms 
expiring one, two and three years, respectively, from 
May 1, 1958. As the term of any such member, or of 
any subsequent member, expires, his successor shall be 
appointed by the mayor for a term of three years.

make any annual or other report, except through the 
building commissioner. 

SECTION 28. Section 5 of said chapter 9 is hereby 
amended by striking out, in the last sentence, the words 
‘city collector”’ and inserting in place thereof the word 
‘‘collector-treasurer’’. 

SECTION 24. Said chapter 9 is hereby further 
amended by striking out section 6 and inserting in place 
thereof the following section :— 

Section 6. ‘There shall also be in the building depart- 
ment a board, known as the Board of Examiners of Gas- 
fitters, consisting of the building commissioner and the 
health commissioner, ex officiis, and a member appointed 
by the mayor. The appointive member shall be a 
licensed master gasfitter who shall have been con- 
tinuously engaged in business as a master gasfitter 
during the five years next preceding his appointment. 
The appointive member of the board of examiners of 
gasfitters in office when this ordinance takes effect shall 
serve for a term expiring on May 1, 1954. As the term 
of such appointive member, or of any subsequent ap- 
pointive member, expires, his successor shall be ap- 
pointed by the mayor for a term of one year. Any 
vacancy in the office of the appointive member shall be 
filled by the mayor for the unexpired term. 

The board of examiners of gasfitters shall not be sub- 
ject to the supervision or control of the building com- 
missioner except as he acts as a member of said board; 
but unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, the board of 
examiners of gasfitters shall not communicate with the 
mayor, or make any annual or other report, except 
through the building commissioner. 

SECTION 25. Said chapter 9 is hereby further 
amended by adding at the end the following caption and 
section :— 

Public Safety Commission. 

Section 8. There shall also be in the building depart- 
ment a board, known as the Public Safety Commission, 
consisting of the director of administrative services, the 
building commissioner, the fire commissioner, the health 
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commissioner and the chairman of the Boston traffic 
commission, ex officiis. It shall be the duty of said com- 
mission to coordinate the work of the building, fire and 
health departments to the end that there may be efficient 
and concerted action by said departments. Said com- 
mission shall meet at least once each month, at the call of 
the director of administrative services, for the purpose of 
discharging said duty. 

There shall be in the public safety commission a 
committee, known as the Committee on Licenses, con- 
sisting of the building commissioner, the fire commis- 
sioner and the chairman of the Boston traffic commission, 
ex officiis. Said committee shall have the powers and 
perform the duties conferred or imposed on the board of 
street commissioners by chapter 148 of the General Laws, 
as amended, by chapter 577 of the acts of 1913, as 
amended, by chapter 488 of the acts of 1924, as 
amended, and by chapter 349 of the acts of 1953. 

Neither the public safety commission nor the com- 
mittee on licenses shall be subject to the supervision 
or control of the building commissioner except as he 
acts as a member thereof; but unless otherwise ordered 
by the mayor, neither said commission nor said com- 
mittee shall communicate with the mayor, or make any 
annual or other report, except through the building 
commissioner. 

SECTION 26. The board of appeal, the board of 
examiners and the board of examiners of gasfitters are 
hereby placed in the building department but not under 
the supervision or control of the building commissioner} 
and the respective powers, duties, appropriations and 
personnel of said boards are hereby transferred with 
them except that, unless otherwise ordered by the 
mayor, none of said boards shall communicate with the 
mayor, or make any annual or other report, except 
through the building commissioner. 

SECTION 27. Chapter 4 of the Ordinances of 1952 
is hereby amended by striking out in the second line the 
words ‘‘sections 1, 2 and 3” and inserting in place thereof 
the words ‘‘sections 1, 2, 3 and 4”’, by striking out in 
the third line the word ‘‘five’’ and inserting in place 
thereof the word ‘‘six’’, and by adding at the end of 
said chapter 4 the following paragraph :— 

Sect. 6. There shall be in the city planning depart- 
ment the board of zoning adjustment provided for by 
section 20 of chapter 488 of the acts of 1924, as amended. 
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Said board shall exercise the powers and perform the 
duties provided by statute. Said board shall not be 
subject to the supervision or control of the city planning 
board; but unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, the 
board of zoning adjustment shall not communicate with 
the mayor, or make any annual or other report, except 
through the city planning board. 

SECTION 28. The board of zoning adjustment is 
hereby placed in the city planning department but not 
under the supervision or control of the city planning 
board; and the powers, duties, appropriations and per- 
sonnel of the board of zoning adjustment are hereby 
transferred with it except that, unless otherwise ordered 
by the mayor, said board shall not communicate with 
the mayor, or make any annual or other report, except 
through the city planning board. 

SECTION 29. Chapter 14 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the collecting de- 
partment, including the office of city collector, is hereby 
abolished; and the powers, duties and appropriations of 
said department are hereby transferred to the treasury 
department as reorganized by sections 64 and 65 of 
this ordinance. 

SECTION 30. Section 7 of chapter 16 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the electrical 
inspection division of the fire department, including the 
office of the deputy in charge of said division, is hereby 
abolished; and the powers, duties and appropriations of 
said division and of the fire commissioner as successor to 
the wire commissioner are hereby transferred to the 
building department. 

SECTION 31. The Revised Ordinances of 1947 are 
hereby further amended by striking out chapter 17, as 
amended by chapter 4 of the Ordinances of 1950, and 
inserting in place thereof the following chapter :— 


CHAPTER 17. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Health Department, which shall be under 
the charge of an officer, known as the Health Commis- 
sioner, appointed by the mayor for a term expiring on 
the first Monday of the January following the next 
biennial municipal election at which a mayor is elected. 
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The health commissioner may appoint, subject to the 
approval of the mayor, an assistant health commissioner, 
who shall be sworn to the faithful discharge of his duties 
and shall hold office until his successor is appointed and 
qualified. The assistant health commissioner shall per- 
form such duties as may be assigned to him from time to 
time by the health commissioner. 

Section 2. ‘There shall be in the health department a 
health division under the direct charge of the health com- 
missioner, a registry division under the charge of a city 
registrar appointed by the health commissioner, and a 
weights and measures division under the charge of a 
sealer appointed by the mayor. The health commissioner 
may appoint, subject to the approval of the mayor, not 
exceeding three assistant city registrars for the registry 
division; and the mayor may appoint a chief deputy 
sealer and not exceeding seventeen deputy sealers for the 
weights and measures division. 


Health Division. 


Section 3. There shall be in the health division the 
following sections:— section of general services, section 
of medical services, section of environmental sanita- 
tion, and section of local health service. Each section 
shall be in charge of a director appointed by the health 
commissioner. The health commissioner may from 
time to time determine the bureaus, if any, within each 
of said sections, and shall appoint the heads of such 
bureaus. In appointing the director of a section or the 
head of a bureau, the health commissioner shall certify 
that in his opinion the person appointed is an expert 
in the work which will devolve upon him, that he is a 
person specially fitted by education, training or expe- 
rience to perform the duties of the position, and that 
the appointment is made solely in the interest of the 
city, such certificate to be filed with the city clerk and 
to be open to public inspection. 

* Section 4. The health commissioner shall have the 
powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed by 
law on the board of health of the city or upon the 
chairman thereof; shall have the powers and perform 
the duties conferred or imposed on the office of health 
commissioner by section 2 of chapter 1 of the Ordi- 
nances of 1927; shall include in his annual report a 
review of the sanitary condition of the city; shall keep

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on hand, so far as practicable, a sufficient quantity of 
vaccine virus and antitoxin, and supply the same free 
of charge to the physicians in the several departments; 
shall appoint one or more medical inspectors and 
require them to vaccinate and revaccinate all inhabit- 
ants of the city who apply for vaccination, and to give 
certificates of vaccination required for admission to the 
public schools; and shall appoint a superintendent of 
peddlers and require him to see that every hawker 
and peddler conforms to law. 


Registry Division. 

Section 5. ‘The city registrar shall have custody of 
all records, books and papers belonging to the city, 
relating to births, marriages and deaths, shall have the 
powers and perform the duties from time to time con- 
ferred or imposed on clerks of towns in Massachusetts 
by chapter 46, and by section 16 of chapter 66, of the 
General Laws, and may pay, out of any funds received 
by him, the fees due to persons making returns under 
the requirements of law. 

Section 6. The official seal which the city shall 
provide for use by the city registrar and assistant city 
registrars shall be in the form prescribed by section 4 
of chapter 34 of the Revised Ordinances of 1898 as 
appearing in chapter 4 of the Ordinances of 1902. 

Section 7. The certificate or attestation of an as- 
sistant city registrar shall have the same force and 
effect as that of the city registrar. 

Section 8. The city registrar shall file annually with 
the health commissioner a statement of the number 
of births, marriages and deaths recorded in his office 
during the previous year; and said commissioner shall 
include such statement in his annual report. Unless 
otherwise ordered by the mayor, the city registrar shall 
not communicate with the mayor, or make any annual 
or other report, except through the health commissioner. 


Weights and Measures Division. 

Section 9. The sealer shall have the powers and 
perform the duties from time to time conferred or 
imposed by general laws applicable to Boston on 
sealers appointed under section 34 of chapter 98 of 
the General Laws, shall have direction of the deputy 
sealers, shall keep records showing the work done and 
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the fees earned, in the weights and measures division, 
and shall daily pay over to the collector-treasurer all fees 
received by him or the deputy sealers, who shall per- 
form the work respectively assigned to them by the 
sealer and shall daily pay over to him all fees received 
by them. Unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, the 
sealer shall not communicate with the mayor, or make 
any annual or other report, except through the health 
commissioner. 

SECTION 32. Chapter 18 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out 
section 1 and inserting in place thereof the following 
section :— 

Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Hospital Department, which shall be 
under the charge of a board of five trustees who shall 
have charge of the city hospital, the sanatorium and 
the Long Island hospital (including the viaduct be- 
tween Long Island and Moon Island and the approaches 
to said viaduct) and of the care and maintenance 
thereof, shall make all needful improvements in the 
lands and grounds connected therewith, shall have 
charge of all real estate held for purposes connected 
with said institutions, and shall pay or cause to be 
paid to the collector-treasurer the income thereof. Said 
trustees shall also investigate all questions relating to 
the commitment of the insane. 

SECTION 33. Section 2 of said chapter 18 is 
hereby amended by striking out the words “city 
collector’? and inserting in place thereof the word 
‘‘collector-treasurer’’. 

SECTION 34. Section 3 of said chapter 18 is 
hereby amended by striking out, in the last sentence, 
the words ‘‘city collector’”’ and inserting in place thereof 
the word ‘‘collector-treasurer’’. 

SECTION 35. Chapter 19 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the institutions 
department, including the office of the commissioner 
of institutions, is hereby abolished; and the powers, 
duties and appropriations of said department in relation 
to,the commitment of the insane and to Long Island and 
the institution thereon belonging to the city, including 
the viaduct between Long Island and Moon Island 
and the approaches to said viaduct, are hereby trans- 
ferred to the hospital department; and the powers, 
duties and appropriations of the institutions depart- 
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ment in relation to all other matters are hereby trans- 
ferred to the department renamed the welfare depart- 
ment by sections 44 and 68 of this ordinance. 

SECTION 36. Chapter 22 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out the 
caption ‘““PARK DEPARTMENT” and inserting in place 
thereof the caption ‘““PARKS AND RECREATION DEPART- 
MENT’’, 

SECTION 37. Section 1 of said chapter 22 is 
hereby amended by striking out section 1 and inserting 
in place thereof the following section :— 

Section 1. ‘There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Parks and Recreation Department, which 
shall be under the charge of a board, known as the 
Parks and Recreation Commission, consisting of an 
officer, known as the Commissioner of Parks and Rec- 
reation, appointed by the mayor for a term expiring on 
the first Monday of the January following the next 
biennial municipal election at which a mayor is elected, 
who shall be chairman of the board, shall devote his 
whole time to the work, and shall serve in the stead of 
the chairman of the park commissioners as an associate 
commissioner of the Boston traffic commission, and 
four other officers, known as Associate Commissioners 
of Parks and Recreation, appointed by the mayor. 
The associate commissioners first appointed shall serve, 
according to the provisions of their respective appoint- 
ments, for terms commencing upon their respective 
dates of appointment and expiring, in the case of one, 
one year, in the case of another, two years, in the case 
of another, three years, and in the case of the other, 
four years, from May 1, 1954. As the term of any 
such associate commissioner, or of any subsequent as- 
sociate commissioner, expires, his successor shall be 
appointed by the mayor for a term of four years. Any 
vacancy in the office of an associate commissioner shall 
be filled by the mayor for the unexpired term. The 
associate commissioners shall serve without pay. 

SECTION 38. Said chapter 22 is hereby further 
amended by striking out section 2 and inserting in 
place thereof the following section :— 

Section 2. The commissioner of parks and recrea- 
tion shall exclusively have the powers, and perform 
the duties, of a department head with respect to the 
making of contracts and the appointment, suspension, 
discharge, compensation and indemnification of sub- 
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ordinates for the department; but otherwise the board 
shall have the powers and perform the duties from 
time to time conferred or imposed on boards of park 
commissioners of cities in Massachusetts by general 
laws applicable to Boston and, except as aforesaid, shall 
also have the powers and perform the duties conferred 
or imposed by law on the board of park commissioners 
and board of recreation in existence immediately prior 
to the taking effect of this ordinance. The board shall 
further have the powers and perform the duties from 
time to time conferred or imposed on it by law.

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and the public buildings department, including the 
office of superintendent of public buildings, is hereby 
abolished; and the powers, duties and appropriations of 
the superintendent of public buildings with respect to 
the appointment, suspension, discharge, compensation 
and indemnification of subordinates are hereby trans- 
ferred to the commissioner of real property created by 
section 58 of this ordinance; and all other powers, duties 
and appropriations of the public buildings department 
are hereby transferred to the assistant commissioner of 
real property created by said section 58.

department, known as the Public Works Department, 
which shall be under the charge of an officer, known 
as the Commissioner of Public Works, who shall be a 
civil engineer of recognized standing in his profession 
appointed by the mayor for a term expiring on the 
first Monday of the January following the next bien- 
nial municipal election at which a mayor is elected;”’. 

SECTION 46. Said chapter 27 is hereby amended

Section 2. The commissioner of public works shall 
have the jurisdiction vested by statute in the board 
of street commissioners in relation to the planting 
and removal of trees in the public ways and to the 
use of public ways for any temporary obstruction or 
projection in, under or over the same; but such juris- 
diction shall only be exercised with the written approval 
of the mayor in each instance. The commissioner 
shall also have the powers and perform the duties 
conferred or imposed by statute on the board of street 
commissioners in relation to the use of parts of public 
ways for the storage and sale of merchandise.

Section 28 of said chapter 27 is 
hereby amended by striking out, wherever appearing in 
clause 5, the words ‘‘the city collector’ and ‘‘the 
collector’? and inserting in place thereof, in each in- 
stance, the word ‘‘the collector-treasurer’’. 

SECTION 55. Said chapter 27 is hereby amended 
by striking out section 29 and inserting in place thereof 
the following section :— 

Section 29. Except as otherwise provided by statute, 
the commissioner of public works shall have full charge 
of all engineering work of every nature and description 
connected with all public works and all public improve- 
ments, and shall make such surveys, plans, estimates, 
statements and descriptions, and take such levels, as 
any officer of the city may need in the discharge of his 
duties, and shall have the custody of all surveys and 
plans relating to the laying out, relocating, altering, 
widening, constructing, making specific repairs on, and 
discontinuing public ways and alleys. 

SECTION 56. Section 33 of said chapter 27 is hereby 
amended by striking out the first sentence and inserting 
in place thereof the following sentence:—The commis- 
sioner shall divide the public works department from 
time to time into a survey division and such other divi- 
sions as the commissioner shall adjudge necessary for 
the proper conduct of the department. 

SECTION 57. Said chapter 27 is hereby further 
amended by striking out sections 35 and 36 and inserting 
in place thereof the following sections :— 

Section 35. The commissioner shall, in his annual 
report, include a statement of the repairs and expendi- 
tures on each street and each bridge under his charge, of 
the number of times each draw of a bridge has been 
opened for the passage of vessels, of the number of 
vessels laden with cargo that have passed through each 
draw, of the number of water takers and the purposes 
for which the water is taken, of the number and kind of 
water meters installed during the previous year, of the 
number and kind of water meters in use, of the number 
of cases where the water has been shut off, and of the 
number and amount of abatements which have been 
made during the preceding year on water rates. 

Section 36. There shall be in the public works depart- 
ment a board, known as the Public Improvement Com- 
mission, consisting of the commissioner of public works, 
the commissioner of real property and the chairman of 
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the Boston traffic commission, ex officiis. The public 
improvement commission shall not be subject to the 
supervision or control of the commissioner of public 
works except as he acts as a member of said commission; 
but unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, the public 
improvement commission shall not communicate with 
the mayor, or make any annual or other report, except 
through the commissioner of public works. The public 
improvement commission shall have all powers and per- 
form all duties conferred or imposed by statute on the 
board of street commissioners except (a) those conferred 
or imposed on the committee on licenses in the public 
safety commission by section eight of chapter nine of 
these ordinances, (b) those conferred or imposed on the 
commissioner of public works by section two of this 
chapter and section forty of chapter forty of these ordi- 
nances, and (c) those conferred or imposed on the real 
property board by section one of chapter twenty-seven A 
of these ordinances. 

SECTION 58. The Revised Ordinances of 1947 are 
hereby further amended by inserting after chapter 27 
the following new chapter :— 


CHAPTER 27A. 


REAL PROPERTY DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Real Property Department, which shall 
be under the charge of a board, known as the Real 
Property Board, consisting of an officer, known as the 
Commissioner of Real Property, appointed by the 
mayor, who shall be chairman of the board and shall 
serve in the stead of the chairman of the board of street 
commissioners aS an associate commissioner of the 
Boston traffic commission, an officer, known as the 
Assistant Commissioner of Real Property, appointed 
by the mayor, and three other officers, known as Asso- 
ciate Commissioners of Real Property, who shall be 
the chairman of the city planning board, ex officio, 
and two other persons appointed by the mayor. The 
commissioner of real property and the assistant com- 
missioner of real property shall each be appointed for 
a term expiring on the first Monday of the January 
following the next biennial municipal election at which 
a mayor is elected and shall devote their whole time 
to the work. The associate commissioners first ap- 
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pointed shall serve, according to the provisions of their 
respective appointments, for terms commencing upon 
their respective dates of appointment and expiring, in 
the case of one associate commissioner, one year, and 
in the case of the other associate commissioner, two 
years, from May 1, 1954. As the term of any such 
associate commissioner, or of any subsequent appoin- 
tive associate commissioner, expires, his successor shall 
be appointed by the mayor for a term of two years. 
Any vacancy in the office of an appointive associate 
commissioner shall be filled by the mayor for the un- 
expired term. The associate commissioners of real 
property shall receive no compensation for their services 
as such associate commissioners. 

The real property board shall have the powers and 
perform the duties conferred or imposed on the board 
of real estate commissioners by chapter 434 of the acts 
of 1943, as amended, and by chapter 474 of the acts of 
1946, as amended. The real property board shall also 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or 
imposed by statute on the board of street commissioners 
in relation to the abatement of taxes. The real property 
board shall divide the real property department from 
time to time into such divisions as said board shall 
adjudge necessary for the proper conduct of the depart- 
ment. 

Section 2. The mayor shall appoint from the real 
property board a committee consisting of the chairman 
and two other members to be known as the Committee 
on Foreclosed Real Estate. Said committee shall have 
the powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed 
by law on the committee on foreclosed real estate 
established under section 4 of chapter 434 of the acts 
of 19438. 

Section 3. The commissioner of real property shall 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or 
imposed on the chairman of the board of real estate 
commissioners by chapter 434 of the acts of 1943, as 
amended, and shall exclusively have the powers, and 
perform the duties, of a department head with respect 
to the appointment, suspension, discharge, compensation 
and indemnification of subordinates for the real property 
department (and the several officers thereof), including 
an auctioneer, who shall have the powers and perform 
the duties prescribed for the auctioneer in the office of the 
board of real estate commissioners by section 2A of 
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chapter 652 of the acts of 1945 as amended by section 3 
of chapter 633 of the acts of 1951, and including also 
a superintendent of markets, who, subject to the super- 
vision and control of the assistant commissioner of real 
property, shall have the charge and control of Faneuil- 
hall market and Faneuil-hall market limits; shall 
preserve order therein; shall make such changes, and 
place or allow to be placed in said market such pipes, 
drains, and other appliances, as he may deem proper; 
and shall take and forthwith destroy any article of 
food which in his opinion is diseased, unwholesome, 
or tainted, and is kept for sale within such market limits. 
Said superintendent may assign stands within such 
market limits for the sale of provisions and other 
articles, and may, at the expense of the owner thereof, 
remove from one place or stand to another within such 
limits, or to, and to be kept in, a proper storage place 
until the expense is paid, any merchandise, vehicle or 
animal, not under the charge of any person, or not 
immediately so removed on the direction of said 
superintendent or his deputies. 

Section 4. The assistant commissioner of real 
property shall have the care, custody and management 
of, shall make all repairs in and upon, and shall keep in 
repair the furniture of, all buildings and parts of build- 
ings belonging to or hired by the city, not wholly in 
charge of one department, or for which no other pro- 
vision is made by statute or ordinance, whether the same 
are used for city or county purposes, and may, with the 
approval of the mayor, hire such buildings or rooms as 
may be required for such purposes; shall have the care 
and control of the city hall and the city hall annex; shall 
have the care and custody of the flags belonging to the 
city hall and to the old state house; shall display the 
national flag upon the city hall on every day, except 
Sundays, weather permitting; shall have charge of all 
city property in the armories provided by the city for 
the militia; and shall cause to be included in the annual 
report of the real property board a statement of the 
kind and amount of city property in such armories, of 
all buildings belonging to or used by the city, and of the 
land and appurtenances thereof, of the condition of such 
buildings and land, and the nature and amount of the 
expenditures that have been made during the preceding 
year relative thereto. 
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Section 5. The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty shall have the care, custody and management of 
Faneuil hall, shall, weather permitting, every day except 
Sundays, display the national flag upon the building in 
which said hall is located, shall, upon vote of the city 
council approved by the mayor, permit the use of said 
hall, and shall be paid therefor in advance, for opening, 
heating, lighting, and closing said hall, unless such vote 
shall otherwise provide, in the daytime a fee of fifteen 
dollars and in the evening or on Snnday a fee of twenty- 
five dollars, and shall hold all persons signing the appli- 
cation for such permit jointly and severally liable for 
all damage done to said hall at or in connection with the 
meeting for which such permit is granted. 

Section 6. The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty shall lease, from time to time, by instruments 
approved as to form by the corporation counsel and 
approved in writing by the mayor, the stalls, cellars, 
and second floor in Faneuil-hall market for terms of 
three years from October 1, 1953, and at the expiration 
of such leases for further terms of three years, at the 
rents established by the city council and upon such 
other terms and conditions as may be approved by the 
corporation counsel and the mayor. 

Section 7. The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty shall have the care, custody and management of the 
Dillaway house, so called, in the Roxbury district of 
the city, may establish rules and regulations for the use 
and preservation of said house as a historical relic of the 
revolutionary war, and may, upon vote of the city 
council approved by the mayor, let or lease the whole 
or any part of said house to a historical society or other 
association organized for historical purposes. 

Section 8. The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty shall designate, in the places named in orders of 
the city council, a suitable room to be used for a ward- 
room for the ward in which it is situated. If any such 
room cannot be so used at any time, said assistant 
commissioner shall provide accommodation elsewhere 
for any public meeting in such ward for which he shall 
issue a permit. 

Section 9. The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty shall have the care and custody of, shall determine 
the use of, and provide for opening, closing, lighting, 
and heating the ward-rooms; shall frame and keep in 
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some conspicuous place therein a copy of this and the 
following section, and as soon as a list or a revised list 
of voters in a ward is prepared by the election commis- 
sioners shall keep posted or hung up a copy thereof in 
the ward-room of the ward in such a manner as to be 
readily accessible to the public, and such copies shall 
be altered, revised or removed only under the direction 
of the election commissioners or said assistant commis- 
sioner. 

Section 10. The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty, when a written application (containing a copy of 
the call for a meeting notifying all persons who may be 
present that it will be subject to the provisions of this 
section) is made to him by not less than five legal voters 
of a ward for the use of a ward-room for the purpose of 
holding such meeting, and when he is paid such sum of 
money as will in his opinion be sufficient to defray the 
expense of opening, lighting, heating, and closing the 
ward-room during the time specified in the permit, may 
issue a permit for the use of such ward-room, which 
permit may at any time be revoked by the mayor. 
Said assistant commissioner shall specify in the permit 
the time and purpose of the meeting, and that the meet- 
ing will be subject to the following provisions, viz.: 
Only legal voters in the ward in which such meeting is 
held, and to whom no objection is made by the majority 
of such applicants as are present or by the presiding 
officer of such meeting, shall mark or vote, or remain at 
such meeting, and the members of the police force 
present shall keep the peace at such meeting, obey the 
lawful orders of, and remove such persons as shall be 
designated by, the majority of such applicants as are 
present, or after the election of a presiding officer of the 
meeting, such persons as shall be designated by such 
presiding officer. Said assistant commissioner shall 
request the police commissioner to detail police sufficient 
to enforce such provisions. 

SECTION 59. Chapter 28 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the real estate 
department, including the board of real estate com- 
missioners, is hereby abolished; and the powers, duties 
and appropriations of the real estate department, the 
board of real estate commissioners, the committee on 
foreclosed real estate, and the chairman of said board 
are hereby respectively transferred to the real property 
department, the real property board, the committee on 
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foreclosed real estate, and the commissioner of real 
property created by section 58 of this ordinance. 

SECTION 60. Chapter 29 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the registry department, 
including the office of city registrar, is hereby abolished; 
and the powers, duties and appropriations of the city 
registrar with respect to the acquisition and disposal of 
property, the making of contracts, and the appointment, 
suspension, discharge, compensation and indemnifica- 
tion of subordinates are hereby transferred to the 
health commissioner; and all other powers, duties and 
appropriations of the registry department are hereby 
transferred to the registry division created in the health 
department by section 31 of this ordinance. 

SECTION 61. Chapter 31 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the sinking funds de- 
partment, including the board of commissioners of sink- 
ing funds, is hereby abolished; and the powers, duties 
and appropriations of said department are hereby trans- 
ferred to the board of commissioners of sinking funds 
created in the treasury department by section 64 of this 
ordinance. 

SECTION 62. Chapter 33 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947, as amended by chapter 7 of the Ordi- 
nances of 1950, is hereby repealed; and the street laying 
out department, including the board of street commis- 
sioners, is hereby abolished; and the powers and duties 
conferred or imposed on the board of street commis- 
sioners by chapter 148 of the General Laws, as amended, 
by chapter 577 of the acts of 1913, as amended, by 
chapter 488 of the acts of 1924, as amended, and by 
chapter 349 of the acts of 1953, and the appropriations 
of the street laying out department pertaining to all 
such powers and duties, are hereby transferred to the 
committee on licenses created in the public safety com- 
mission by section 25 of this ordinance; and the powers 
and duties conferred or imposed by statute on the board 
of street commissioners in relation to the abatement of 
taxes, and the appropriations of the street laying out 
department pertaining to such powers and duties, are 
hereby transferred to the real property department 
created by section 58 of this ordinance; and the powers, 
duties and appropriations of the street laying out de- 
partment in relation to all engineering work and the 
custody of all surveys and plans pertaining to the laying 
out, relocating, altering, widening, constructing, making 
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specific repairs on, and discontinuing public ways and 
alleys, and the powers and duties of the board of street 
commissioners in relation to the designation of streets 
for coasting, the planting and removal of trees in the pub- 
lic ways, the use of public ways for any temporary 
obstruction or projection in, under, or over the same, and 
the use of parts of public ways for the storage and sale of 
merchandise, and the appropriations of the street laying 
out department pertaining to all such powers and duties, 
are hereby transferred to the public works department; 
and all other powers and duties of the board of street 
commissioners, and all other appropriations of the street 
laying out department, are hereby transferred to the 
public improvement commission created in the public 
works department by section 57 of this ordinance. 

SECTION 68. Chapter 35 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby repealed. 

SECTION 64. The Revised Ordinances of 1947 are 
hereby amended by striking out chapter 36, as amended 
by chapter 4 of the Ordinances of 1948, and inserting in 
place thereof the following chapter :— 


CHAPTER 36. 
TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 


* Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Treasury Department, which shall be 
under the charge of an officer, known as the Collector- 
Treasurer, appointed by the mayor for a term expiring on 
the first Monday of the January following the next 
biennial municipal election at which a mayor is elected, 
who shall have the powers and perform the duties from 
time to time conferred or imposed on him by law, shall 
also have the powers and perform the duties conferred 
or imposed by law on the offices of city collector and city 
treasurer in existence immediately prior to the taking 
effect of this ordinance (including the powers and duties 
conferred or imposed by section 7 of chapter 434 of the 
acts of 1943), and shall further have the powers and per- 
form the duties from time to time conferred or imposed 
on collectors of taxes and treasurers of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston. The 
collector-treasurer shall divide the treasury department 
from time to time into such divisions as he shall adjudge 
necessary for the proper conduct of the department.

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* Section 2. The collector-treasurer may, with the 
written approval of the mayor in each instance, appoint 
three assistant collector-treasurers, each of whom shall 
be sworn to the faithful performance of his duties and 
shall perform under the direction of the collector- 
treasurer such duties as shall from time to time be 
assigned to him by the collector-treasurer. Any assist- 
ant collector-treasurer may, at such times as he shall 
have been so authorized by written designation signed 
by the collector-treasurer, approved by the mayor and 
filed with the city clerk and such authorization shall not 
have been revoked in like manner, exercise the powers 
and perform the duties of collector-treasurer in relation 
to such matters as may be specified in such designation. 


Section 3. The collector-treasurer may appoint such 
deputy collectors (including a chief deputy collector) as 
the service may be found to require, who shall have like 
power as the collector-treasurer to receive any tax, 
assessment, account, debt or claim payable to the city or 
county and to serve any bill, demand, notice or other 
paper of the collector-treasurer and make affidavit of the 
manner of such service, and, in addition thereto, shall 
have power to give notice of, serve and execute any 
warrant committed to him by the collector-treasurer 
under section 34 of chapter 60 of the General Laws, and 
in the service and execution thereof shall have all the 
powers and duties of a collector of taxes. 


Section 4. The collector-treasurer shall require from 
each of his subordinates, before each enters upon the 
duties of his office or position and annually thereafter 
and at such other times as the collector-treasurer shall 
determine, for the faithful discharge of his duties and 
trusts and the safe custody and lawful disposition of all 
money and other property belonging to the city or county 
which may come into his possession, a bond running to 
the collector-treasurer with a surety company author- 
ized to transact business in Massachusetts as surety in 
the penal sum, in the case of an assistant collector- 
treasurer, of two hundred thousand dollars, and in the 
case of every other permanent employee, of not less 
than five, nor more than fifty, thousand dollars as the 
collector-treasurer shall in each case prescribe. 

Section 5. The collector-treasurer shall collect and 
receive all taxes and assessments payable to the city or

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county, whether committed to him or outstanding at 
the time of his appointment. He shall also collect and 
receive all accounts, debts and claims payable to the 
city or county, and in the collection thereof shall have 
all the remedies provided by sections 35, 36 and 93 of 
chapter 60 of the General Laws. He shall further collect 
and receive, except where other provision is made, all 
other money to be paid to, or for the use of, the city 
or the county. He shall have custody of all leases from 
the city. He shall, whenever a water rate is paid, 
immediately notify the commissioner of public works 
of such payment. 

Section 6. The collector-treasurer shall receive, receipt 
for, and have the care and custody of, the current funds 
of the city from the time the same shall come into his 
possession, and also of all money, property, and securities 
which may come into his possession by virtue of any 
statute or ordinance, or as a gift, devise, bequest, or 
deposit; may deposit any portion of such current funds 
in such savings banks or trust companies organized 
under the laws of Massachusetts and doing business in 
Boston or such national banks doing business in Boston 
or such national bank or trust company in the city of 
New York, and on such conditions and rates of interest, 
as he shall deem best, subject to the approval of the 
mayor, provided, however, that no such deposit shall be 
made except in conformity with law; shall, with the 
mayor and the city auditor, sign all bonds and certificates 
of indebtedness issued by the city; shall preserve all 
bids for loans, and papers relating thereto; and shall, if 
elected, serve as treasurer of the board of commissioners 
of sinking funds. If the collector-treasurer is elected 
treasurer of said board, his bond as collector-treasurer 
shall apply to and include his duties as treasurer of said 
board. The collector-treasurer shall not be eligible for 
appointment to said board. 

Section 7. The collector-treasurer shall pay over to 
the board of commissioners of sinking funds all money 
received by him from assessments laid or to be laid on 
account of betterments from public improvements the 
expenses of which were paid for by the proceeds of loans, 
and all sums received from the sale or lease of city 
property purchased out of the proceeds of loans, except 
where provision to the contrary is made by statute or 
ordinance, to be by them credited to the sinking funds 
established for such loans, or in case of serial loans to 
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be held by them toward paying the installments as they 
falldue. The collector-treasurer shall also pay all drafts, 
checks and other orders directed to him by the city 
auditor, in accordance with these ordinances, for the 
payment of bills and demands against the city; shall on 
presentation pay every execution against the city, when 
approved by the corporation counsel, even if the appro- 
priation to which the execution is chargeable is not 
sufficient to meet it; shall pay on presentation when 
due all bonds issued by the city and the interest on the 
same; shall cancel all bonds and coupons and daily 
deliver to the city auditor the bonds and executions paid 
during the day; shall at the close of business on the 
last day of each month deliver to the city auditor the 
coupons paid during such month and a statement of the 
total amount paid for interest during such month; and 
shall use and apply as the city council may direct all 
property, money and securities in his care and custody 
at the close of each financial year for the application of 
which no other provision has been made. 

Section 8. The collector-treasurer shall, on or before 
the tenth day of each month, render to the mayor a 
statement of the receipts and payments of the treasury 
department for the preceding month and a summary of 
the like items for the current financial year up to the 
close of the preceding month. 

Section 9. The collector-treasurer may make pay- 
ments to school teachers, school building custodians, 
policemen, witnesses, jurors, and persons employed in 
and about the various departments and institutions of 
the city and of the county, in such of the public buildings 
in the different sections of the city, or upon such public 
works, as he may designate, and as will best facilitate 
such payments and prevent the loss of time by the 
persons receiving them. 

Section 10. The collector-treasurer, unless the donors 
have otherwise directed, shall receive all properties given, 
devised or bequeathed to, or deposited with, the city 
for any specific purpose, and shall use the same, or the 
income thereof, as designated in the gift, devise, bequest 
or deposit. If the income only is to be used, he shall 
hold the properties as permanent funds. He shall invest 
and keep invested the said permanent funds in bonds, 
notes or certificates of indebtedness of the United States 
or of the commonwealth or of any city or town within 
the commonwealth. For the purpose of investment and

reinvestment he shall have power from time to time in 
his discretion to sell or exchange any of the securities of 
which any of the said permanent funds consist; but all 
purchases, exchanges and sales shall be with the written 
approval of the mayor. 

Section 11. The collector-treasurer shall use the in- 
come of the police charitable fund for the relief of persons 
in necessitous circumstances who shall be found by the 
police commissioner to have been honorably discharged 
from the police force by reason of sickness, age or other 
disability, or to be the widows or orphans of police 
officers who have died while in the service of the city; 
and may monthly pay to such persons the amount of 
such income determined and allowed by the police com- 
missioner, with the approval of the mayor, on a monthly 
payroll sent to the city auditor. 

Section 12. There shall be in the treasury department 
a board, known as the Board of Commissioners of Sink- 
ing Funds, consisting of six commissioners appointed 
by the mayor. The commissioners first appointed 
shall serve, according to the provisions of their respective 
appointments, for terms commencing upon their re- 
spective dates of appointment and expiring, in the case 
of two commissioners, one year, in the case of two other 
commissioners, two years, and in the case of two other 
commissioners, three years, from May 1, 1954. As 
the term of any such commissioner, or of any subsequent 
commissioner, expires, his successor shall be appointed 
by the mayor for a term of three years. Vacancies 
in the board shall be filled by the mayor for the unex- 
pired term. The members of the board of commissioners 
of sinking funds shall serve without compensation. 

The board of commissioners of sinking funds shall not 
be subject to the supervision or control of the collector- 
treasurer; but unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, 
said board shall not communicate with the mayor, or 
make any annual or other report, except through the 
collector-treasurer. 

The board of commissioners of sinking funds shall 
have the powers and perform the duties from time to 
time conferred or imposed on it by law, shall also have 
the powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed 
by law on the board of commissioners of sinking funds 
in existence immediately prior to the taking effect of 
this ordinance, and shall further have the powers and 
perform the duties from time to time conferred or im- 
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posed on sinking fund commissioners of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston. The 
board of commissioners of sinking funds shall, when a 
debt of the city becomes due, pay over to the collector- 
treasurer so much of the funds held as a sinking fund 
for such debt as may be required for the payment of 
such debt. 

SECTION 65. The treasury department is hereby 
reorganized by abolishing the office of city treasurer 
and substituting therefor the office of collector-treasurer 
provided for by section 64 of this ordinance; and the 
powers, duties and appropriations of the city treasurer 
are hereby transferred to the collector-treasurer substi- 
tuted for him. 


SECTION 66. The Revised Ordinances of 1947 are 
hereby further amended by striking out chapter 37 
and inserting in place thereof the following chapter :— 


CHAPTER 37. 
VETERANS SERVICES DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Veterans Services Department, which 
shall be under the charge of an officer, known as the 
Veterans Benefits and Services Commissioner, who shall 
be a veteran as defined in section 1 of chapter 115 of 
the General Laws, shall be appointed by the mayor for 
a term expiring on the first Monday of the January 
following the next biennial municipal election at which 
a mayor is elected, and shall have the powers and per- 
form the duties from time to time conferred or imposed 
by statute upon the soldiers’ relief commissioner of 
Boston, veterans’ agents appointed under section 3 of 
said chapter 115, and directors of veterans’ services 
appointed under section 10 of said chapter 115. 


Section 2. The veterans benefits and services com- 
missioner may divide the veterans services department 
from time to time into such divisions as he may deem

under section 9 of chapter 115 of the General Laws. 
The supervisor of veterans graves and registration shall 
not be subject to the supervision or control of the 
veterans benefits and services commissioner; but unless 
otherwise ordered by the mayor, such supervisor shall 
not communicate with the mayor, or make any annual 
or other report, except through such commissioner. 

SECTION 67. The department of veterans services, 
including the offices of director of veterans services and 
commissioner of soldiers relief, is hereby abolished; and 
the powers, duties and appropriations of said depart- 
ment are hereby transferred to the veterans services 
department created by section 66 of this ordinance. The 
office of supervisor of veterans graves and registration 
in existence immediately prior to the taking effect of this 
ordinance is hereby also abolished; and the powers, 
duties and appropriations of said office are hereby trans- 
ferred to the supervisor of veterans graves and registra- 
tion created in the veterans services department by 
section 66 of this ordinance.

CHAPTER 37A. 
WELFARE DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Welfare Department, which shall be 
under the charge of the overseers of the public welfare 
who shall have the powers and perform the duties from 
time to time conferred or imposed on them by law; shall 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or 
imposed by statute on the directors of the house of in- 
dustry, the board of directors for public institutions, the 
commissioners of public institutions, the institutions 
commissioner, the institutions registrar, the trustees for 
children, the pauper institutions trustees, the Boston 
infirmary trustees and the commissioner of institutions 
except in relation to matters within the jurisdiction of

the insane, and matters pertaining to Long Island and 
the institution thereon belonging to the city, including 
the viaduct between Long Island and Moon Island and 
the approaches to said viaduct; shall have the powers and 
perform the duties from time to time conferred or 
imposed on boards of public welfare of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston; shall 
have charge of the Charity building and temporary 
home on Chardon street, and the Lodge for Wayfarers 
on Hawkins street, and may make and enforce all such 
rules and regulations as they may deem expedient in 
relation thereto. 

Section 2. Such person as the overseers of the public 
welfare may from time to time designate, after giving 
bond to the city in the penal sum of one hundred thou- 
sand dollars for the faithful discharge of his duties and 
trusts and the safe custody and lawful disbursement of 
all public money intrusted to him, which bond shall be 
executed by a surety company authorized to transact 
business in Massachusetts as surety, approved by the 
mayor, filed with the city auditor, and renewed annually 
and at such other times as the mayor shall determine, 
shall act as an authorized official of the city to disburse 
all relief, aid and assistance of every name and nature 
furnished by, or under the supervision of, the overseers; 
and all moneys appropriated for the purpose of furnish- 
ing such relief, aid and assistance and all moneys re- 
ceived by the city for such purposes shall, upon requisi- 
tion made by the overseers with the approval of the city 
auditor and the mayor, be paid by the collector-treasurer 
to such authorized official for disbursement as aforesaid. 

SECTION 69. Chapter 88 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the weights and 
measures department, including the office of sealer of

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chapter, the board of assessors shall have the powers and 
perform the duties conferred or imposed by statute on 
the board of assessors in existence immediately prior to 
the taking effect of this ordinance; and except as so 
provided, the board of assessors provided for by this 
section shall also have the powers and perform the duties 
from time to time conferred or imposed on assessors of 
cities in Massachusetts by general laws applicable to 
Boston. The board of assessors provided for by this 
section shall not be subject to the supervision or control 
of the assessor of taxes except as he acts as chairman of 
said board; but unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, 
said board shall not communicate with the mayor, or 
make any annual or other report, except through the 
assessor of taxes.

CHAPTER 1.

ESTABLISHING A Pupuic HEALTH COUNCIL AND 
ESTABLISHING ITS POWERS AND DUTIES. 


Chapter 17 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, as 
most recently amended by section 31 of chapter 2 of 
the Ordinances of 1954, is hereby further amended by 
inserting after section 3 the following section: 


Section 3A. There shall also be in the _ health 
division a board, known as the Public Health Council, 
consisting of nine members appointed by the mayor, 
of whom at least one shall be a registered physician, 
one a registered dentist, one a representative of an 
industry engaged in handling food, one a representative 
of another industry, one a representative of labor, 
and one a housewife. The members of the public 
health council first appointed shall serve, according 
to the provisions of their respective appointments, 
for terms commencing upon their respective dates of 
appointment and expiring, in the case of three members, 
one year, in the case of three other members, two years, 
and in the case of three other members, three years, 
from May 1, 1956. As the term of any such member, 
or of any subsequent member, expires, his successor 
shall be appointed by the mayor for a term of three 
years. Any vacancy in the office of a member shall 
be filled by the mayor for the unexpired term. The 
mayor shall from time to time designate one of the 
members of the public health council as chairman 
and another as vice chairman. The members of the 
public health council shall serve without compensation. 


It shall be the duty of the public health council (a) 
to make, upon its own initiative or at the request of 
the mayor, the director of administrative services or 
the health commissioner, studies and recommendations 
with respect to the organization, activities, policies, pro- 
cedures and budget of the health division, (b) to review 
from time to time such rules and regulations of the 
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health commissioner as may then be in force and report 
to the health commissioner its findings with respect 
to the adequacy thereof and its recommendations, if 
any, for the amendment or repeal thereof or for new 
rules and regulations, and (c) to advise the health 
commissioner on such matters within the scope of his 
duties as he may refer to said council. 

The public health council shall not be subject to the 
supervision or control of the health commissioner; 
nor shall it take part in the conduct of the executive 
or administrative business of the health department; 
but unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, it shall not 
communicate with the mayor, or make any annual 
or other report, except through the health commissioner.

Section 2. Section 1 of chapter 3A of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947, as amended by section 13 of chapter 
2 of the Ordinances of 1954, is hereby further amended 
by striking out the first two sentences and inserting in 
place thereof the following sentences:—There shall be 
in the city a department, known as the Administrative 
Services Department, which shall be under the charge 
of a board, known as the Administrative Services 
Board, consisting of an officer, known as the Director 
of Administrative Services, who shall be chairman of 
the board, an officer known as the Supervisor of Budgets, 
an officer known as the Supervisor of Personnel, an 
officer known as the Purchasing Agent, and the assessor 
of taxes, the city auditor and the collector-treasurer, 
ex officiis. The director of administrative services, the 
supervisor of budgets, the supervisor of personnel, and 
the purchasing agent shall each be appointed by the 
mayor for a term expiring on the first Monday of the 
January following the next biennial municipal election 
at which a mayor is elected, and shall devote their 
whole time to the duties of their respective offices. 


Section 3. Chapter 3A of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out section 3, 
as appearing in section 9 of chapter 8 of the Ordinances 
of 1953, and inserting in place thereof the following 
section :— 


Section 3. The supervisor of budgets shall, under the 
direction of the mayor and in consultation with the 
director of administrative services, prepare in segregated 
form the annual and all supplementary budgets to be 
submitted by the mayor to the city council, and shall 
report to the mayor on all subsequent revisions of the 
items in any budget. The supervisor of budgets shall 
also prepare, under the direction of the mayor and in 
consultation with the director of administrative services, 
all transfer orders to be submitted by the mayor to the 
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city council under section 3B of chapter 486 of the acts 
of 1909. The supervisor of budgets shall further pre- 
pare, under the direction of the mayor and in consulta- 
tion with the director of administrative services, the 
form of estimate sheets to be used by each officer, board 
and department, and each division of a department, 
for which the city appropriates money, and the form of 
monthly report of such officer, board and department, 
and each division thereof, showing expenditures to date 
of all appropriations by item. The supervisor of budgets 
shall, in addition, have the powers and perform the 
duties conferred or imposed on the budget commissioner 
by any statute other than section 56 of chapter 35 of 
the General Laws. 


SecTION 4. The powers and duties conferred or im- 
posed on the director of administrative services by 
section 3 of chapter 3A of the Revised Ordinances of 
1947, as appearing in section 9 of chapter 8 of the 
Ordinances of 1953, and the appropriations relating to 
such powers and duties, are hereby transferred to the 
supervisor of budgets created by section 2 of this 
ordinance. 


SEcTION 5. Every person holding an office or position 
subject to the civil service laws and rules shall, if the 
office or position is abolished by this ordinance, be 
reappointed without civil service examination or registra- 
tion to a similar office or position with similar status in 
a new department or agency, or division of either, 
created, or a department or agency, or division of either, 
not abolished, by this ordinance; and every such person 
shall, upon such reappointment, retain all rights to re- 
tirement with pension that shall have accrued or would 
thereafter accrue to him; and his services shall be 
deemed to have been continuous to the same extent 
as if such abolition had not taken place. As used in 
this section, the term ‘“agency”’ shall be construed as 
defined in section 5 of chapter 486 of the acts of 1909 as 
amended by section 1 of chapter 473 of the acts of 1953. 


Section 6. . This ordinance shall be deemed to be

CHAPTER 4. 


PROVIDING FuRTHER AGAINST THE LITTERING OF 
STREETS. 


Chapter 40 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 is 
hereby amended by striking out section 39 and inserting 
in place thereof the following six sections: 

Section 39. No person in any public way, public 
alley or other public place under the charge of the com- 
missioner of public works shall, whether in or upon a 
vehicle or on foot, deposit, drop or throw upon such 
way, alley or place or any roadway or walk thereof, and 
suffer to remain there, any filth, rubbish or other sub- 
stance unless it is deposited, dropped or thrown into a 
receptacle provided for the purpose by the public works 
department. 

Section 39A. No driver of any vehicle upon any 
public way, public alley or other public place under the 
charge of the commissioner of public works shall permit 
to drop or fall from such vehicle onto such way, alley or 
place or any roadway or walk thereof, and suffer to 
remain there, any substance except in the maintenance 
or repair of such way, alley or place. 

Section 39B. No person shall sweep, throw or other- 
Wise yvemove into any public way, public alley or other 
public place under the charge of the commissioner of 
public works, or into any roadway or walk of any of 
them, from any building or structure or from any land 
not constituting a part of such way, alley or place, any 
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filth, rubbish or other substance and suffer the same to 
remain there; provided, that filth, rubbish or other sub- 
stance which by law or by arrangement is to be collected 
and removed by the public works department (whether 
through employees in its service or through an inde- 
pendent contractor acting for it) or by a person having a 
permit under section fourteen of this chapter or sec- 
tion 381A of chapter 111 of the General Laws, may, 
after five o’clock in the afternoon of the day preceding 
the scheduled time of such collection, be placed by the 
owner or occupant of an estate upon the sidewalk of 
any such way or alley abutting such estate in a covered 
metal receptacle or, if no garbage or putrescible matter 
or substance is included, in a securely tied bundle or in 
a receptacle with its contents so arranged that any 
light matter or substance is not likely to be scattered or 
blown about. No person placing a receptacle upon the 
sidewalk of any way or alley as aforesaid shall suffer 
the same to remain upon such way or alley or any road- 
way or walk thereof more than twelve hours after such 
collection. 


Section 39C. No person shall in any public way, 
public alley or other public place under the charge of 
the commissioner of public works or upon any roadway 
or walk thereof rummage in or through rubbish or 
refuse of any kind or interfere with any bundle of rubbish 
or refuse or any receptacle containing rubbish or refuse. 


Section 89D. No person shall deposit, drop or throw 
any filth, rubbish or other substance into a drum or 
other barrel with a diameter of more than twenty 
inches or a height of more than twenty-eight inches if 
by law or by arrangement such filth, rubbish or other 
substance is to be collected therefrom by the public 
works department (whether through employees in its 
service or through an independent contractor acting 
for it) or by a person having a permit under section 
fourteen of this chapter or section 31A of chapter 111 
of the General Laws. 


Section 39E. No person shall deposit, drop or throw 
into a drum or other barrel with a diameter of twenty 
inches or less and a height of twenty-eight inches or 
less any filth, rubbish or other substance which by law 
or by arrangement is to be collected therefrom by the 
public works department (whether through employees 
in its service or through an independent contractor 
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acting for it) or by a person having a permit under 
section fourteen of this chapter or section 31A of chap- 
ter 111 of the General Laws if such drum or barrel will 
thereby be filled so high that such filth, rubbish or 
other substance or any part thereof is likely to drop or 
fall from such receptacle while it is being moved in the 
process of such collection.

Until otherwise provided, the parks and recreation 
commission shall improve, maintain, keep in repair, 
govern and regulate the portion of Post Office Square

June 20, 1955 — George G. Hyland, Commissioner of 
Public Works’ and now in the custody of the com- 
missioner of public works; and the powers and duties of 
the commissioner of public works with respect to im- 
proving, maintaining, keeping in repair, governing and 
regulating said portion of Post Office Square and the 
aforesaid portions of Dock and Faneuil Hall Squares 
are hereby transferred to the parks and recreation 
commission.

record which section 60 of chapter 59 of the General 
Laws requires be kept shall be $1.00 for each page or 
part thereof. 


(2) Alcohol (Methyl or Wood), License to Manu- 
facture or Deal in. The fee for a license granted by the 
health commissioner under section 303B of chapter 94 
of the General Laws to engage in the business described 
in section 303A of said chapter shall be $3.00.

(5) Assessors’ Certificate as to Abutters. The charge 
to be paid for a certificate by or in behalf of the board of 
assessors of the persons who on a specified assessment 
date were assessed for parcels of land abutting on a 
specified parcel of land shall be a primary fee of $1.00 if 
the certificate is prepared by the applicant therefor, and 
of $2.00 if it is not, and in either case an additional fee of 
50¢ for each parcel of land abutting on the specified 
parcel.

The 
charge to be paid for a certificate by or in behalf of the 
board of assessors as to the assessment on one or more 
assessment dates of a particular parcel of land or of two 
or more parcels of land assessed to the same person or 
persons on such date or dates shall be 25¢ for each 
assessment date but in no event less than $1.00; and the 
charge to be paid for a duplicate of any such certificate, 
if ordered simultaneously with the original, shall be 25¢. 

(9) Assignment f/b/o Creditors. The fee of the city 
clerk for filing and indexing a copy of an assignment for 
the benefit of creditors under section 41 of chapter 203 of 
the General Laws shall be $2.00.

The fee of the 
city registrar for amending, correcting or supplementing 
under section 13 of chapter 46 of the General Laws the 
record of a birth, marriage or death, including amending 
thereunder the record of the birth of an illegitimate 
child upon legitimation, shall be $1.00. 
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(34) Birth, Marriage or Death, Certificate as to Record 
of. The fee of the city registrar for furnishing a cer- 
tificate as to the record of a birth, marriage or death 
shall be $1.00.

(36) Births, Marriages and Deaths, Search of Records 
of. The fee of the city registrar for searching, or causing 
to be searched, upon request, records or papers relating 
to births, marriages or deaths shall be 50¢ for each 
quarter hour or fraction thereof; provided, that any 
person whom for cause the city registrar deems entitled 
to exemption from said fee shall receive such service 
for such reduced fee, or without fee, as the city registrar 
may determine. 


(37) Blasting Bond. ‘The fee of the city clerk for 
receiving and filing a bond given under section 19 of 
chapter 148 of the General Laws in connection with a 
permit to use an explosive in the blasting of rock or 
other substance shall be $1.00. 


(38) Blasting Permit. The fee for a permit granted 
by the head of the fire department under section 10A 
of chapter 148 of the General Laws to use explosives 
shall be $5.00 for each blast or series of concomitant 
blasts thereby authorized. 


(39) Boat License. The fee for a license to run a 
steamboat or other boat propelled by power other than

The fees of the building com- 
missioner for receiving an application for a permit 
under paragraph (a) of section 111 of the Boston Building 
Code to erect, enlarge, alter or substantially repair a 
building or structure shall be a primary fee of $2.00 
and an additional fee of $1.00 for each five hundred 
dollars of the fair cost of the work to be authorized by 
such permit as determined by said commissioner; 
but in no event shall such additional fee exceed $2,000.00. 
The fees of the building commissioner for receiving an 
application for an amendment of such a permit shall be 
a primary fee of $2.00 and an additional fee of $1.00

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(49) Building Plan Inspection Fee. The fee of the 
building commissioner for producing under paragraph 
(g) of section 109 of the Boston Building Code the 
plans of a building or structure for inspection more 
than two months after the completion of the work 
described in such plans shall be, in the case of a building 
or structure classified for occupancy in Group I, $1.00, 
and in the case of each other building or structure, $2.00. 

(50) Business Name, Certificate or Statement relative 
to. The fee of the city clerk for receiving, filing and 
indexing a certificate presented under section 5 of 
chapter 110 of the General Laws shall be $1.00 and 
for receiving, filing and indexing a statement presented 
under said section 5 shall be $1.00. 

(51) Business Name, Certified Copy of Certificate or 
Statement relative to. The fee of the city clerk for 
furnishing a certified copy of a certificate or statement 
filed under section 5 of chapter 110 of the General 
Laws shall be $1.00. 


(52) Carousel License. The fee for a license granted 
by the mayor under section 186 of chapter 140 of the 
General Laws to establish, keep open and maintain a 
carousel at a carnival shall be $10.00 for each day on 
which such license may be exercised, except that in 
the case of a carousel exclusively for children under 
age thirteen, such fee shall be $3.00 for each such day. 
The fee for a license so granted to establish, keep open 
and maintain a carousel other than at a carnival shall 
be $15.00 for each monthly period in which such license 
may be exercised, except that in the case of a carousel 
exclusively for children under age thirteen, such fee 
shall be $5.00 for each such monthly period. 


(53) Cemetery, Permit for. The fee for a permit 
granted by the mayor and city council under section 34 
of chapter 114 of the General Laws to use land for burial 
purposes shall be $100.00. 


(54) Cemetery Chapel, Use of. The charge to be 
paid to the cemetery division of the parks and recreation 
department for using for a funeral or memorial service a 
cemetery chapel shall be, when heating is required or 
desired, $15.00, and in all other cases, $10.00. 

(55) Cemetery Grave Opening Charges. The charge 
to be paid to the cemetery division of the parks and 
recreation department for opening a grave for an inter- 
ment or removal between the hours of 8:00 A.m. and 
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4:00 p.m. on any day other than a Saturday, Sunday or 
legal holiday, hereinafter called regular cemetery hours, 
shall be, in the case of a first interment or a removal 
thereof, $30.00, and in the case of a second interment or a 
removal thereof, $25.00; and the charge to be paid as 
aforesaid for opening a grave for an interment or re- 
moval at any other time shall be, in the case of a first 
interment or a removal thereof, $40.00, and in the case 
of a second interment or a removal thereof, $35.00; 
provided, that the charge to be paid as aforesaid for 
opening a grave for the interment or removal of the 
remains of an infant dying before attaining the age of 
six months or the cremated remains of any deceased 
person shall be, in the case of such an interment or re- 
moval during regular cemetery hours, $10.00, and in the 
case of such an interment or removal at any other time, 
$20.00; and provided also, that the charge to be paid as 
aforesaid for opening a grave for two simultaneous 
interments or two simultaneous removals during regular 
cemetery hours shall be $40.00, and at any other time 
$50.00, unless both interments or removals are of the 
remains of infants dying as aforesaid or of cremated 
remains, in which case such charge shall be, if such 
interments or removals are during regular cemetery 
hours, $20.00, and if they are not during such hours, 
$30.00; and provided further, that the charge to be paid 
as aforesaid for raising from an opened grave the re- 
mains of any deceased person shall be $5.00 and for 
transporting such remains from one grave to another 
within the same cemetery, an additional $5.00.

The fee of the parks and recreation commission for re-

provided, that there shall be no fee for so recording a 
deed of the city executed under section 9 of chapter 22 
of these ordinances.

The fee for an annual 
permit from the health commissioner to keep cows, 
whether granted under section 7 of chapter 40 of these 
ordinances or under a regulation made by such com- 
missioner under section 31 of chapter 111 of the General 
Laws, shall be $5.00 for each cow. 


(71) Cross Country Course. The charge to be paid 
for each setting up and removal by the parks and 
recreation department of the flags of a cross country 
course shall be $35.00. 
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(72) Dancing School License. The fee for a dancing 
school license granted by the mayor under section 185H 
of chapter 140 of the General Laws shall be $5.00. 

(73) Day Care Agencies. The fee for a license to 
conduct an agency giving day care to children granted 
by the health commissioner under section 59 of chapter 
111 of the General Laws shall be $3.00.

The fees for a 
permit granted by the building commissioner under 
chapter 268 of the acts of 1898, as amended, shall be a 
primary fee of $1.00 and, according to the nature and 
extent of the work authorized, additional fees as follows: 

(a) Service Connection. For each so-called service 
connection installation, alteration or relocation author- 
ized, whether connection with public utility system or 
isolated generating plant, $1.00; 

(b) Main Switch. For each main switch or like cir- 
cuit breaker installation, alteration or relocation author- 
ized, $1.00 if the capacity thereof does not exceed one 
hundred amperes, and if the capacity thereof exceeds 
one hundred amperes, $1.00 for each hundred amperes 
but in no event more than $20.00; 

(c) Meter Loop. For each meter loop installation, 
alteration or relocation authorized, $1.00; 
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(d) Panel Board. For each panel board installation, 
alteration or relocation authorized, if, but only if, no 
branch circuit installation, alteration or relocation 
authorized, $1.00; 


(e) Branch Circuit. For each branch circuit instal- 
lation, alteration or relocation authorized, $1.00; 


(f) Lighting Fixtures, etc. For each incandescent 
lamp rated at 500 watts or over, each arc lamp and each 
mercury vapor lamp installation, alteration or relocation 
authorized, $1.00; and for each other lighting fixture 
(other than sign or outline lighting) installation, altera- 
tion or relocation authorized, and for each lighting cir- 
cuit switch outlet installation, alteration or relocation 
authorized, and for each lighting circuit plug receptacle 
installation, alteration or relocation authorized, 25¢; 


(g) Signs. For each sign or outline lighting installa- 
tion, alteration or relocation authorized, whether fluores- 
cent, incandescent, neon or other or a combination of all 
or any thereof, $1.00 plus the amount payable under 
subclause (7) for each convertor included therein, plus 
the amount payable under subclause (k) for each trans- 
former connected therewith, plus $1.00 for each kilowatt 
of the aggregate capacity of the fluorescent tubes and 
incandescent lamps; 


(h) Heating Devices, etc. For each heating device 
installation, alteration or relocation authorized, and for 
each heating circuit plug receptacle installation, altera- 
tion or relocation authorized, 25¢ for each kilowatt of 
the capacity thereof except that, where the authoriza- 
tion is for the installation, alteration or relocation of 
two or more of the aforesaid on the same premises at the 
same time and for the same person, the amount payable 
under this subclause shall be 25¢ for each kilowatt of the 
aggregate capacity thereof; provided, that in no event 
shall the total amount payable under this subclause be 
less than 50¢ for each such device or receptacle; and 
provided, further, that the capacity of any such device 
or receptable in excess of fifty kilowatts shall be ex- 
cluded in computing the amount payable under this 
subclause; 


(1) Motors, etc. For each motor installation, altera- 
tion or relocation authorized, and for each power circuit 
plug receptacle installation, alteration or relocation 
authorized, 25¢ for each horsepower of the capacity 
thereof except that, where the authorization is for the 
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installation, alteration or relocation of two or more of 
the aforesaid on the same premises, at the same time 
and for the same person, the amount payable under this 
subclause shall be 25¢ for each horsepower of the aggre- 
gate capacity thereof; provided, that in no event shall 
the total amount payable under this subclause be less 
than 50¢ for each motor or receptacle aforesaid; and 
provided, further, that the capacity of any motor or 
receptacle aforesaid in excess of fifty horsepower shall 
be excluded in computing the amount payable under 
this subclause; 

(7) Generators, etc. For each generator installation, 
alteration or relocation authorized, and for each rectifier 
or other battery charging device installation, alteration 
or relocation authorized, $2.00 if the capacity thereof 
is not more than ten kilowatts, $3.00 if the capacity 
thereof is more than ten, but not more than twenty-five, 
kilowatts, $5.00 if the capacity thereof is more than 
twenty-five, but not more than fifty, kilowatts, and 
$10.00 if the capacity thereof is more than fifty kilowatts, 
and in addition thereto, in each case, the amount payable 
under subclause (k) for the motors thereof, if any; and 

(k) Transformers. For each ignition, neon sign, 

outline lighting or signalling transformer installation, 
alteration or relocation authorized, 50¢; and for each 
other transformer installation, alteration or relocation 
authorized, $2.00 if the capacity thereof is not more than 
ten kilovoltamperes, $3.00 if the capacity thereof is 
more than ten, but not more than twenty-five, kilo- 
voltamperes, $5.00 if the capacity thereof is more than 
twenty-five, but not more than fifty, kilovoltamperes, 
and $10.00 if the capacity thereof is more than fifty 
kilovoltamperes. 
The fees for a permit granted by the building commis- 
sioner under said chapter 268 for an installation, altera- 
tion or relocation to remain in place for thirty days or 
less shall be a primary fee of $1.00 and one third of the 
additional fees otherwise fixed by subclauses (a) to (k), 
inclusive. The fee of the building commissioner for 
reinspecting under said chapter 268, after alleged cor- 
rection, work found on previous inspection to be defective 
shall be $2.00. 

(88) Elevator or Escalator Installation, Alteration or 
Repair Permit. The fee of the building commissioner 
for receiving an application for a permit under para- 
graph (a) of section 111 of the Boston Building Code to 
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install, alter or substantially repair one or more elevators 
shall be $12.00 for the first elevator and $3.00 for each 
additional elevator on the same premises or on adjacent 
premises in the same ownership or control; provided, 
that if such application relates exclusively to one or 
more builder’s hoists, the fee shall be $2.00 for each car; 
and provided, further, that if such application relates 
exclusively to one or more dumbwaiters, the fee shall 
be $1.00 for each car. The word ‘‘elevator’’, as used 
in this clause, shall be construed to include escalator. 


(89) Elevator and Escalator Inspection. ‘The fee of 
the building commissioner for inspecting and testing 
under section 64 of chapter 143 of the General Laws 
an elevator as defined in section 62 of said chapter 1438 
shall be $8.00 for the first elevator and $2.00 for each 
additional elevator on the same premises or on adjacent 
premises in the same ownership or control; except that 
in cases where, at the request of the owner or person 
in control of the premises where an elevator is located, 
such inspection and testing is done at a time other than 
when the office of the building commissioner is open 
for the transaction of public business, such fee shall be 
$12.00 for the first elevator and $3.00 for each ad- 
ditional elevator on such premises or on adjacent 
premises in the same ownership or control. 


(90) Elevator Operator’s License. The fee for a 
license to act as an operator of elevators granted by 
the building commissioner whether under chapter 714 
of the acts of 1913 or under regulations made by the 
state board of elevator regulations under section 69 
of chapter 143 of the General Laws shall be, in the case 
of an original license and of a license granted upon 
presentation of a license to act as an operator of elevators 
issued by another licensing authority and of a renewal 
license in connection with which a reexamination is 
required, $2.00, and in the case of any other renewal 
license, $1.00. 


(91) Engine Installation Permit. See Dynamo In- 
stallation Permit. 


(92) Entertainment License. The fee for a license 
granted by the licensing board under section 183A of 
chapter 140 of the General Laws (including a license 
so granted to an innholder or common victualler) shall be 
$100.00; provided, that in cases where the entertain- 
ment is solely through the use of television, radio, 
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and music provided by mechanical or electrical means, 
the fee shall be $50.00; and provided also, that in cases 
where the entertainment is solely provided by not 
exceeding four instrumentalists, the fee shall be $75.00. 


(93) Explosives. See Flammable and/or Explosive 
Materials. 


(94) Factor’s Lien. The fee of the city clerk for 
receiving, filing and indexing under section 42 of chap- 
ter 255 of the General Laws a notice of a factor’s lien 
shall be $3.00. 


(95) Factor’s Lien, Discharge of. The fee of the city 
clerk for receiving and filing under section 44 of chapter 
255 of the General Laws a certificate, or a certified copy 
- a certificate, of the discharge of a factor’s lien shall 

e $3.00. 


(96) Fence Viewers, Assignment by. The fee of the 
city clerk for recording an assignment by fence viewers 
under section 6 of chapter 49 of the General Laws shall 
be $1.00. 


(97) Ferris Wheel Incense. The fee for a license 
granted by the mayor under section 186 of chapter 140 
of the General Laws to establish, keep open and main- 
tain a Ferris wheel at a carnival shall be $10.00 for 
each day on which such license may be exercised, 
except that in the case of a Ferris wheel exclusively for 
children under thirteen years of age, such fee shall be 
$3.00 for each such day. The fee for a license so granted 
to establish, keep open and maintain a Ferris wheel 
other than at a carnival shall be $15.00 for each monthly 
period in which such license may be exercised, except 
that in the case of a Ferris wheel exclusively for children 
under thirteen years of age, such fee shall be $5.00 for 
each such monthly period. 

(98) Fire (Large) in Open Air, Permit for. The fee 
for a permit granted by the fire commissioner under 
chapter 355 of the acts of 1948 to set, maintain or in- 
crease a fire or fires in the open air other than in an 
incinerator shall, except in the case of a permit coming 
within clause (99) or (100) of this section, be $15.00 for 
the first monthly period and $5.00 for each additional 
monthly period in which it may be exercised; provided, 
that there shall be no fee for a permit granted as afore- 
said to set, maintain or increase a fire or fires in con- 
nection with a patriotic or public celebration. 
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(99) Fire (Small or Torch) in Open Air, Permit for. 
The fee for a permit granted by the fire commissioner 
under chapter 355 of the acts of 1943 to set, maintain or 
increase in the open air a flame or flames in connection 
with one or more appliances or devices using or producing 
flame or a fire or fires not exceeding four square feet in 
area each shall be $2.50 for each monthly period in 
which such permit may be exercised; provided, that if 
such permit limits such flame or flames or such fire or 
fires to a single estate, the fee for such permit shall be 
$1.00 for each such period. 

(100) Fire wn Open Arr for Burning Leaves, etc., 
Permit for. There shall be no fee for a permit granted 
by the fire commissioner under chapter 355 of the acts 
of 1943 to set, maintain or increase a fire or fires in the 
open air if such permit limits all fires thereunder to a 
single estate and to the burning of leaves, grass and brush 
from such estate and restricts each fire thereunder to 
four square feet in area. 

(101) Fire Fighting Exhibition License. ‘The fee for 
a license granted by the mayor under section 186 of 
chapter 140 of the General Laws to establish, keep 
open and maintain an outdoor exhibition of fire fighting 
for the amusement of the public shall be $25.00 for 
each day on which such license may be exercised. 

(102) Firearms, License to Carry or Possess. ‘The 
fee for a license to carry a pistol or revolver in the 
commonwealth or to possess therein a machine gun, 
granted by the mayor or the police commissioner under 
section 131 of chapter 140 of the General Laws shall be 
$5.00. 

(103) Firearms, License to Purchase, Rent or Lease. 
The fee for a license to purchase, rent or lease a pistol 
or revolver granted by the mayor or the police com- 
missioner under section 181A of chapter 140 of the 
General Laws shall be $1.00. 

(104) Firearms, License to Sell, Rent or Lease. The 
fee for a license to sell, rent or lease firearms granted by 
the licensing board under section 122 of chapter 140 
of the General Laws shall be $25.00. 

(105) Fireworks Bond. The fee of the city clerk for 
receiving and filing a bond given under section 40 of 
of chapter 148 of the General Laws and conditioned upon 
the payment of any judgment for loss, damage or injury 
resulting from the storage or manufacture of fireworks 
shall be $1.00. 
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(106) Fireworks Display Permit. The fee for a per- 
mit granted by the head of the fire department under 
section 10A of chapter 148 of the General Laws for a 
supervised display of fireworks shall be $5.00. 


(107) Fishing License. The fee for a fishing license 
issued by the city clerk under chapter 131 of the General 
Laws shall be as prescribed by sections 8 and 8A of 
said chapter 131. 


(108) Flammable Materials, Permit for. The fee for 
a permit granted by the head of the fire department 
under section 10A or section 23 of chapter 148 of the 
General Laws to keep, store or use one or more flammable 
fluids, solids or gases shall be, if such permit is granted 
for a twelve-month period, one half of the fee which 
would be payable under clause (109) of this section for 
a license granted under section 13 of said chapter 148 
for the keeping, storage or use of such fluids, solids or 
gases, and if such permit is granted for any other period, 
for each monthly period in which such permit may be 
exercised one twenty-fourth of the fee which would be 
so payable for such a license; provided, that the fee 
for an annual permit granted as aforesaid solely for 
the keeping, storage and use of not exceeding one 
thousand gallons of light fuel oil shall be $1.00. 


(109) Flammable and/or Explosive Materials, License 
for. The fee for a license granted under section 13 of 
chapter 148 of the General Laws by the committee on 
licenses in the public safety commission to use land for 
the keeping, storage, manufacture or sale of one or more 
of the articles named in section 9 of said chapter 148 
shall be a primary fee of $20.00 and an additional fee 
equal, in the case of fluids, to $6.00 for each thousand 
of the first ten thousand gallons thereof, $3.00 for each 
thousand of the next ninety thousand gallons thereof, 
$3.00 for each ten thousand of the next four million 
nine hundred thousand gallons thereof, and $3.00 for 
each one hundred thousand gallons thereof in excess 
of five million gallons and equal, in the case of solids 
and gases, to $4.00 for each hundred of the first ten 
hundred cubic feet thereof, $2.00 for each thousand of 
the next four hundred ninety-nine thousand cubic feet 
thereof, and $2.00 for each ten thousand cubic feet 
thereof in excess of five hundred thousand cubic feet; 
provided, that the fee for a license granted as aforesaid 
which relates exclusively to all or part of an estate 
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owned or occupied by the same person or persons for the 
whole or a part or parts of which a license or licenses 
held by such person or persons are in force under said 
section 13 shall be a primary fee of $20.00 and an 
additional fee equal to the amount by which the addi- 
tional fee which would be payable under this clause 
for a license granted under said section 13 to use such 
estate for the aggregate authorized by such licenses 
would be increased by the inclusion of the new license. 

(110) Flammable and/or Explosive Materials, Re- 
cording of License for. The fee of the city clerk for 
recording a license granted under section 13 of chapter 
148 of the General Laws by the committee on licenses 
in the public safety commission shall be $1.00 for each 
page or part thereof. 

(111) Flammable and/or Explosive Materials, Annual 
Registration of License for. The fee of the fire com- 
missioner for receiving under section 13 of chapter 148 
of the General Laws a certificate of registration setting 
forth the name and address of the holder of a license 
granted under said section 13 or corresponding provisions 
of earlier law shall be one half of the fee which would 
have been payable for such license if clause (109) of 
this section had then been in force; provided, that 
where two or more such licenses are held by the same 
person or persons and relate to one estate owned or 
occupied by such person or persons, although no two 
of such licenses relate to the same part of said estate 
and none of them to the whole of said estate, the fee 
of the fire commissioner for receiving under said section 
13 a certificate of registration setting forth the name 
and address of the holder of such licenses shall be one 
half of the fee which would be payable under clause 
(109) of this section for a license granted under said 
section 13 to use such estate for the aggregate authorized 
by such licenses. 

(112) Flammable and/or Explosive Materials, Annual 
Registration of Unlicensed but Lawful Use of Land for. 
The fee of the fire commissioner for receiving pursuant 
to section 2 of chapter 394 of the acts of 1936 from 
the owner or occupant of a building or other structure 
lawfully used for any of the purposes specified in section 
13 of chapter 148 of the General Laws without a license 
a certificate reciting such use shall be one half of the 
fee which would be payable under clause (109) of this 
section for a license granted under said section 13 
for such use. 
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(113) Flashpoint Determination. The charge to be 
paid for a determination by the testing laboratory 
in the fire department of the flashpoint of any flammable 
fluid or solid shall be $3.00. 

(114) Frozen Desserts, License to Manufacture for 
Sale at Retail. The fee for a license granted by the 
health commissioner under section 651 of chapter 94 
of the General Laws to manufacture frozen desserts 
and ice cream mix, or either, for sale at retail shall 
be $5.00 for each premises specified in the license. 


(115) Frozen Desserts, License to Manufacture for 
Sale at Wholesale. ‘The fee for a license granted by 
the health commissioner under section 651 of chapter 
94 of the General Laws to manufacture frozen desserts 
and ice cream mix, or either, for sale at wholesale 
shall be, for the manufacture of not more than twenty- 
five thousand gallons, $25.00; for the manufacture 
of more than twenty-five thousand, but not more 
than one hundred thousand, gallons, $50.00; for the 
manufacture of more than one hundred thousand, 
but not more than two hundred and fifty thousand, 
gallons, $100.00; for the manufacture of more than 
two hundred and fifty thousand, but not more than 
five hundred thousand, gallons, $150.00; and for the 
manufacture of more than five hundred thousand 
gallons, $200.00. 


(116) Frozen Desserts, Permit to Have for Sale. The 
fee for a permit to have frozen desserts and ice cream 
mix, or either, in custody or possession with intent 
to sell or to offer or expose for sale or to deliver in 
the city granted by the health commissioner under a 
regulation made by such commissioner under section 
65Q of chapter 94 of the General Laws shall be $1.00. 


(117) Fuel Oil Burner, Permit to Install or Alter. 
The fee for a permit granted by the head of the fire 
department under section 10A of chapter 148 of the 
General Laws for the installation or alteration of a 
fuel oil burner shall be, in the case of a power oil burner, 
$3.00, and in the case of any other oil burner, $1.00. 

(118) Fumigation of Certain Buildings, Permit for. 
The fee for a permit granted by the head of the fire 
department under section 10A of chapter 148 of the 
General Laws to fumigate a warehouse, factory or 
commercial building by the use of a volatile inflammable 
liquid or a material requiring flame shall be $3.00. 
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(119) Funeral Director’s Incense. The fee for a 
license to act as a funeral director in Boston granted 


by the health commissioner under section 49 of chapter 
114 of the General Laws shall be $10.00. 


(120) Garage Permits. The fees for a permit granted 
by the committee on licenses in the public safety com- 
mission under chapter 577 of the acts of 1913, as 
amended, to erect or maintain a garage for the storage, 
keeping or care of motor vehicles (including a lubri- 
torium or repair shop) shall be a primary fee of $50.00 
and an additional fee equal to $5.00 for each inspection, 
repair, lubricating or wash-stand bay thereof and $1.00 
for each of the first hundred parking spaces therein 
and $25.00 for each hundred additional parking spaces 
therein; provided that the fees for a permit so granted 
to erect or maintain a private garage for the storage or 
keeping of automobiles only shall be a primary fee of 
$15.00 and an additional fee of $1.00 for each bay 
thereof, except that the total fee for a permit so granted 
to erect or maintain as an appurtenance to a dwelling a 
garage for the storage or keeping of not more than two 
automobiles shall be $5.00. In determining the fees 
hereinbefore prescribed for a permit granted as afore- 
said, a group of individual garages constituting one 
estate shall be considered as one garage. 


(121) Garbage, etc., Permit to Transport. The fee for 
a permit to remove or transport garbage, offal or other 
offensive substances through the streets of the city 
granted by the health commissioner under section 
31A of chapter 111 of the General Laws shall be $25.00 
for each vehicle used in such removal and transporta- 
tion. 

(122) Gases. See Flammable Materials, also Liquefied 
Petroleum Gas Equipment. 

(123) Gasfitting Installation, Alteration or Repair 
Permit. The fees of the building commissioner for 
receiving an application for a permit under paragraph 
(a) of section 111 of the Boston Building Code to install, 
alter or substantially repair gasfitting shall be a primary 
fee of $2.00 and an additional fee of 50¢ for each ap- 
pliance or fixture to be installed, altered or substantially 
repaired thereunder. 

(124) Gasfitter’s Licenses. The fee for a master 
gasfitter’s license granted by the board of examiners of 
gasfitters under section 121 of the Boston Building 
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Code, shall be, in the case of an original license and 
of a renewal license in connection with which a reex- 
amination is required, $10.00, and in the case of any 
other renewal license, $3.00; and the fee for a journey- 
man gasfitter’s license so granted shall be, in the case 
of an original license and of a renewal license in connec- 
tion. with which a reexamination is required, $5.00, 
and in the case of any other renewal license, $1.00. 


(125) Gasoline Tank, Permit to Remove or Relocate. 
The fee for a permit granted by the head of the fire 
department under section 38A of chapter 148 of the 
General Laws to remove or relocate an underground 
tank which has been used for the keeping or storage of 
gasoline shall be $3.00 for each tank. 


(126) Goats, Permit to Keep. The fee for an annual 
permit to keep goats granted by the health commis- 
sioner under section 4 of chapter 40 of these ordinances 
shall be $3.00 for each goat. 


(127) Golf Course, Franklin Park. The fee for a 
license from the parks and recreation commission permit- 
ting the licensee to use throughout the year for which it 
is given the Franklin Park golf course for the playing 
of golf shall be, in the case of a person resident in the 
city, $25.00 and, in the case of any other person, $50.00. 
The fee for the use of such golf course for the playing of 
golf by a person without such a license shall be, on a 
Saturday, Sunday or legal holiday, $2.00 in the case of a 
person resident in the city and $3.00 in the case of any 
other person and, on any day other than a Saturday, 
Sunday or legal holiday, $1.50 in the case of a person 
resident in the city and $2.00 in the case of any other 
person; provided, that the fee for such use of such golf 
course by a person resident in the city commencing to 
play after 5:00 p.m. on any day other than a Saturday, 
Sunday or legal holiday shall be $1.00. The charge to be 
paid to the parks and recreation department for the use 
of a turkish towel furnished by said department at said 
golf course shall be 15¢. 

(128) Golf Course, George Wright. The fee for a 
license from the parks and recreation commission per- 
mitting the licensee to use throughout the year for which 
it is given the George Wright golf course for the playing 
of golf shall be, in the case of a person resident in the 
city, $40.00 and, in the case of any other person, $70.00, 
and in addition thereto in each case a locker fee of $5.00. 
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The fee for the use of such golf course for the playing of 
golf by a person without such a license shall be, on a 
Saturday, Sunday or legal holiday, $2.50 in the case of a 
person resident in the city and $4.00 in the case of any 
other person and, on any day other than a Saturday, 
Sunday or legal holiday, $2.00 in the case of a person 
resident in the city and $2.50 in the case of any other 
person. The charge to be paid to the parks and recrea- 
tion department for the use of a turkish towel furnished 
by said department at said golf course shall be 15¢. 

(129) Golf Course Clubhouse, Use of George Wright. 
The charge to be paid for the use of the clubhouse at the 
George Wright golf course for a social, civic or similar 
event shall be $50.00. 

(130) Gravel Removal Permit. The fee for a permit 
eranted by the building commissioner under chapter 204 
of the acts of 1945 to excavate land to a depth of more 
than five feet for the purposes of obtaining and removing 
sand, gravel or loam shall be $5.00. 

(131) Gun Club License. The fee for a gun club 
license granted by the city council under section 23 of 
chapter 40 of these ordinances shall be $15.00. 

(182) Hackney Carriage License. The fee for a 
license granted by the police commissioner under chap- 
ter 392 of the acts of 1930 to set up and use a vehicle 
as a hackney carriage shall be $10.00 for each vehicle. 
The fee for every amendment of any such license shall 
likewise be $10.00 for each vehicle, except that, in cases 
where the amendment results solely from the substitu- 
tion of one vehicle for another, the fee therefor shall be 
$1.00 for each vehicle. 

(183) Hackney Carriage Driver’s License. The fee 
for a license granted by the police commissioner under 
chapter 392 of the acts of 1930 to drive or have charge 
of a hackney carriage shall be $2.00. 

(134) Halls, etc., in Municipally Owned Buildings, 
Use of. The charge to be paid for the exclusive use on 
a weekday of a hall with a seating capacity of less than 
five hundred in a municipally owned building other 
than a library or school shall be $30.00, except that the 
charge for such a use ceasing before 6:00 p.m. shall be 
$15.00 and the charge for such a use commencing after 
5:00 p.m. shall be $25.00; and the charge to be paid for 
the exclusive use of such a hall on a Sunday or legal 
holiday shall be $40.00, except that the charge for such 
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a use ceasing before 6:00 p.m. shall be $25.00 and the 
charge for such a use commencing after 5:00 p.m. shall 
likewise be $25.00. The charge to be paid for the 
exclusive use on a weekday of a hall with a seating 
capacity of five hundred or more but less than one 
thousand in a municipally owned building other than 
a library or school shall be $50.00, except that the 
charge for such a use ceasing before 6:00 p.m. shall be 
$25.00 and the charge for such a use commencing after 
5:00 p.m. shall be $35.00 and the charge to be paid for 
the exclusive use of such a hall on a Sunday or legal 
holiday shall be $60.00, except that the charge for such 
a use ceasing before 6:00 p.m. shall be $35.00 and the 
charge for such a use commencing after 5:00 p.m. shall 
likewise be $35.00. The charge to be paid for the ex- 
clusive use on a weekday of a hall with a seating capacity 
of one thousand or more in a municipally owned build- 
ing other than a library or school shall be $70.00, 
except that the charge for such a use ceasing before 
6:00 p.m. shall be $35.00 and the charge for such a use 
commencing after 5:00 p.m. shall be $45.00; and the 
charge to be paid for the exclusive use of such a hall 
on a Sunday or legal holiday shall be $80.00, except 
that the charge for such a use ceasing before 6:00 P.M. 
shall be $45.00 and the charge for such a use commencing 
after 5:00 p.m. shall likewise be $45.00. The word 
“‘hall’’, as used in this clause, shall be construed to in- 
clude a gymnasium with seating accommodations. 

(1385) Hamburg. See Sausages and Chopped Meat. 

(186) Handcart Licenses. See Wagon and Handcart 
Incenses. 

(187) Hawker’s or Peddler’s License. ‘The fee for 
an annual hawker’s or peddler’s license granted by the 
health commissioner under section 19 of chapter 40 
of these ordinances shall be, if sales within the market 
limits are authorized, $10.00, otherwise $5.00. 


(138) Hawker’s or Peddler’s Number Plates. The 
fee of the health commissioner for assigning under 
section 19 of chapter 40 of these ordinances a number 
to a person hawking or peddling any of the articles 
enumerated in section 17 of chapter 101 of the General 
Laws shall be $2.00. 


(139) Health Division Medical Records, Abstracts 
and Copies of. The charge to be paid for an abstract, or 
a copy, of a medical record kept in the health division 
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of the health department shall be $2.00 for the first 
page and $1.00 for each additional page. 


(140) Heating Installation Permit. The fee of the 
building commissioner for receiving an application for a 
permit under paragraph (a) of section 111 of the Boston 
Building Code to install a steam boiler, furnace, heat- 
er or other heat-producing apparatus the installation of 
which is regulated by the Boston Building Code shall 
be $2.00 for each boiler, furnace, heater or other heat- 
producing apparatus. 

(141) Hens. See Poultry. 

(142) Home for Sick and Aged, Application for Ap- 
proval of Location of. ‘The fee which shall be paid to the 
building commissioner for receiving an application for 
the approval by the health commissioner and the build- 
ing commissioner of the location of a hospital, home for 
aged, convalescent home, sanitarium or similar use 
under paragraph (3) of section 3 of chapter 488 of the 
acts of 1924 shall be $25.00 plus the cost of publishing 
the notice of hearing. 


(143) Hospital. The charges to be paid for services 
rendered in the hospital department shall be as pre- 
scribed in clauses (144) to (157), inclusive, except that, 
in every case in which a rate certified under section 
30K of chapter 7 of the General Laws is applicable, 
such portion of the charges so prescribed as in excess of 
such rate shall be waived, and except further that, in 
every other case, such portion of the charges so pre- 
scribed as, in the judgment of the board of trustees in 
charge of said department, the patient or persons 
bound to support him are unable to pay shall also be 
waived.

The charge to be paid for bed and board at the Long 
Island hospital shall be, in the case of a person chronically 
ill or permanently and totally disabled, $10.00 a day, 
and in the case of any other person, $7.50 a day. The 
charge to be paid for bed and board at the sanatorium 
shall be $15.00 a day. 

The 
charge to be paid for the use of equipment and facilities 
at the city hospital in connection with a blood trans- 
fusion shall be $10.00. 

‘The charge to be 
paid for each use of a delivery room at the city hospital, 
including materials and equipment for any anesthesia 
in connection with such use, shall be $25.00. 

(148) Hospital, Electrocardiogram at. The charge to 
be paid for the use of equipment at the city hospital 
for an electrocardiogram shall be $5.00. 

(149) Hospital, Electroencephalogram at. The charge 
to be paid for the use of equipment at the city hospital 
for an electroencephalogram shall be $15.00. 

(150) Hospital Laboratory. The charge to be paid 
for each analysis made by a laboratory at the city 
hospital shall be such amount, not less than $1.00 nor 
more than $5.00, as the board of trustees in charge of 
the hospital department shall from time to time deter- 
mine approximates the cost of such analysis; provided, 
however, that until said board establishes for laboratory 
analyses a schedule of charges determined as aforesaid, 
each bed patient at the city hospital shall be charged 
a laboratory fee of $5.00 for the first day of each ad- 
mission and of $1.00 for each day he remains in the 
hospital thereafter, but in no event more than $18.00 
for any one admission. 

(151) Hospital Operating Room and Anesthesia. The 
charge to be paid for each use of an operating room at 
the city hospital, exclusive of materials and equipment 
for anesthesia but inclusive of any use of a recovery 
room, shall be such amount, not less than $10.00 nor 
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more than $25.00, as the board of trustees in charge 
of the hospital department considering the nature of 
the operation or procedure shall from time to time 
determine; and the charge to be paid for each use of 
equipment for anesthesia at the city hospital, including 
all materials supplied in connection with such use, 
shall be such amount, not less than $5.00 nor more 
than $15.00, as the board of trustees in charge of the 
hospital department considering the nature of the 
operation or procedure shall from time to time determine. 

(152) Hospital Oxygen Mask, etc. ‘The charges to 
be paid for each use of equipment for oxygen at the 
city hospital, including all materials supplied in con- 
nection with such use, shall be a primary charge of 
$3.00 and an additional charge of 50¢ for each hour of 
use; but in no event shall the total charge for one use 
exceed $50.00. 

(153) Hospital, Pharmaceuticals, etc., at. The charge 
to be paid for any pharmaceutical preparation, biological 
product or intravenous solution furnished at the city 
hospital shall be such amount as the board of trustees 
in charge of the hospital department shall from time 
to time determine approximates the cost of furnishing 
such pharmaceutical preparation, biological product or 
intravenous solution; provided, however, that until 
said board establishes for furnishing pharmaceutical 
preparations, biological products and intravenous solu- 
tions a schedule of charges determined as aforesaid, 
each bed patient at the city hospital, unless hospitalized 
solely for a tonsillectomy and adenoidectomy or either, 
shall be charged a pharmacy fee of $1.00 a day but in 
no event more than $12.00 for any one admission. 

(154) Hospital, Plaster or Other Cast at. The charge 
to be paid for the supply of materials and the use of 
equipment in connection with the application of a cast 
at the city hospital, including materials and equipment 
for any anesthesia in connection with such application, 
shall be such amount, not less than $10.00 nor more 
than $50.00, as the board of trustees in charge of the 
hospital department considering the type of cast in- 
volved shall from time to time determine. The charge 
to be paid for the use of equipment at the city hospital 
in connection with the removal of a cast shall be $2.00. 

(155) Hospital Radium. The charge to be paid for 
the use of radium controlled by the hospital depart- 
ment shall be $10.00. 
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(156) Hospital Records, Abstracts and Copies of. The 
charge to be paid for an abstract, or a copy, of a record 
kept in the hospital department under section 70 of 
chapter 111 of the General Laws shall be $2.00 for the 
first page and $1.00 for each additional page. 

(157) Hospital X-Ray Equipment. The charge to be 
paid for the use of x-ray equipment at the city hospital 
for diagnosis or therapy shall be such amount, not less 
than $5.00 nor more than $50.00, as the board of trustees 
in charge of the hospital department considering the 
nature and circumstances thereof shall from time to 
time determine. 

(158) Hunting License. The fee for a _ hunting 
license issued by the city clerk under chapter 131 of the 
General Laws shall be as prescribed by section 8 of said 
chapter 131. 

(159) Hydrant Disconnection. See Sprinkler System 
Disconnection. 

(160) Ice Cream. See Frozen Desserts. 

(161) Incinerator, Assignment of Place for Refuse 
Disposal. The fee for the assignment by the health 
commissioner under section 150A of chapter 111 of the 
General Laws of a place as a site for a refuse disposal 
incinerator shall be $100.00. 

(162) Incinerator Permit. The fee for an annual 
permit granted by the fire commissioner under chapter 
355 of the acts of 1943 to set, maintain or increase fires 
in an incinerator in the open shall be $25.00; provided, 
that when such a permit is granted solely for such an 
incinerator for the purpose of burning rubbish from 
households on the estate on which it is located, the fee 
therefor shall be $2.00. 

(163) Inflammables.. See Flammable and/or Ex- 
plosive Materials.

The fee for an annual 
license to maintain a vehicle for the sale of food in a 
public way granted by the commissioner of public 
works and the police commissioner under section 49 
of chapter 140 of the General Laws shall be $120.00.

‘The fee for a license granted 
by the inspector of milk under section 41 of chapter 94 
of the General Laws to deliver, exchange, expose for 
sale or sell, or have in custody or possession with intent 
so to do, milk, skimmed milk or cream shall be $1.00 
for each premises and $3.00 for each vehicle to be used 
under such license.

case of a renewal license, $25.00.

(194) Moving Pictures, Permit for Special Exhibi- 
tion of. The fee for a permit granted by the mayor 
under section 1 of chapter 280 of the acts of 1913 for 
a special exhibition of moving pictures shall be $3.00. 

(195) Municipal Lien Certificate. The fee for a 
certificate of taxes and other assessments, including 
water rates and charges, constituting liens on a parcel 
of real estate, furnished by the collector-treasurer 
under section 23 of chapter 60 of the General Laws 
shall be $3.00. 

(196) Musicians, Band or Group of Itinerant. The 
fee for an itinerant musicians’ license granted by the 
police commissioner under section 47 of chapter 40 of 
these ordinances for a band or group of musicians shall 
be $2.00, except that, in cases where such a license is 
granted for a period longer than one month, the fee 
therefor shall be $2.00 for each monthly period for 
which it is granted. 

(197) Musicians, Individual Itinerant. The fee for 
an annual itinerant musician’s license granted an 
individual musician by the police commissioner under 
section 47 of chapter 40 of these ordinances shall be

permit granted by the mayor under section 79 of 
chapter 40 of these ordinances to sell newspapers on 
the Common shall be $1.00.

The fee for a permit granted by the head of the fire 
department under section 10A of chapter 148 of the 
General Laws for the outdoor storage of nitrocellulose 
shall be $5.00 for each monthly period in which such 
permit may be exercised.

reconstructing or repairing the roadways and sidewalks 
or either, $1.00 for each hundred linear feet of opening 
as measured by the sideline of such parkway or other 
way but in no event less than $1.00, and in the case of 
an opening for any other purpose, $1.00 for each two 
hundred square feet of such parkway or other way to be 
opened but in no event less than $1.00. 


(214) Parkway Sidewalk Crossing Permit. The fee of 
the parks and recreation commission for an annual 
permit to drive a motor vehicle upon or across the side- 
walk of a parkway or other way under the control of 
said commission for the purpose of delivering coal or 
other fuel to an estate shall be $1.00 for each location. 


(215) Pawnbroker’s License. The fee for a pawn- 
broker’s license granted by the police commissioner 
under section 70 of chapter 140 of the General Laws 
shall be that prescribed by section 77 of said chapter 140.

(217) Personal Property in Pledge, Notice of Intention 
to Sell. The fee of the city clerk for recording under 
section 3 of chapter 255 of the General Laws a written 
notice of intention to enforce payment or performance 
by a sale of personal property in pledge, including 
affidavit of service of such notice, shall be $1.50. 

(218) Personal Property Mortgages, etc., Recording of. 
The fee of the city clerk for recording under chapter 
255 of the General Laws a mortgage of personal property 
(including a mortgage given under section 7A of said 
chapter 255), a bill of sale of personal property given 
for security (including, when the condition for redemp- 
tion of the property included in the bill of sale is in 
writing, such writing, and when such condition is oral, 
the written statement of such condition provided for 
by law), or any deed or conveyance, however called,

of sale given for security shall be $1.00. 


(221) Personal Property Mortgages, eic., Discharge 
on Margin of Record of. The fee of the city clerk for 
attesting under section 3 of chapter 255 of the General 
Laws an entry made by the holder of a mortgage of 
personal property (including a mortgage given under 
section 7A of said chapter 255) on the margin of the 
record of such mortgage in acknowledgment of the 
satisfaction thereof shall be $1.00.

The fees 
for an annual permit granted by the public improve- 
ment commission under section 8 of chapter 85 of the 
General Laws for the placement on, or the projection 
over, a public way of a sign, advertising device, clock 
or other like structure shall be a primary fee of $5.00 
and an additional fee of $1.00 for each twenty square 
feet of the total face area thereof determined by ag- 
gregating the area of each face as computed without 
regard to its shape by multiplying its maximum height 
by its maximum width within the limits of the public 
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way. The fee for a permit granted by the commissioner 
of public works under section 8 of chapter 85 of the 
General Laws for the temporary projection over a 
publie way of a sign or advertising device shall be $1.00 
for each day for which such permit is granted.

(296) Street Railway Motormen, Conductors and Des- 
patchers. ‘The fee for a license granted by the police 
commissioner under section 1 of chapter 59 of the acts of 
1879 to act in the capacity of a conductor, motorman or 
driver of a street railway car or trackless trolley vehicle 
or of a starter or despatcher of such cars and vehicles 
shall be $1.00. 

(297) Sunday Arcade License. The fee for a license 
granted by the mayor under section 4A of chapter 136 of 
the General Laws to maintain and operate on a specified 
Sunday games and such amusement devices as may be 
lawfully operated on secular days shall be $10.00. 


(298) Sunday Entertainment License. The fees for a 
license granted by the mayor under section 4 of chapter 
136 of the General Laws to hold a public entertainment 
on one Sunday shall be a primary fee of $10.00 and, if a 
payment of money or other valuable consideration is 
charged for admission thereto and the licensee or a 
predecessor of the licensee has previously given in this 
city on a Sunday a similar public entertainment, an 
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additional fee of $5.00 for each thousand of the average 
Sunday paid attendance during the last such public 
entertainment so given; provided, that in cases where 
there is no admission or cover charge and there is only 
entertainment through the use of television, radio, and 
music provided by mechanical or electrical means, the 
fee shall be $2.00; and provided also, that in cases where 
there is no admission or cover charge and the enter- 
tainment is solely provided by not exceeding four 
instrumentalists, the fee shall be $5.00. The fee for an 
annual license granted by the mayor under said section 
4 to hold on Sunday a public entertainment solely 
through the use of motion pictures shall be $100.00. 
The fee for an annual license granted by the mayor 
under said section 4 to hold on Sunday a public enter- 
tainment solely through the use of television, radio, 
and music provided by mechanical or electrical means 
shall be $50.00. The fees fixed by this clause shall be 
in addition to any sum payable to the state commissioner 
of public safety. 

(299) Sunday Photographic Studio License. The fee 
for a license granted by the mayor under section 4A of 
chapter 136 of the General Laws to maintain and operate 
a photographic gallery or studio on a specified Sunday 
shall be $2.00. 

(300) Sunday Retail Dealer’s License. The fee for a 
license to keep open a place of business on the Lord’s 
day for the sale of frozen desserts and/or ice cream mix, 
confectionery, soda water or fruit granted by the licens- 
ing board under section 7 of chapter 136 of the General 
Laws shall be $6.00. 

(301) Sunday Sports License. The fee for a license 
granted by the city council with the approval of the 
mayor under section 22 of chapter 136 of the General 
Laws to conduct on the Lord’s day at a designated 
playground, park or other place an outdoor athletic 
sport or game or an indoor hockey or basketball game, 
if granted for a term specified in clause 5 of section 25 
of chapter 41 of these ordinances, shall be, if the place 
designated has a seating capacity of not more than ten 
thousand, $100.00, and if the place designated has a 
seating capacity of more than ten thousand but not 
more than twenty thousand, $500.00, and if the place 
designated has a seating capacity of more than twenty 
thousand, $1,000.00. The fee for a license granted as 
aforesaid, if granted for a term specified in clause 7 of 
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said section 25, shall be one half of the fee which would 
be payable under this clause for a license for the place 
designated if granted for a term specified in clause 5 
aforesaid. ‘The fee for a license granted as aforesaid, if 
granted for a single Sunday, shall be $100.00. 

(302) Taxicab Licenses. See Hackney Carriage 
Licenses. 

(803) Taxes. See Assessors’ Certificate, also Munici- 
pal Inen Certificate, also Real Estate Tax Payment 
Certificate. 

(304) Torch in Open Air. See Fire (Small or Torch) 
in Open Air. 

(305) Towels. The charge to be paid to the parks 
and recreation department for a half-ounce piece of 
soap furnished by said department shall be 1¢; and the 
charge to be paid to said department for the use on 
one day of each cotton crash towel furnished by said 
department shall be 2¢. 

(306) Trailer Coach Park License. The fee for a 
trailer coach park license granted by the health com- 
missioner under section 32B of chapter 140 of the 
General Laws shall be, in the case of an original license, 
$50.00 plus the cost of publishing the notice of hearing, 
and, in the case of a renewal license, $25.00. The fee 
provided for by the preceding sentence shall be in 
addition to the additional license fee prescribed by 
section 32G of said chapter 140. The city clerk shall 
receive no fee for receiving and filing any copy of a 
trailer coach park license sent him by the health com- 
missioner pursuant to section 32F of said chapter 140. 

(307) Transient Vendor’s License. The fee for a 
license issued to a transient vendor by the city clerk 
under section 5 of chapter 101 of the General Laws shall 
be an amount equal to the tax assessable under the tax 
levy last preceding the issue of such license upon 
property having a valuation equal to the valuation certi- 
fied under section 19 of chapter 39 of these ordinances. 

(308) Trapping License. The fee for a trapping 
license issued by the city clerk under chapter 131 of the 
General Laws shall be as prescribed by section 8 of said 
chapter 131. 

(309) Trust Instruments and Amendments. The fee 
of the city clerk for receiving and filing under section 2 
of chapter 182 of the General Laws a copy of a written 
instrument or declaration of trust, or a copy of an 
amendment thereof, shall be $5.00. 
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(310) Use Permit. The fee of the building com- 
missioner for issuing a use permit under section 18 of 
chapter 488 of the acts of 1924 shall be $3.00. 

(311) Used Car Dealer’s License. See Second Hand 
Motor Vehicles. 

(312) Vessels, Liens on. The fee of the city clerk 
for recording a statement filed under section 15 of 
chapter 255 of the General Laws to enforce a lien on a 
vessel shall be $1.00 for each page or part thereof, but 
in no event less than $3.00. 

(313) Voter, Certificate of Appearance on Voting List 
of Name of Certain. The fee of the board of election 
commissioners for furnishing a certificate as to the 
appearance on an annual register of voters of the name 
of a particular person shall be $1.00, except that, in 
cases where the board’s minutes of the naturalization 
of such person are included therein on request of the 
applicant therefor, the fee shall be $2.00. 

(314) Wagon and Handcart Licenses. The fee for an 
annual license granted by the police commissioner under 
rules made by him in the exercise of such of the powers 
arising from section 22 of chapter 40 of the General 
Laws as are vested in him by or under the city charter 
shall be $2.00. 

(315) Water Meter, Examination and Test of. The 
fee of the commissioner of public works for examining 
and testing a water meter under section 10 of chapter 
165 of the General Laws shall be $3.00. 

(316) Weights and Measures, Adjustment of. The 
charge to be paid for the repair, alteration or adjust- 
ment of any weight, scale, balance, measure, or measur- 
ing device shall be 10¢ for each minute or fraction thereof. 

(817) Weights and Measures, Sealing of. The fee 
for the sealing of a weight or measure under sections 
41 to 53, inclusive, or any of them, of chapter 98 of the 
General Laws shall be:— 

(a) In the case of a machine or other mechanical 
device used for determining linear or area measurement, 
$1.00; and 

(b) In the case of a liquid capacity measure (other 
than a vehicle tank) with a measuring capacity of more 
than one gallon or a measure on a pump, 25¢; and 

(c) In the case of a liquid measuring meter (other 
than a water meter) having an inlet pipe with a diameter 
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of one inch or less, $1.00; and in the case of such a 
meter having an inlet pipe with a diameter of more 
than one inch, $3.00; and 

(d) In the case of milk and cream bottles and 
jars, 50¢ a gross; and 

(e) In the case of a scale or balance with a weighing 
capacity of less than 100 pounds, 50¢; and in the case 
of a scale or balance with a weighing capacity of 100 
pounds or more but less than 5,000 pounds, $1.00; 
and in the case of a scale or balance with a weighing 
capacity. of 5,000 pounds or more but less than 10,000 
pounds, $2.00; and in the case of a scale or balance with 
a ews capacity of 10,000 pounds or more, $5.00;

(f) In the case of a taximeter or measuring device 
upon a vehicle to determine the cost of transportation, 
$1.00; and 

(g) In the case of a farm milk tank or a vehicle 
tank used in the sale of a commodity by liquid measure 
and having a single compartment, and in the case of 
each compartment of a farm milk tank or a vehicle 
tank so used having two or more compartments, a 
primary fee of 50¢ and an additional fee of 50¢ for 
each 100 gallons, or fraction thereof, of capacity; and 

(h) In the case of a weight or any other measure, 10¢. 

(318) Welder’s Certificate of Qualification. The 
charge of the building commissioner for issuing under 
paragraph (r) of section 2809 of Boston Building Code 
a certificate of qualification as a welder shall be $3.00. 
The charge of the building commissioner for examining 
an applicant for a certificate of qualification as a welder 
shall be the cost of structural steel bar stock and welding 
wire required therein not supplied by the applicant 
plus the expense of testing completed specimens not 
otherwise defrayed by the applicant. 

(319) Zoning Map Change. The entry fee which 
shall be paid to the board of zoning adjustment for 
each petition for changing the zoning map shall be 
$35.00. 

Section 2. Except as otherwise expressly provided by 
section one, the entire fee fixed by said section for a 
permit or license shall be payable at the time of the 
issuance of such permit or license. ‘The entire fee or 
charge fixed by section one for furnishing an article or 
the use thereof or the use of a place, and the entire fee 
or charge so fixed for furnishing a copy or certified copy 
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of a record or paper, and the entire fee or charge so fixed 
for furnishing service or work shall be payable at the time 
of application therefor, except that charges fixed by 
clauses (144) to (157), inclusive, of said section and not 
waived under clause (148) of said section shall become 
due and payable only upon presentation of bill therefor. 

Section 8. Except as otherwise expressly provided 
in section one, the fee for the renewal of a license or 
permit shall equal the fee which would be payable 
under section one for an original license or permit for 
the same purpose. 

Section 4. Nothing in section one shall be construed 
to affect in any way the exemption from a fee or charge 
for a permit or license provided by section 6 of chapter 
572 of the acts of 1949 or by section 6 of chapter 669 
of the acts of 1953 or by any similar statute. 

Section 5. Neither the Boston Housing Authority 
nor any person acting in its stead shall be charged any 
fee for any license or permit for which the fee may 
be fixed by ordinance under chapter 222 of the acts of 
1949. 

Section 6. The charge to be paid by boards and 
officers for the publication of advertisements in the 
City Record shall be $1.00 for each quarter of an inch 
or fraction thereof. The City Record shall be sold on 
the following terms payable in advance: — annual sub- 
scription, $5.00; single copy, 15¢. 

SECTION 38. Section 5 of chapter 9 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out 
all after the first sentence. 

*SECTION 4. Section 1 of chapter 27 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947, as amended by section 45 of chapter 
2 of the Ordinances of 1954, is hereby further amended 
by striking out, in the third sentence, the words ‘‘ twenty 
cents a barrel’’ and inserting in place thereof the words 
‘“‘the charge fixed by clause (246) of section one of 
chapter forty A of these ordinances’’. 

SECTION 5. Chapter 27A of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947, as appearing in section 58 of chapter 2 
of the Ordinances of 1954, is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out section 5 and inserting in place thereof the 
following section: — 

Section 5. The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty shall have the care, custody and management of 
Faneuil hall, shall, weather permitting, every day 
except Sundays, display the national flag upon the

building in which said hall is located, shall, upon vote 
of the city council approved by the mayor and payment 
of the charge prescribed by clause (134) of section one 
of chapter forty A of these ordinances, permit the use 
of said hall, and shall hold all persons signing the 
application for such permit jointly and severally liable 
for all damage done to said hall at or in connection with 
the meeting for which such permit is granted. 

SECTION 6. The first sentence of section 20 of 
chapter 39 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 is hereby 
amended by striking out the words ‘‘a fee equivalent 
to the taxes assessable under the last preceding tax 
levy upon an amount of property equal to the valuation 
certified by the assessors as provided for in section 
nineteen of this chapter’’ and inserting in place thereof 
the words ‘‘the fee prescribed by clause (807) of section 
one of chapter forty A of these ordicannes”’. 

SECTION 7. The third paragraph of section 19 
of chapter 40 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 is 
hereby amended by striking out the words ‘‘, and to 
charge therefor a license fee of ten dollars per annum 
for sales within the market limits and five dollars per 
annum for sales elsewhere’’. 

SECTION 8. Paragraph (1) of section 22A of said 
chapter 40, as most recently amended by chapter 10 
of the Ordinances of 1953, is hereby further amended 
by striking out the last sentence. 

SECTION 9. Section 92 of said chapter 40 is hereby 
amended by striking out the third sentence. 

SECTION 10. Section 25 of chapter 41 of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1947 is hereby amended by 
striking out clauses 6 and 8. 

SECTION 11. Section 31 of said chapter 41 is 
hereby amended by striking out, in the second sentence 
of regulation 2, the words ‘“‘, and the fee therefor shall 
be five dollars per year for each bowling alley or bed, 
except that the maximum fee in any event shall not 
be in excess of $100 for the term’’, so as to make said 
sentence read as follows: — Licenses voted by the city 
council shall be issued by the city clerk. 

SECTION 12. This ordinance shall take effect on 
December 1, 1956; and anything in section 3 of chapter 1 
of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 to the contrary 
notwithstanding, shall be published by the action of the 
city council in passing the same.
